Oct. 1, 1982 through May 31, 
1983, makes employers in the 
county eligible for preference in 
obtaining Federal procurement 
contracts. 

The Department of Labor 
designates such areas to give 


potential government ° contrac- 
tors, located where unemploy- 
ment is highest, preference in bid- 
ding on government contracts. 
The aim is to put a portion of the 
government’s procurement 
dollars into areas where people 
are in the most severe economic 
need.

circuit jury trials

Proration of the state’s general 
fund budget has led to the in- 
definite postponement of circuit 
court jury trials in Shelby county. 

Trial jurors and grand jurors 
empaneled for October in Shelby 
County have been instructed not 
to come to court until further 
notice. Unless other measures are 
taken by October 8, such as 
possible layoffs of court person- 
nel or cuts in days worked, jury 
trial cancellations will probably 
go into effect across the state. 

Eighteenth Circuit Judge Ken- 
neth Ingram told the Reporter 
Friday that he was ‘‘shocked’’ at 
the money saving measure. 

Alabama’s Chief Justice C.C. 
**Bo’’ Torbert announced the 
plan last Thursday at a called 
meeting of circuit judges in Mon- 
tgomery. 

The jury cancellations come in 
the wake of Governor Fob 
James’ abrupt order for a 15%, 
across the board proration of 
state services paid through the 
general fund. 

Ingram said the proration is in- 
definite in amount and duration, 
and should last until tax revenue 
rises. 

Ingram said the entire judicial 
system Operates on $48.8 million, 
or about 2% of the state budget. 
Cancellation of jury trials was 
deemed a necessary belt tighten- 


Calera gets $3.4 million grant

The City of Calera has received 
a $3.4 million grant for its sewer 
system. The announcement was 
made to Mayor Carl Prichard 
Tuesday morning by U.S. 
Senator Jeremiah Denton’s of- 
fice. 

“This will help a lot of long 
standing problems and will be a 
great henefit to the future of our 
town,”’ Prichard commented. 

**We’re pleased to announce 
this award to the citizens of 
Calera,’’ Denton said in releasing 
the news. ‘“‘Growth and progress 
are encouraged and sought, but 
our responsibility in protecting 
the public’s resources is essen- 
tial.’’ 


The Environmental Protection 
Agency grant provides 
$3,440,922, which Calera will 
match by one fourth, or 
$1,014,974. 


The funds will allow for expan- 
ding and upgrading Calera’s pre- 
sent treatment plant, located just 
south of the city off U.S. 31. The 
present pumping station and 
force mains will also be 
rehabilitated. 


Calera and Prichard have 
pushed for the grant for about 
seven years, ever since a federal 
court ordered the system upgrad- 
ed to meet EPA standards, accor- 
ding to city clerk Lemoyne 


Alabaster blacks claim 


‘shortchange’ on funds

‘*We don’t care what kind of 
money is used, we just want to 
get sewerage,’’ Robert Tolbert 
told the Alabaster Council Mon- 
day night. 

Tolbert and other residents of 
the city’s black community com- 
plained that their area had been 
used to get grant money but were 
left out when the money came 
through. 

Eloise Underwood mention 
the grant to put in the sewer 
system, saying that black 
residents on old Hwy. 31 were 
dropped off when the work was 
done. 

However, City Clerk Dot 
Henry contradicted that state- 
ment, pointing out that the area 
had never been included in the 
plans because of a drainage pro- 
blem. 

Overflowing septic tanks at the 
homes of residents living behind 


Thompson Middle School are. 


creating a health hazard, the 
black delegation told the council. 

Mayor H.A. ‘‘Doc’’ Rubin 
assured the concerned residents 
that the $700,000 community 
development block grant the city 
recently received will be used en- 
tirely in their area. 

The funds are to be used for 


housing rehabilitation, street 
repair, to improve water pressure 
and for sewerage. 

But without consulting the 
plan that was drawn up for the 
grant, the Mayor couldn’t say ex- 
actly what area would be eligible 
for the sewer lines. 


It would only take 1,500 feet of 
line to serve 22 homes in the 7th 
Ave. area, Tolbert reported. 

Henry Tolbert noted that the 
sewerage problem also prevents 


- any. more homes from being built 


in that area. 

Reference was also made to the 
park for the. black community 
which cannot be used until a pro- 
perty dispute is decided by the 
courts. 

“‘We’ve just been shortchang- 
ed,’’ declared one member of the 
audience. 

Rubin said the council was try- 
ing to do everything possible to 
remedy situations that had occur- 
red in the past. 

The city’s beautification board 
has a new slate of officers, Coun- 
cilman Jack Reagin announced. 
They are: Mike Tillman, chair- 
man; Sybil Moreland, chairman- 
elect; Bud Haynes, vice chair- 
man; Ann Branyon, secretary; 
Rita Newell, finance chairman. 


Payton. Obtaining the grant re- 
quired a three-phase process 
which included planning and 
surveying designs, and projecting 
needs, Payton explained. 


Procurement of the grant 
moves Calera into the third and 
final stage of the upgrading pro- 
cess. : 
Tuesday morning, Prichard 
called a 4 p.m. press conference 
to announce the good news. The 
conference, however, was cancel- 
ed a short time later when a fami- 
ly death called the mayor out of 
town. 

‘“*We were all very sorry to 
learn of the death,’’ Denton aide 
Philip Lasater told the Reporter.

Lasater had planned to represent 
Denton at the press conference. 

Lasater said Calera was one of 
five municipalities in Alabama 
which received a total of $20 
million in hard-to-get EPA 
grants. The other municipalities 
are Dauphin Island, Boaz, Shef- 
field and Bay Minette. 

Payton said Calera’s sewer 
system currently serves about 700 
customers. Upgrading the system 
will increase its capacity to 7,000 
customers, enough to meet a 
20-year growth projection, 
Payton said. 

The project has been under the 
supervision of engineer Ben Karr, 
Payton said, and is expected to 
take several years to complete.

ing step. ‘‘We’ve got to have 
some period of time to save 
money,”’ he said. 


Ingram, who attended the 
Thursday meeting, said, ‘‘We 
discussed ways we could meet the 
requirements of the proration de- 
mand. The consensus was that 
the most immediate procedure to 
follow would be to cancel jury 
trials during the month of Oc- 
tober.”’ 

Although he hopes jury trials 
will start again in November, In- 
gram said they may not convene 
until 1983, contingent on 
statewide availability of funds. 

Until further notice from 
Torbert, Ingram said the courts 
will continue hearing only non- 
jury cases. In the meantime, the 
courts’ backlog of jury trials will 
continue to grow. 


In the 18th Circuit, which in- 
cludes Shelby, Coosa, and Clay 
counties, the cancellations are ex- 
pected to affect more civil cases 
than criminal cases. 

Shelby county’s circuit clerk 
notified about 65 potential jurors 
last Friday by telephone and mail 
that civil cases set here for Oc- 
tober 4-8 had been cancelled. 


Jurors set for a special 10-day 
civil docket on October 25 are 
also being notified, Ingram said. 

Ingram added that a Shelby 
County grand jury session plann-

ed for October 25 has likewise 
been put off. 

No decision has yet been reach- 
ed on the next scheduled criminal 
trials in Shelby County, docketed 
for November 8-12. 

Inrgam said the cancellations 
come during the heaviest time of 
the year for jury trials. 

According to Curcuit Clerk 
Kyle Lansford, Shelby County 
jury trials alone cost $2,409.65 in 
September. That figure includes 
$2,034 pay and mileage for 
jurors, $349.40 for one meal and 
one night’s lodging while a 
criminal jury was sequestered, 
and $27.85 for state witnesses. 

Trial courts in Shelby County 
from August 2-19 cost $3651.80. 
Pay and mileage for the grand 
jury that met that month cost 
$1,062, according to Lansford. 

Other cost cutting measures be- 
ing taken here include curtailing 
mailing and resetting lunch 
hours. 

If the 15% proration were lef: 
in effect for the entire fiscal year, 
which began October 1, the state 
judicial system would have to 
trim $7.3 million from its $48.8 
million budget. 

State law sets salaries for 
judges and circuit clerks at $22.6 
million, which cannot be pro- 
rated. Another $22.6 million of 
the budget goes for court 
secretaries, filers, and assistants.

Fay Quick bids farewell 


to tax collector post

Shelby County tax collector 
Fay Quick said goodbye to public 
life last Friday. Her resignation 
ends 32 years of work in the 
county’s service. 

Mrs. Quick has been tax collec- 
tor since 1967. She was elected 
that year with an overwhelming 
majority, and drew no opposition 
in her next two bids for the six 
year post. 

She has been called one of the 
most popular of all office holders 
in Shelby County. 

Prior to her 15 years as tax col- 
lector, Mrs. Quick spent 17 years 
as chief clerk in the probate 
office--the only other position 
she held for the county. 

Although her last official day 
on the job was Thursday, 
September 30, she said she came 
in Friday to tie up loose ends such 
as turning the office key over to 
her appointed replacement, Mrs. 
Annette Davis Skinner. 

Mrs. Quick announced her 
resignation in a surprise move 
last March. At the time, she cited 
her reasons as the continuing pro- 
blem of cramped courthouse 
space, and problems with proper- 
ty reappraisals that were out of 
her control. 

Friday, however, Mrs. Quick 


only smiled and said she would 
rather not talk about those 
aspects of her leaving. 

“I’m looking foward to doing 
some things I haven’t had time to 
do,’’ she said instead, ‘‘It really 
hasn’t hit me yet how good it 
feels.”” 

Mrs. Quick has a son and one 
grandchild in Georgia she hopes 
to now see more often. She jok- 
ingly said it would be nice to sleep 
until 10 o’clock, too. 

‘Leaving these people I work 
with, missing the tax payers on 
their annual visit to the cour- 
thouse, the friends I’ve made 
over the years--this is what I’ll be 
missing,’’ she told the Reporter. 

The clerk staff Mrs. Quick left 
to her replacement includes 
Delyn Cost, Erline Mayhew, 
Shane Davis, Shelby Patrick, 
Doris Spires, and Edith White. 

_ “I’m leaving it (the tax collec- 
tor’s Office) in extremely compe- 
tent hands,’’ Mrs. Quick said. 

Mrs. Skinner was appointed 
last month by Governor Fob 


~ James to fill the remaining three 


years of Quick’s term. That term 
expires September 30, 1985. 

For the past three weeks the 
former tax collector has been 
showing Mrs. Skinner the ropes 
of the office.

Intense fire destroys home

An intense fire destroyed a 
house on U.S. 280 Wednesday 
afternoon last week: The owner 
was nearly trapped inside, and 
was helped from a window by a 
passer-by. 

Sparks from the fire climbed 
the side of Oak Mountain, 
reignited Friday, and burned 
some 50 acres of woods. The rug- 
ged terrain prohibited firefighters 
from completely dousing the 
forest fire, and it was still 
smoldering this week. 

According to Cahaba Valley 
Fire District Chief Grady 
Gullege, the fire apparently caus- 
ed by an electrical short in the 


basement of a house belonging to 


Oran Welburn. The house is 
located on the side of Oak Moun- 
tain about a half-mile from the 
CVED station. 

The fire knocked out power to 
electrical smoke detectors before 
they were able to sound an alarm, 
Gullege said. 

Lt. Tony Perryman said the

heat was so intense it exploded 
windows around the house. 

Perryman said Welburn joined 
the CVFD volunteers two months 
ago so he would be better 
prepared in event of a fire. 

Gullege said Welburn had 
worked a night shift at the VA 
Hospital, and had just gone to 
sleep shortly before the fire was 
spotted about noon. 

**I was passing by (on 280) and 
thought someone was burning 
trash,’’ said cash register ser- 
viceman Dennis Brooks of Ensley 
Highlands. ‘‘Then I saw smoke 
coming out of the basement.”’ 

Brooks told the Reporter he 
called for help from several 
motorists who also slowed on the 
highway. Then he went up the 
drive to make sure no one was in- 
side the house. 

**T rang the doorbell and bang- 
ed,on it a little,’’ Brooks said. 
**Then I worked my way around 
in back of the house and saw this 
guy (Welburn) trying to punch 
the screen out of a bedroom win-

The steep, rocky terrain 
hampered firefighters and made 
the scene inaccessible to even the 
forestry department’s bulldozer. 

Welburn’s family was not 
home when the fire broke out, 
Gullege said. No one reportedly 
was injured, but Gullege said 
Welburn was ‘‘just plain lucky.”’

Ad valorem tax 
deadline extended 


__. Shelby County tax payers will 
get an extension to their ad 
valorem tax deadline this year. 

The new tax year began Oc- 
tober 1, but the tax notices have 
not yet been mailed because of 
lengthy Board of Equalization 
hearings. 

The tax notices may still be 2-3 
weeks from mailing. 

County computer data director 
Ken Robinson said he received 
the files for the overall abstract 
Monday from the tax assessor’s 
office. He hoped to have the 
abstract run through the com- 
puter by Wednesday and back to 
Bobbie Reynolds’ office that day. 

After her approval, Robinson 
said it would take about a week 
to print the notices from the in- 
formation in the computer, and 
he might get started by tomor- 
row. 


Tax collector Annette Skinner 
said that once the notices get to 
her office, they will be mailed 
within seven days. 

Because the notices are so late, 
Skinner told the Reporter that 
she will definitely ask the state 
for an extension to the payment 
deadline. 

“T will ask for an extension 
and you can quote me on it,’’ she 
said. ‘‘The people deserve that.’’ 

How long the extension will be, 
however, is up in the air until the 
late notices finally go out. 

In the past, the Board of 
Equalization has usually required 
only about six weeks to hear com- 
plaints and requests for changing 
assessments. However, because 
of the current use extension, the 
board was forced to hold dual 
sessions that ran from June 6 to 
August 31. 


Vincent observing 
clinic anniversary 


Oct. 11 marks the first anniver- 
sary of the Baptist Medical 
Center (BMC) East Shelby 
Health Center, and the clinic 
plans to celebrate with a birthday 
party. 

From 9 a.m. to 4 p.m. visitors 
will be given cake, punch, helium 
balloons, free blood pressure and 
blood sugar tests and the first 100 
visitors will receive com- 
memorative mugs. At 10 a.m. 
BMC and city officials will have a 
cake cutting ceremony, 

The clinic represents a unique 
effort of teamwork between the 
town of Vincent and BMC. The 
joint venture had its beginning 
when the residents of Vincent 
decided they wanted to establish 
a medical clinic in their com- 
munity. Among the health care 
organizations they contacted was 
Baptist Medical Center Montclair 
which submitted a proposal 
shortly thereafter. 

Construction took a little over 
four months, with community 
citizens donating much time and

effort. 

The clinic is staffed by a 
general practice physician, Dr. 
Nancy Sawyer; two optometrists, 
Dr. Stancil Handley and Dr. 
Duncan Roy; and a dentist, Dr. 
Rogers McDaniel; as well as 
various support personnel. 

Clinic hours are Monday 
through Friday, from 8:30 a.m. 
to 5 p.m. Patients are seen on 
both a walk-in and appointment 
basis. Emergency care is handled 
by BMC Montclair. The clinic 
features a 24-hour telephone ac- 
cess line which gives information 
for obtaining medical attention 
when the clinic is closed. That 
number is 672-7358. This is one 
of two primary care centers 
operated by Baptist Medical 
Centers, the other being the BMC 
Leeds Family Health Center. 

Baptist Medical Centers 
operates the state’s largest not- 
for-profit health care system. The 
BMC system includes six owned, 
leased, and managed hospitals in 
Alabama.

Pelham studying guidelines 
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for regulating ambulances

No sirens screaming. No red 
lights flashing. 

But Pelham is quietly taking 
steps toward establishing 
regulatory guidelines for am- 
bulance service there, as well as 
reducing the number of junk cars 
along its roadsides. 

A proposed ambulance or- 
dinance was aired at Monday’s 
council meeting in a 12-minute 
reading by Councilman Bob 
Cleveland. Cleveland has been 
working on the ordinance for 
several months with Fire Chief 
William Bryars and others. 

The comprehensive law covers 
everything from alternator 
capacities for sirens, to the color 
and number of flashers. The law 
also requires EMT training for 
ambulance crews, permits, in- 
surance, safety inspections and a 
clause allowing for mass 
emergency situations that would 
require makeshift ambulance ser- 
vice. 

Currently there are two am- 
bulance companies serving 
Pelham: Central Shelby and 
Hanks. 

Councilmembers were given 
copies of the proposal to study, 
and action on the law is expected 
at the next meeting. 

If passed, Pelham will become 
the first municipality in Shelby 
County to adopt guidelines for 
ambulance service. 

Ambulances may have been on 
the agenda, but deserted and 
broken down vehicles left on city 
rights-of-way were not. Coun- 
cilman Ken Maynard brought up 
the matter anyway, saying such 
vehicles are eyesores and, in some 
cases, could even be dangerous. 

Maynard said he has received 
three recent calls on the matter 
and made a brief check of city 
streets to see for himself. He said 
‘‘a number’’ of vehicles have ap- 
parently been deserted on road- 
sides and in front of houses in 
Hunters Glen, Chandalar, Indian 
Hills, and elsewhere.

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Official results of last week’s 
Democratic Party runoff election 
were released Friday. They show- 
ed that the Governor’s race at- 
tracted more attention in Shelby 
County than any other. 

16,331 Shelby Countians voic- 
ed a preference in that contest, 
and 57% of them, or 9,248, 
preferred George McMillan. 

The other George, Wallace, 
was the choice of 7,083, or 43# of 
Shelby County voters. 

Wallace was also the choice of 
some 54 counties and the state as 
a whole. As the Democratic 
nominee, he will face Republican 
Emory Folmar November 2. 

The Governor’s race was also 
the most popular in the 
primary, when 
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15,977 Shelby Countians voted 
for one of five gubernatorial 
aspirants. The top vote getters 
then were Joe McCorquodale, 
McMillan, and Wallace -- in ex- 
actly reverse order of their 
statewide finishes. 


Bucking a Shelby County 
tradition, voters showed up in 
greater numbers for the runoff, 
outpacing the primary total by 
354, 

Three local races were decided 
in the runoff, and of them, the 
contest for Superintendent of 
Education attracted the most 
voters. 

15,978 Shelby Countians pull- 
ed levers in that race, and 8,838 
of them, or 55%, favored Ellie 


~ Glasscox. Norma Rogers received 


67. ae Ae 


7,140 votes, 45%. 

Glasscox has no Republican 
opposition, and will take over 
from incumbent Charles Knowles 
at the beginning of the 1983-84 
school year. 

In the race for place 4 on the 
County Commission, Leon Ar- 
cher gathered 7,357, or 51.4% of 
the 14,320 votes cast. 

Incumbent Alpha Lowe was 
defeated with 6,693, or 48.6%. 

Archer’s Republican opponent 
has withdrawn from the race, and 
may not be replaced. 

County Republican chairman 
David Bradley has reportedly of- 
fered Archer a ‘‘free ride’’ if Ar- 
cher will go along with putting a 
branch courthouse near Pelham. 


White continues Senate fight 


Lucille White has announced 
that she will continue her fight to 
retain the Democratic nomina- 
tion for State Senate District 17. 

White defeated incumbent 
Doug Cook in the recent primary 
election, but was then declared 
ineligible by the Democratic par- 
ty. 

The party cited section 47 of 
the Alabama constitution, which 
requires that Senators ‘‘shall 
have been citizens and residents 
of this state for three years, and 
residents of their respective coun- 
ties or districts for one year next 
before their election.’’ 

Except for four years spent in 
college at Southwestern at Mem- 
phis, Miss White lived in 
Alabama from her birth here in 


1945 until 1969, when she moved 
to Hershey, Pennsylvania. She 
returned to Alabama permanent- 
ly in the spring of 1980. 

At issue is whether the ‘‘next 
before’’ applies to the three year 
requirement, or only to the one 
year requirement. 

The Democratic party waited 
until after the elections, then 
resolved the ambiguity against 
White, and disqualified her as its 
nominee saying she was a Penn- 
sylvania resident between the 
trigger date of November 2, 1979 
and spring 1980. 

Tuesday, Jefferson County 
Circuit Judge William A. 
Thompson ~ upheld the 
Democratic party. 

White has instructed her at- 


torney, former Birmingham 
mayor David Vann, to appeal 
that decision. 

‘We are not yet out of this 
race. The people have chosen me 
and I intend to do all that I can to 
insure that I can fulfill their trust 
by representing them in Mont- 
gomery,’’ White said. 


White stressed her ties to 
Alabama, citing numerous 
relatives that have held public of- 
fice in the state as far back as 
1880. 

Should White’s appeal fail, the 
incumbent Doug Cook and 
Representative Jabo Waggoner 
have been mentioned as possible 
substitutes the party might name 
to fill the vacancy she leaves. 


Republican Pickard withdraws from race 


for County Commissioner, District 4

Shelby County Republicans 
may give Leon Archer a free ride 
to become county commissioner 
for District 4. 

Republican Fred Pickard, who 
was to oppose the Democrat, has 
withdrawn.

Armstrong claimed 8,837 votes 
here, 56%. 

Mitchell carried the other two 
counties in that race, Coosa 2,122 
to 986; and Clay 2,286 to 2,229. 

Although Mitchell ran ahead 
of the incumbent there and in 
Calera and Montevallo, the rest 
of Shelby County sufficed to turn 
the tide for Armstrong. 

Three county totals showed 
23,329 votes cast of which 
12,052, or 51.7% went to Arm- 
strong and 11,277, or 48.3%, 
went to Mitchell. 

Armstrong has no Republican 
opponent, and so will continue in 
office until January 1989. 

In the three ‘‘minor’’ statewide 
races also on the runoff ballot, 
Shelby County managed to vote 
for the statewide winners. 

The closest race was that for 
Associate Justice of the Alabama 
Supreme Court, place #3. 

Oscar Adams pulled out a clif- 
fhanger here, 7,192 votes 
(50.26%) to challenger Jim 
Zeigler’s 7,117 (49.74%) out of 
14,309 ballots cast. 

For state auditor, Jan Cook 
won 7,700 votes (54%) while Kay 
Ivey took 6,584 (46%) of 14,284 
cast. 

For state Commissioner of 
Agriculture and Industries, 
Albert McDonald received 8,421 
votes (58%) to Bubba Trotman’s 
6,045 (42%), out of 14,466 cast. 

The turnout in the various 
races hovered around 60% of the 
roughly 25,000 voters registered 
in Shelby County. 

Of the Constitutional amend- 
ments, all passed here except 
numbers 3 and 8. 

The official count was: 

#1: 2,493 for, 2,303 against. 

#2: 2,842 for, 1,802 against. 

#3: 2,328 for, 2,369 against. 

#4: 3,009 for, 1,541 against.

In this very space a couple of 
weeks back I suggested that if 
George McMillan won the run- 
off over George Wallace that it 
would be a miracle comparable to 
Moses parting the Red Sea. 

McMillan came darn close to 
doing just that. After trailing the 
legendary Wallace by a huge 
129,000 votes in the first primary, 
the lieutenant governor closed the 
gap to a narrow 19,000-vote 
margin on Sept. 28. It was a 
remarkable performance. He will 
surely be heard from again in 
Alabama politics. 

For Wallace the victory meant 
he was one step nearer a fourth 
term as governor. One hurdle re- 
mains to be cleared---he must 
‘defeat Republican Emory Folmar 
in November. 

Folmar, well-rested and well- 
financed, is expected to pull no 
punches in his effort to become 
the first Repubican governor of 
Alabama since way back when. 
And it is probable he will use an 
issue that Wallace’s Democratic 
foes only hinted at---the issue of 


health. Sources close to Folmar 
say the mayor intends to question 
whether Wallace is physically 
able to handle the demanding job 
of governor. 

Wallace’s major challenge in 
the short time before the general 
election is to make peace with the 
McMillan voters, who are still 
smarting from their narrow 
defeat. 

The former governor showed 
in both the first and second 


primaries that he has lost little of . 


his magic. Even though his 
margin of victory was thin on 
Sept. 28, he still carried a huge 53 
of the state’s 67 counties, a 
strong indication of his broad 
base of support. 

Wallace is also expected to pick 
up most of the black votes that 
went for McMillan in the run-off. 
While many blacks are still un- 
comfortable supporting Wallace, 
they would be even more uncom- 
fortable in Folmar’s camp. 

Most observers, most pollsters, 
have installed Wallace as the 
heavy favorite to win the elec- 
tion.

The City of Pelham quietly 
marked an important day in its 
history last Friday morning. 

Without the benefit of mar- 
ching bands, balloons or 
fireworks, the young city stepped 
into the age of adulthood. 
Pelham began its 19th year of in- 
corporation. 

On October 1, 1964 the city 
swore in its first council which in- 
cluded Burk Dunaway, A. M. 


Hinds, J. T. Shelton, Allen 
Wilson, Joe Hodges, Bobby 
Fortenberry and Mayor Paul 
Yeager. 


To say that there was no 
celebration, however, would not 
be accurate. 

Dinah Scott, a typist for the ci- 
ty, provided a surprise 18th an- 
niversary cake. Water Board 
Clerk Kathleen Buff and City 
Court Clerk Neal Lambert pro- 
vided the trimming. A singing of 
*“‘Happy Anniversary to You’’ 
was also enjoyed. 

In an interview with the 
Reporter, Mayor Dunaway, who 
is beginning his seventh year in 
that position, reflected on the ci- 
ty’s progress. 

He said, ‘Probably what has 
been most beneficial over all was 
the putting in of a water system. 
None of the other things this city 
has done would have been possi- 
ble without it. At the time the city 
incorporated, everyone was on 
individual wells.’’ 

A quick check with City Clerk 
Willie Mae Denis showed that the 
system was begun in 1967 with a 
Farmers Home Administration 
loan of $200,000. It was com- 
pleted in 1969 and currently has 
assets totaling $3,270,557.67. 

Dennis has been the only per- 
son to hold the position of city 
clerk in Pelham’s entire 18 year 
history. 

The second major accomplish- 
ment, according to Dunaway, 
was the construction of a new city 
hall. 


According to Dennis, the 
building was constructed seven 
years ago. She said that the first 
Office for the city was actually in 
her own home. 

Later, the city moved into a 
school building on the site of the 
present city hall. After that,for 
18 months, the city carried out all 
of its business from a trailer 
located behind the construction 
site of the new building. 


Dennis said that the trailer 
housed the municipal court, the 
police station, the city clerk’s of- 
fice and the mayor’s office. 

Another major accomplish- 
ment for the city, Dunaway said, 
has been the construction of a 
new sewerage system. 

Dennis reports that project was 
begun with a bond issue of $1.75 
million in July of this year and 
should go into service next week. 

According to the mayor, the 
impact of the new sewerage 
system will be the same on the 
growth of Pelham as was the 
water system. He said, ‘‘We have 
reached our peak of growth 
without a sewerage system.”’ 

Dunaway predicted that 
Pelham will continue to grow. It 
has already increased from a 
population of 654 to an estimated 
7,200 and has gone from a town 
with only one major business to a 
city of many. 

The city has enjoyed 12 annex- 
ations in its 18 year life, which 
added approximately 1,500 peo- 
ple. The mayor called the influx 
of other residents ‘‘true growth.”’ 

On the horizon, Dunaway sees 
a proposed Fun Waters Recrea- 
tion Center as a huge boost to the 
city. That ambitious project, 
which is to be completed in May 
of next year, will provide a wave 
pool and recreation area. 

Dunaway said, ‘‘We have 
always had progressive people on 
the council who encouraged 
growth instead of holding it 
back. We are probably in better

shape financially than most 
cities. 

“Our operation has been pay 
as you go with the exception of 
the water and sewerage system. 
Everyting else has been paid for, 
for the most part.’’ 

The mayor called Pelham’s 
police and fire departments the 
city’s biggest assets. He said, 
**New residents and industries are 
interested in that and we’ve got 
two outstanding departments.”’ 

He added, ‘‘We created paid 
fire departments in this county. 
Other cities are now folowing 
suit.’’ 

Pelham began its paid fire 
department in 1967 with a chief 
and seven firemen. 

Bill Bryars has been the only 
paid fire chief in the mre 
history. 

Police chiefs have ieclinded 
Buddy Wilkerson, Roy Darmon, 


the late Clyd Whitsell, Herman 
Lee and current chief David Wat- 
son. 

City councils were as follows: 

Second council: Dunaway, 
Shelton, Wilson, Buddy Carter, 
A. M. Hinds and Mayor Yeager. 
Buddy Hinds replaced A. M. 
Hinds upon his death. 

Third council: Hinds, 
Dunaway, Shelton, Wilson, 
Carter and Mayor Yeager. 2 

Fourth: Mayor Dunaway, Ray 
Hamilton, Leslie Todhunter, 
John Tanner, Willard Payne and 
Roy Jowers. Joe Littlefield 
replaced Todhunter who resign- 
ed. 

The current council includes 
Mayor Dunaway, Hamilton, 
Tanner, Payne, Ken Maynard 
and Bob Cleveland. 

Dennis said of the city, ‘‘I love 
it. This is my home. I think it has 
a great future.”’ 


School bus 73-7 burns; 


students uninjured 


A number of students who at- 
tend Columbiana schools were 
late for class last Tuesday. 

But it wasn’t their fault. Their 
school bus caught on fire. 

No one was injured in the inci- 
dent which occured on Fire 
Tower Road as driver Willis 
Jones was making his second 
stop. 

There were only three or four 
students on Jones’ bus, number 
73-7, when smoke started coming 
from under the hood. 

After his passengers were out, 
Jones tried to put out the fire 
with the extinguisher on the bus. 

When that failed, he called the 
mechanics from the bus shop but 
their attempt to put out the fire 
was also unsuccessful. 

It took the Columbiana Fire 
Department to extinguish the fire 


in wiring under the dash and on 
top of the engine which sent 
smoke pouring out. 

An estimated $3,500 worth of 
damage was done to the wiring. 
However, head mechanic Jerry 
Davidson expects repairs to be 
completed within several weeks. 

No determination has been 
made as to what caused the fire, 
but the county education board’s 
transportation supervisor Brax- 
ton Baker said the state transpor- 
tation department will look into 
the matter. 

Since standby buses are 
available, Baker reported that 
another vehicle will be used on 
the route until the damaged bus is 
repaired. 

The route the bus travels goes 
to the Thompson School zone 
line.

Plans to acquire and restore 
the old Shelby County cour- 
thouse in Columbiana began in 
1974. e 
From that time until the pre- 
sent, members of the Shelby 
County Historical Society have 
spent untold hours working on 
the project. 

But now that a new roof is on 
the building, one of the major 
hurdles of getting the building in- 
to condition for opening has been 
Overcome. 

The replacement of the roof 
with cedar shingles was com- 
pleted this summer and two 
rooms are nearly ready to be 
opened. 

Donations from individuals 
and businesses have played a big 
part in the restoration effort. 
Last week, a $1,000 contribution 
from the First National Bank of 
Columbiana has given the project 
another big boost. 

According to Ken Penhale, 
chairman of the restoration com- 
mittee, a fund raising drive for 
exterior work on the 128 year old 
building will begin as soon as the 
two interior rooms are com- 
pleted. 

The rooms which will be open 


to the public are the downstairs 
foyer and an upstairs room which 
will house a museum. 

Penhale and committee 
members Lee Gentry and Harold 
Reid have spent most of their 
Saturdays at the courthouse this 
summer plastering and painting 
walls and refinishing floors. 

Two antique brass chandeliers, 
which have been converted from 
gas to electricity, will hang in the 
foyer and in one of the upstairs 
rooms. 

Wide planks from an old barn 
will be used for the flooring in the 
foyer, and the stairwell to the 
right of the entry has been 
restored to its natural state. 

Calling the stairwell one of the 
mysteries the society has 
discovered about the building, 
Penhale says it was probably 
once on the outside of the 
building. 

Another touch of authenticity 
in the historic structure will be 
several of the doors which are 
reproductions of an_ original. 
These were donated, Penhale 
noted. 

Before the society could oc- 
cupy the courthouse and make it 
usable for a museum and meeting

Budgets protested 
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Calera Council draws fire from residents

A very discontented crowd of 
27 residents looked on as the City 
of Calera adopted its 1982-83 
budgets Monday night. 

While complaints centered 
around a $2,369,046 gas board 
budget, exchanges between the 
council and the crowd began 
when the city prepared to adopt 
its $687,693 general fund budget. 

The residents were angry 
because the gas board budget in- 
cluded revenue from a four per- 
cent operating cost increase 
which was added to a hefty 14% 
gas rate increase passed on to the 
city by Southern Natural Gas. 
The result was a natural gas rate 
increase of 18% to customers. 

When the crowd heard that the 
general fund budget included 
money transferred from gas 
board surplus funds, questions 
began to fly. 

James Phillips asked, ‘‘How 
do you get money from gas (for 


‘other projects) and raise gas 


costs?’’ 

Mayor Carl Prichard respond- 
ed, ‘‘That’s right Jim... If we 
didn’t have the availability of this 
money, we would have to severe- 
ly raise property taxes or cut ser- 
vices.”’ 

When Phillips asked how the 
gas department generated a pro- 
fit, the mayor told him that the 
money came mainly from in- 
dustrial users. 

Howard Hughes asked if the 
city could pass on the 14% in- 
crease and leave off its four per- 
cent additional hike in operating 
costs. 

Prichard explained that if the 
cost increase were not passed on 


to gas customers that the un- 
collected revenue would amount 
to the city subsidising industries 
in Calera, who are the heaviest 
gas users, He made an example of 
the 14% hike. 

Prichard said, ‘‘The City of 
Calera would fall flat on its back. 
We would have to get rid of our 
police.”’ 

When Hughes said he was not 
talking about the 14% but the 
four percent added to the in- 
crease by the city, Prichard said, 
‘“‘We could cut water rates and 
everything but soon this city 
would be in bad shape.’’ He told 
Hughes that with past increases 
already absorbed by the city, 
residents are actually ahead of 
the game. 

One man near the back of the 
room shouted, ‘‘If you keep on, 
the people living here will be in 
bad shape.’” 

Another man stated, ‘‘I object 
to the four percent increase. You 
picked the worst time to put it 
on.’’ He asked, ‘‘Have you 
thought about old people?’’ 

Upon completion of discussion 
of the general fund budget, coun- 
cilman Roy Hadaway moved that 
it be adopted. Councilman W.B. 
Watts who opposed the budget at 
its last meeting said, ‘‘I’ve 
already expressed myself. 
Priorities are in the wrong 
place.’’ 

The budget was approved with 
Watts voicing the only no vote. 

Following the vote on the 
general fund budget, Hadaway 
moved that the council adopt its 
gas board budget which was ap- 
proved unanimously.

Businesses with less than three 
machines must post hours of 
operation on the machines. 
However a nomination by 
Prichard to place Joe Ball, vice 
president of Central State Bank, 
on the Calera water board failed 
to receive even a single yes vote. 
LeSueur nominated Herman 
Palmer to the board in light of a 
recommendation by water board 
chairman J.C. Rowl. Palmer 
received the approval of all coun- 
cilmen.

Saturday started out as just 
another quiet beautiful, morning 
in north Shelby. It was shortly 
before eight and the Wafford 
Sautel family was getting ready to 
go the country fair at Our Lady 
of the Valley. 

Then they heard it, the loud 
hissing. 

‘When I heard the noise,’’ 
said Flora Sautel, ‘I thought we 
had a problem with the plumb- 
ing, or the kids had turned on the 
high pressure spigot outside.’’ 

**T raced out the front door and 
there I was--face to to face with a 
rainbow of color!”’ 

Time to back up for a word 
about The Promise. 

Earlier that morning, at the in- 
tersection of highways 280 and 


119, pilot Bob Sult and his chase 
crew inflated The Promise, a 


massive, rainbow colored, hot air 
balloon. Steve and Sidney Zaden,

The rainbowed Promise climb- 
ed slowly into the Shelby morn- 
ing sky, offering a vista of long 
reaching valleys. Flying low, the

After a slow, beautiful ride of 
about an hour, Sult said he spot- 
ted the first good landing spot 
he’d seen--open spaced Sunny

(Photo by Fred 


Analyzes pest er.adication 


CVA teacher called by nations

A Coosa Valley Academy 
science and math teacher has pro- 
vided a service not only to this 
country but to Mexico as well. 


Dr. W. G. Eden was called 
upon to serve as a disinterested 
third party to analyze a project to 
eradicate the screw worm from 
the Rio Grande south to the 
Isthmus of Tehuantepec this past 
summer. 


The governments of Mexico 
and the United States have signed 
a treaty calling for a blockade of 
the serious insect livestock pest 
by establishing a biological bar- 
rier to prevent it from moving 
north. 

The screw worm fly lays eggs in 
the wounds of livestock which 
hatch into worms. Those worms 
feed on living tissue until they 
reach adulthood and become 


flies. Heinz Benz Carol Robbins

male screw worm flies into 
populations with fertile females. 
Their mating results in eggs 
which will not hatch. 

The worm has already been 
eliminated in the southwest

He has been involved in inter- 
national activity concerning the 
study of insect pest problems. 

Upon retiring from college 
work, Eden became a teacher for 
Coosa Valley Academy three 
years ago. He teaches advanced 
courses in biology, physics, 
chemistry, algebra, trigonometry 
and geometry. 

How is the project working? 

Eden said, ‘‘That is exactly the 
question the Mexican and 


American governments wanted 
me to answer. I have just com- 
pleted my report. It has to be 
answered with a provision. 

‘If 500 million flies can be 
produced per week by January 
1983, the project can be com- 
pleted by 1984.”’ 


However, he points out that 
economic conditions could affect 
the plant in Southern Mexico 


which will produce the sterile files 
and could cause delays in getting 
them delivered. 


But he said, ‘‘There is no ques- 
tion that the technique is right.’’ 


Eden is a native of St. Clair 
County and a resident of Pell Ci- 
ty. He said of Coosa Valley 
Academy, ‘“‘It is a wonderful lit- 
tle institution.”’

Sewer aids some of Alabaster 


*‘Within ten years, we should 
be able to rehabilitate every 
house in Alabaster that needs it,’’

to learn what areas would be in- 
volved in a $700,000 community 
development block grant the city 
received. 

The question came up at last 
week’s council meeting when 
some of the audience said septic 
tanks in their area were overflow- 
ing. They wanted to know if the 
grant money would improve 
sewerage for homes behind 
Thompson Middle School. 

Crouse said that would be one 
of the areas that would receive 
assistance with sewers, streets 


and housing rehabilitation. 

The two areas where the money 
will be'spent are the Simmsville 
and Biceville areas of Alabaster 
and 5th Ave. SE to Goldwire. 

Only a handful of the crowd 
attending Monday’s meeting liv- 
ed in those areas. 

However, Crouse had good 
news for black residents of other 
areas not included in the grant. 
He said that as soon as loan 
money for housing repair was 
repaid, it would be funneled to 
their area. 

Explaining why the two areas 
that will benefit from the grant 
money were chosen, Crouse said 
they were where the largest 
number of low and moderate in- 
come families lived.

White perseveres 


in nomination fight 


Lucile White is not giving up, 
even though the Alabama 
Supreme Court has agreed with a 
lower court on residency re- 
quirements. 

White won the Democratic 
party nomination for State 
Senate District 17 over Doug 
Cook in the September primary. 


- But she was challenged for not 


having resided in the district con- 
tinually for three years preceding 
the election. 

The Democratic Party’s Ex- 
ecutive Committee ruled that she 
had not met the requirement, and 
the decision was affirmed in two 
courts. The state Supreme Court 
ruled on it Monday. 

Nadine Anderson, a 
spokesperson for White, told the 
Reporter that they may appeal to 
a federal court. The decision ona 


federal appeal is waiting the writ- 
ten report from the Supreme 
Court. 

White has retained former Bir- 
mingham Mayor David Vann as 
her attorney, but he was not 
allowed to present her case to the 
Democratic Executive Commit- 
tee. The committee named Dale 
Corley of Vestavia as its can- 
didate for the office, turning 
aside Doug Cook, who was the 
senator from that district for the 
past four years. The district 
serves a large section of Shelby 
County in the Alabaster-Pelham 
area, as well as a part of Jeffer- 
son County. 

The Democratic nominee will 
face Spencer Bachus III, the 
Republican candidate, in the 
November general election. 


Last rites held for 
community leader 


Graveside services were held 
Sunday afternoon at the 
Montevallo cemetery for Francis 
Peterson (Pete) Givhan, Sr. 


The Shelby County business 
and civic leader died Thursday 
‘night October 7, after a brief stay 
in a Montgomery nursing home. 


A graduate of the University of 
Alabama and a veteran of World 
War II, Givhan served as mayor 
of Montevallo and as chairman 
of the Montevallo Cemetery 
Board. He was also a past presi- 
dent of the Montevallo Chamber 
of Commerce. 


In 1978 he was named 
distinguished citizen of the year 
by the Chamber of Commerce. 
At that presentation he was 
honored as a charter member and 
former president of the 
Montevallo Rotary Club, as an 
elder and trustee of the 
Montevallo Presbyterian Church 
and as chairman of the city’s 
planning and zoning board.

Delinquent sewer bills resurface 


Some Columbiana. residents 
haven’t paid a sewer charge in 
three years. 

Although the council agreed in 
August to disconnect water at the 
homes of 44 individuals who had 
delinquent bills, no action has 
been taken so far. 

At Thursday night’s council 
meeting, Councilman Lewis 
Walker, who also heads the city’s 
water board, said he had been 
trying to let the controversy 
about the board settle down 
before he acted. 

Walker referred to charges that 

_ have been made by former water 
board chairman Bob Hume 
regarding the operation of the 
board, 


At Thursday’s meeting, 
Walker was faced with having his 
department become even more 
unpopular. 

In seeking a solution to collec- 
ting overdue garbage bills, Coun- 
cilman Frank Owen presented an 
ordinance used by the the city of 
Vincent. 

It calls for disconnecting the 
water of individuals who have 
delinquent garbage bills. 

After it was suggested that the 
water board was the appropriate 
department to handle that chore, 
Walker expressed his disap- 


proval. 

**We’ll be like a police force,”’ 
he said. 

Owen then said he thought the 


council should give some more 
thought to the proposal. 

The charge for bi-weekly gar- 
bage pickup is $3, but the city has 
over $1,920 in unpaid bills. 

It appears that the council is 
still stalled on collecting the 
money. 

Two ordinances were presented 
to the council for consideration. 
One is already on the books, the 
other will be voted on at the next 
meeting. 

The law which exists but is not 
enforced concerns the confine- 
ment of dogs. 

Since there have never been 
any serious problems, the council 
has never had to crack down on 
the canine population. 


But a recent incident involving 
an attack on a young child made 
the panel take a closer look at the 
situation. 

Junior Littlefield’s parents 
brought the youngster to the 
meeting to show the council the 
result of the attack. 

The little boy had stitches in his 
forehead, eyelid, ear and both 
cheeks, and the parents said 
plastic surgery would have to be 
performed. 

However, the dog ordinance 
would have no bearing on that 
particular situation since the dog 
was chained on the owner’s pro- 
perty at the time of the attack. 

The only explanation that

and recreation equipment, $8,000 
for a fence at the Middle School 
Park and $5,000 to resurface 
roads in the Montevallo 
Cemetery.

Monday, Commissioner 
Harold Davenport moved that 
the license be denied because he 
understood no letter would be 
coming from Glasgow. He said 
that a letter had been sent, but 
the sheriff called it back. 

However, when applicant

Alabama politics becomes 
stranger and stranger by the day. 
In the primary it was George 
Wallace polling a huge number of 
black votes, something that 
would have been considered un- 

thinkable a decade ago. 
Now comes the offer of the 
National Democratic Party to do 


all the law allows to help Wallace 


in the general election. The com- 
mittee not only promised Wallace 
big bucks, but also said they 
could send some Democratic 
facecards to Alabama to cam- 
paign for Wallace. If the likes of 
Tip O'Neill and Ted Kennedy 
come to Alabama to work for 
Wallace, surely the millenium 
will have arrived. 

Meanwhile, Emory Folmar is 
still trying to come up with a 
game plan that will do what no 
Democrat could do in September. 
As yet, Folmar has not thrown in 
haymakers. If he has any to 
throw, he must be saving them 
until the final rounds. 

The endorsement he received 
from Joe McCorquodale was un- 
questionably a plus. McCor- 
quodale’s announcment isn’t 
likely to deliver any significant 
number of votes to Folmar, but 


in his statement he raised some 
questions about Wallace’s ability 
to serve as governor which 
Folmar will no doubt use in the 
days ahead. ; 

Some of the professional 
Democrats were quite upset with 
McCorquodale, but they couldn’t 
Say too much because Wallace’s 
record on party loyalty is also 
stained. 

With time running out before 
election day, most of those dumb 
enough to do such things were 
making Wallace an almost pro- 
hibitive favorite to win the elec- 
tion. The Capstone Poll gave 
Wallace the nod by a huge 
58%-35% margin, with 7 percent 
undecided. Other polls were in 
the 60%-40% range. The lone ex- 
ception, not surprisingly, was 
Ray Evans. Having picked Mc- 
Corquodale to win the first 
primary and McMillan to win the 
second, Evans is not exactly ona 
roll, so to speak, but since 
February he has held firm in his 
forecast that Folmar will be the 
next governor of Alabama. 

McMillan, who came so close 
to upsetting Wallace on Sept. 28, 
has predicted Wallace will win by 
a much larger margin on Nov. 2 
than he did in the run-off.

Posse nabs road gang escapees

Two road gang escapees 
allegedly burglarized a trailer, 
armed themselves, got lost, and 
were shot at before a posse recap- 
tured them early last Wednesday. 


Dallas Mitchell and Ronnie 
Leo Isbell made their dash for 
freedom about 8:20 a.m., Tues- 
day, October 5, while working a 
roadside trash detail on highway 
42 near Lay Lake. 

Mitchell, 21, of Wilton, was 
serving time for burglary. Isbell, 
also 21, was serving three years 
for theft following probation 
violation. 

A volunteer group of Perkins 
Camp residents discovered the in- 


mates hiding along highway 28,. 


about 3:30 the next morning. 
According to sheriff depart- 
ment reports, the 19-hour escape 
went like this: 
After making their run for it, 


Mitchell and Isbell, wearing 
fatigue greens, walked a dirt road 
from highway 42, four miles 
north to the old Perkins Ferry 
landing. 

Sometime after 10:30 a.m. they 
apparently broke into the mobile 
home of former ABC agent 
George Stowes. Stowes returned 
home about two hours later and 
found four hand guns, a .30 
calibre rifle, handcuffs, jewelry, 
and medications missing from his 
home. 

Mitchell and Isbell apparently 
then spent eight to 10 hours 
trudging northward along the 
curving bank of Lay Lake. 
Because of the numerous sloughs 
there, however, they got confus- 
ed and turned around. 

Deputy investigators by this 
time had tracked the men along 
the dirt road to Perkins Ferry, 
where they notified area residents 
of the escape. Some 15 residents

an attorney be hired and a suit fil- 
ed. 

The commissioner stated that 
he also told residents that the 
county would try to get the 
legislature to pass a bill giving the 
county control of concerts. 


The county attorney advised 
that warrants can be signed for 
specific criminal violations but 
that he knew of nothing the coun- 
ty could do long range.

At 8 p.m., back near highway 
145, Mitchell stopped at a 
residence and asked a man how 
to get out of the area. The man, 
whom authorities declined to 
identify, began asking questions, 
and Mitchell ran. 

According to reports, the man 
fired a shotgun into the darkness 
after the fleeing escapee. 

Authorities sealed off nearby 
roads and the posse of residents, 
armed with shotguns and 
spotlights, began combing the 
area for the escapees. 

‘‘They told our men they’d 
stay with us until we got Mitchell 
and Isbell,’’ sheriff Buddy 
Glasgow said. ‘‘They did, and we 
sure appreciate their coopera- 
tion.”’ 

About 3:30 a.m., the posse 
spotlighted Mitchell and Isbell 
hiding in the grass on the side of 
the highway. Faced with 
shotguns, the escapees sur- 
rendered without incident and the 
residents held them at bay until 
deputies picked them up. 

Mitchell and Isbell, each armed 
at the time with a handgun, later 
led investigators to most of the 
other stolen goods. 


First degree burglary and.- 


escape have subsequently been 
added to Mitchell’s and Isbell’s 
previous charges. ‘‘I don’t think 
they’ll be picking up any more 
paper for a while,’? commented 
one investigator.

At Thursday’s council 
meeting, the city’s yoverning 
body took a step to improve the 
condition of the sysiem. 

The panel voted to acvept a low 
bid from Consolidated Pipe to 
put in a new line trom the iagoon 
to the Hwy. 25 bypass 

The price for 2,800 feet of pipe 
will be $14,476 

Columbiana applied in the spr- 
ing for a $300,000 community 
block development grant to im- 
prove and expand the sewer 
system, but failed to get it 

Councilwoman Jessie Jones, 
who is in charge of grant applica- 
tions, said that the agency who 


prepared the grant said the city’s 
need should have made Colum- 
biana number one in priority. 

“‘But we’ve never been told 
where we were ranked or why we 
were turned down,’’ Jones 
remarked. 

The councilwoman says she in- 
tends to make further inquiries 
about the matter. 

Even if the grant had come 
through, the city would still have 
been required to lay the pipe 
from the lagoon to the by-pass as 
a first step. 

With that thought in mind, 
Columbiana recently purchased a 
backhoe so the city could do the 
work and not have to contract it 
out. 

A backhoe owned by the city 
was not in good enough 
mechanical condition to be used 
for the job, but it can still be 
useful for gas and water board 
work, 

At the request of those two 
boards, the council voted that the 
old machine be designated ex- 
clusively for their use unless there 
is an emergency. 

The gas and water boards are 
each contributing a third of the 
cost of the new machine.

Joiner what? 

Joinertown. 

“*Not everybody knows where 
ii is,’” concedes Steve Joiner, 11, 
one of the community’s 61 in- 
habitants. ‘I just tell them it’s in 
Shelby County--somewhere.”’ 

For starters, Joinertown isn’t a 
town. 

It isn’t even a wide place in the 
road. 

But it is shown on one local 
map, near the dead center of 
Shelby County. 

Unless, however, you live 
there, hunt there, or maybe fish 
at Bentley Lake, you'd probably 
never have much of a reason to 
drive three miles northwest of 
Columbiana on cvunty highway 
34--The Joinertown Road. 

The unofficial ‘town’ unof- 
ficially begins where the Colum- 
biana police jurisdiction ends (on 
top of Hickory Hill). 

Physically, the community is 
limited to what you see along the 
road: a loose string of houses and 
trailers punctuating woods of 
scrub oak and pine. Entries in the 
roadside landmark department 
include the low, weathered cabin 
of the Joinertown Hunting Club, 
and the weed crowded sign of the 
Shelby County Schutzhund 
Club. 

“‘This is what you call rural 
America,’’ proclaims Eloise 
Joiner. 

But other than a few gardens

Joinertown is hardly on the map, but... 


Joiner was an Alabama Infan- 
tryman from the 4lst Regiment, 
Company *‘E’’, and died during 
the Civil War, 

According to what Gusta 
Joiner always heard, her great 
grandfather-in-law died at the 
hands of fellow Rebels soldiers in 
an incident that happened this 
way: 

"Seems Joiner was home on 
leave and decided to visit the 
hideout of some deserter friends 
to strum guitars and play fiddles. 
The music ended when a Con- 
federate posse galloped onto the 
scene 5 

Everyone quickly scattered ex- 
cept Joiner. He began explaining 
that he was on legal leave, but the 
soldiers turned deaf ears and 
loaded guns at him. 

That was the end of the line for 
John, but not the Joiners. As 
Fate would have it, he left behind 
a pregnant wife who bore a son, 
LaFayette. , 

‘**Fate,”’ as most folks in Davis 
Community called him, eventual- 
ly reered seven boys to manhood: 
Hiram, Jack, Rufus, Charlie 
(who later. married Gusta), the 
twins Duke and Dewey, and 
Henry. . 

According to Gusta, in 1924 
the brothers Joiner built the 
Seven Star Saw Mill in what’s 
now Joinertown. 

Henry, born in 1906, is the 
youngest of the Seven Star 
brothers and the only one still liv-

there is little agriculture. Otha, 
Eloise’s husband--sometimes 
called the unofficial mayor, 
sometimes the unofficial judge-- 
says the local soil is so poor even 
the scrub timber has a rough time 
growing. 

The road through Joinertown 
crosses three small streams, two 
obvious, one not so obvious. The 
streams flow together to the 
south to form Wolf Creek. 

‘Town’ is unofficially 2.3 miles 
long and ends (or begins) where 
the blacktop turns to chirt. The 
chirt road ‘*Y’s’? west towards 
Pinnacle Tower, north to an 
eventual Chelsea back route. 

Guideless strangers could easi- 
'y drive through and never know 

hey’d been to Joinertown. 
There’s not much to it--not from 
‘he car window, that is. 

But to people with roots there, 
or people who know something 
about it, Joinertown is more than 
a handful of houses scattered on 
a back country ‘road. 

Joiner what? A dab of history 
helps with the answer: 

Until about 35 years ago, the 
community wasn’t even known as 

Joinertown. By the mathematics 
of surnames, it was called the 
Davis Community, a name that 
predates the Civil War. 

Early members of the Davis 
Family, the Bentley Family, and 
others (their names now ap- 
varently obscure to descendents), 

ettled the land noith of Colum- 

hiana, probably in the 1830's. 
Their idea was to farm, but the 
tubborn land was not particular- 

y receptive to the plan. 

The Davis community crew 
managed to carve a few farm 
plots out of the scrub woods, but 
little came of the farming. Logg- 
ng and ‘“‘burning coal,’’ (making 

‘harcoal; proved slightly more 

‘ucrative 

Among the early Davis 
esidents lived one John C. 
‘oiner ('836-1863)--apparently 
‘he oOrigival Joinertown Joiner. 
According to tombstone history,

ing. Prior to WWII, he ‘‘moved 
to town’’ where he is known to- 
day as ‘‘Uncle Henry’”’ to half of 
everyone in Columbiana. 

“We got it in our heads we 
could make money with that 
mill,’’ Uncle Henry recalls. ‘‘But 
we didn’t do so good, not at $9 
for a 1,000 board-feet. We might 
cut 8,000 board-feet a day--and 
that wasn’t working no eight 
hours, either. That was sunup to 
sundown.”’ 

During this time the Bentley 
boys ran another saw mill in the 
area. In the early days the mills 
used steer teams to haul timber to 
Columbiana for shipping. 

This was perhaps the heyday of 
the community. Besides the mills, 
it boasted some 30 houses, the 
one room, logged, Davis School, 
and the New Bethel Baptist 
Church. It was at the school that 
Henry met his future bride, Per- 
rine Miner. (Even though she 
didn’t know him at the time this

the church burned. A tornado in 
the ’50’s blew away four houses, 
but they’d already been deserted. 

But home is home, and the 
Joiners weren’t about to let go of 
Joinertown. Things weren’t 
booming, but progress was slow- 
ly made. 

Electricity came to the com- 
munity in 1950. In 1960, highway 
34 was paved. Fifteen years ago, 
telephone lines were installed. 


Even if there’s no neon night- 
life, the men are quick to point 
out that you can always run 
*coon. During the season they 
hunt them 3-4 nights a week. 

“In turkey season we go to 
Wilsonville,’” county license in- 
spector Bobby Joiner grins, hop- 
ing to throw of competing turkey 
hunters. ‘‘If you want to know 
the truth, Joinertown’s the next 
thing to Amazing Grace.”’ 

**The one thing that would im- 
prove Joinertown is if Colum- 
biana and Buck Falkner would 
run, water out here,’’ says Sharon 
Joiner, raising her voice a little. 

Jason Joiner, 15, says he 
already provides running water 
for his mother: ‘‘I run to the well,

happened, Perrine refuses to let 
die the ‘*R’’ rated story of the 
day Uncle Henry got caught with 
his pants down by a woman in 
Davis. Henry had peeled to help 
push a wagon out of a mud hole, 
when the woman suddenly rode 
up from the rear. Henry, mor- 
tified in the buff, grabbed his 


hat, covered his rear, ran to the 


house and hid under the bed. “‘] 
always thought Henry was the 
most famous person to come out 
of Joinertown,”’ she insists.) 

But the heyday didn’t last. Un- 
cle Henry explains that times 
were tough, farming was rough, 
and sawmilling was not much 
better. People moved to town. 
Others went to fight wars. 

“Finally there got to be more 
Joiners than Davises, so they 
changed the name,”’ Uncle Henry 
says. ‘‘Started calling it Joiner- 
town.”’ 

Over the years the school 
building rotted away. One day

Adam Joiner, 11, says, ‘‘I like 
it. I go hunting when the season’s 
here. There’s a lot of things to 
do--swim, fish, ride bikes.”’ 

From a mother’s standpoint, 
Sharon adds that the slow pace of 
the community lends a certain 
freedom, especially to raising 
kids. ‘‘We don’t have to worry 
about the kids riding their bikes 
in the streets, or the cars.”’ 

Bob Franks and family, like 
the Ray Bentleys, John and Lois 
Queen, the Freeman Joneses, the 
Mike Adneys, the Eddie Terchs, 
and Henry and Betty Bullard, are 
sort of ‘“‘immigrants.’’ He moved 
his family from the city to Joiner- 
town 1969. 

Says Franks of the community 
he now calls home: ‘‘There’s no 
way I’m itching to move. When I 
look out my window I don’t have 
to look in my neighbors’ win- 
dows, and that’s the way I like 
it.” 

‘I moved to Four Mile for 
awhile,’’ confesses Ronny Joiner, 


“but there was too much going 


on so I moved back here.’’ 

“I’m close enough to the 
stores,’’ says Judy Joiner. ‘‘I like 
being out to myself.’’ 

Every Mother’s Day a crowd 
gathers at Noma Joiner Smith’s 
for a homecoming feast.

She rode her bike to a district 
championship and broke a record 
pedaling in Japan. 

Now Frances Lokey Phelps has 
taken to her wheels to campaign 
for a seat in the Alabama House 
of Representatives. 

Phelps is running on the 
Republican ticket in her bid to 
represent district 52. 

Beside being at home on a 
bike, the Wilsonville native ex- 
plains that it’s the best way to 
cover territory when houses are 
grouped fairly close together. 

Somewhat like the Imperial 
couriers that mailmen are 
sometimes compared to, Phelps 
rides in the heat, the rain, and 
sometimes doesn’t finish her 
rounds until after dark. 

When she campaigned for the 
seat she now holds on the city 
council, Phelps also used her bike 
to seek votes. 

Ever since she can remember, 
the candidate says she’s been in- 
terested in public affairs. ‘‘I’ve 
never been one to sit around,’’ 
she laughs, ‘‘I’ve always been a 
doer!”’ 

It doesn’t take a campaign to 
get Phelps on a bike. She rides 
nearly every day - to the post of- 
fice, the grocery store or to visit 
family and friends. 

In competition, the biking en- 
thusiast took the district cham- 
pionship medal in the U.S. Cycl- 
ing Federation’s Alabama Senior 
Citizens road race. 

Riding in a bike-a-thon for 
Cystic Fibrosis a couple of years 
ago, Phelps proved her mettle 
once again. The long time biker 
racked up 50 miles on the roads 
around Wilsonville. 

Her civic minded attitude was 
put into practice when she and 
her husband, a career naval of- 
ficer, lived in Falls Church, Va. 

There, she served on a civic 
committee which worked to 
regulate the developments that 
were taking over the farmland in 
that area. 


As the family traveled up and 
down the east coast from one 
base-to another, Phelps took her 
bike along with her.

continued, ‘‘so I raised chickens 
and sold them for fryers to earn 
the money.”’ 

When she had the purchase 
price, Phelps and her father rode 
to Birmingham with J.F. Pope, 
owner of the town’s general mer- 
chandise store, when he picked 
up a load of supplies. 

During the early 1940’s, when 
Phelps found employment in 
Kingsport, TN, the bike went 
with her and she rode it to work. 

However, when she joined the 
Navy in WW II, Phelps put the 
bike in storage for the duration. 

Although she broke a record in 
Japan for her biking skill, Phelps 
didn’t leave the Toyko Trade 
Towers to do it.

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Tax shortfall drops axe 


on county’s new budget 


by Marcia M. Sears 

After eight frustrating hours of 
deliberation, the Shelby County 
Commission half-heartedly pass- 
ed a budget Monday. 

The budget is for the fiscal year 
which began October 1. 

It is basically. the same budget 
as last year’s adjusted budget and 
totals $6,899,008. The frustration 
came because the commissioners 
had been led to believe by the tax 
assessor that they would have $2 
million more this year, as a result 
of the tax reappraisals. 

But Jim Sumners, from the 
assessor’s office, told them Mon- 
day that the increase would likely 
be only $549,000 in the funds that 
are available to the commission. 

He said this figure includes all 
tax revenues that go into the 
general fund, the road and bridge 
fund, and the gasoline fund. 

Because the ad valorem tax 
notices are finally finished and in 
the mail, Sumners said he felt his 
figure was accurate. 

The commissioners, required 
by law to complete a budget, and 
battered by requests for increases 
from all departments, finally 
adopted Chairman Tommy 
Snowden’s suggestion, ‘‘Let’s 
adopt last year’s adjusted 
budget.”’

Board candidates field school questions

The attendance policy being 
tried in the county school system 
this year was one of the issues 
that board of education can- 
didates were questioned about 
Thursday. 

There was agreement among 
the three candidates who par- 
ticipated in the forum at Pelham 
High School that a policy is need- 
ed. But they also conceded that 
changes are necessary before the 
plan is adopted. 

The first of three forums being 


‘sponsored by the county Parent- 


Teacher Council failed to draw a 
big crowd. But the parents who 
showed up kept the candidates 
answering questions for nearly 
two hours. 
’ The candidates present were: 
Barbara Whitman, chairman of 
the board of education, her 
Republican challenger for place 
2, Lynn Argo and Al Knight, 
who is running on the Republican 
ticket for place 1. 

Paul Sumners, who now holds 


that position, was not present 


and no reason was given for his 


absence. 

Responding to a question fram 
the audience, both Argo and 
Knight said they were concerned 
about the punishment aspect of 
the attendance policy. 

It was Knight’s feeling that it 
would be more constructive to 
make students do something 
positive instead of expelling them 
for absenteeism. 

Giving her thoughts on the 
subject, Argo insisted that testing 
is necessary to determine what a 
student has learned. 

The policy now exempts 
students who have perfect atten- 
dance from taking some exams. 

Whitman explained that the 


‘board had only voted to give

trial basis.

us over the top,’”’ Grimes told the 
Reporter. ‘“‘They made it last 
year, and with a lot of help, we’re 
expecting to make it this year.”’ 


Grimes said the local goal 
reflects a 14% increase over last 
year’s successful drive. 


Hurting this year’s overall ef- 
fort, however, is the shutdown of 
U.S. Steel. and other area 
businesses, which will amount to 
a $1.3 million drop from tradi- 
tionally strong donors. 

‘*We’re asking all working cor- 
porations and residents to help us 
pick up the slack,’ Grimes said.

In order to keep the public bet- 
ter informed, Knight said he 
would like a question period at 
the end of board meetings so 
topics not on the agenda could be 
discussed. 

Answering a question on what 


to do about the overcrowding at 
Riverchase, Argo said she 
thought the 6th grade should be 
left in the elementary school. 
Whitman disagreed, however, 


saying that age student fits in bet- - 


ter with 7th and 8th graders. Her 
solution, she said, would be to 
build more classrooms at River- 
chase. 

The subject of kindergarten 
also came up for discussion dur- 
ing the forum. 

Knight contended that every 
child should have the opportunity 
to attend for an entire year. He 
told the audience that citizens 
should become more vocal: with 
the legislators about funding the 
program. 

It was also his thinking that it 
should be dealt with creatively 
and fit the needs of each com- 
munity. 

Responding to a question on 
the evaluation of principals, 
Whitman said her campaign 
literature lists her belief that the

A man wielding a blue steel, 
snub-nosed .38 held up a conve- 
nience store in Alabaster at 8 
p.m. last Wednesday. A 
customer gave Alabaster police a

minutes later an arrest was made. 
Two Helena patrolmen chased 
down the suspect. On the front

matching the discription of the 
robbery weapon and a bag of 
money. 

Richard Carl Brion, 28, who 
lived most recently near Genery’s 
Gap at 2125 South Shades Crest 
Road, was arrested on charges of 
first degree robbery. This week 
he remained in the county jail in 
lieu of $25,000 bond. 

A substitute clerk was working 
the highway 119 U-Totem near 
Woodbrook Apartments when 
the robbery occured. 

The incident, she said, was 


- much like a bad dream. She ask- 


ed the Reporter to withold her 
name for fear of retaliation. 

**I was on the phone and he 
walked around the counter with 
the gun,’”’ she said. ‘‘He said, 
‘Hang up the phone! This is a 
holdup!”’ 

The clerk didn’t argue. 

**You sorta’ do what they say 
when they have a gun,”’ she said. 
“And I was scared--well, you 


don’t really have time to be 
scared. It happened so fast...’’ 

The man told her to open the 

register, but her fumbling hands 
wouldn’t work the key. Instead, 
she handed over money for the 
manager’s register in the morn- 
ing: a bundle of 50 one’s and $33 
in a bag from the First Bank of 
Alabaster. 
- “He said, ‘Follow me!’ We got 
outside and he said, ‘Run that 
way as far as you can run!’’’ the 
clerk said. 

She ran around the south end 
of the building. 

**] heard him drive off and I 
seen--I guess it was--the exhaust 
smoke from his car. He wasn’t 
wasting no time getting away.” 

Sgt. Larry Rollan said the clerk 
called Alabaster police. When 
they arrived, Rollan said the clerk 
was too shaken by the experience 
to offer much information. . 

Also, she had been unable to 
see the make of the robber’s car. 

However, a customer just prior 
to the robbery had noticed as he 
left, a suspicious man in front of 
the store. Rollan said when the 
customer .saw the police cars 
flashing towards the store a few 
minutes later, he got curious and 
returned. 

The customer told police the 
man had been sitting in a black 
and yellow 1971 Pinto. 


Alabaster police radioed a 
BOLO (Be On Lookout) to area 
law enforcers. 

Almost immediately, Helena 
officer Jessie Payne and reservist 
Doug Jones passed a matching 
Pinto on highway 17. They turn- 
ed around and gave chase, 
following the Pinto west on 52 
towards Genery. 

When the Pinto stopped, 
Rollan said the officers found a 
blue steel, snub nosed .38 on the 
car seat, along with a First 
Alabaster Bank bag containing 
$83. The driver was Brion. 

Rollan said Brion has been ar- 


rested before for burglary. He 
said Brion used to live in the 
Alabaster area, moved to New 
York, then returned to Genery 
two months ago. 


The manager. of the 119 
U-Totem said this was the fourth 
time in as many years the store 
had been robbed. Arrests have 
been made in half the cases, she 
said. 

The clerk working the store 
that night said it was the first 
time she’d ever been robbed. ‘‘If 
I’m ever stuckup again, I won’t 
be working no more,”’ she added.

Alabaster sets $1.3 million budget 


City fathers in Alabaster work- 
ed long and hard in an effort to 
trim costs from this year’s 
budget. 

With no raises for, any city 
employees, operating expenses 
for the 1982-83 fiscal year were 
increased by $29,978 over the ac- 
tual amount spent last year. 

Projections for a _ balanced 
budget list revenue and expen- 
ditures for the new year at 
$1,382,586. 

The budget was passed at Mon- 
day’s council meeting by a 
unanimous vote of those present. 
Councilman L.O. Farris was ab- 
sent. 

With a budget of $425,590, the 
city’s police department will ac- 
count for the largest expenditure. 
However that department sliced 
$9,818 from the amount spent 
last year. 

The sewer department is the 
next biggest spender of city in- 
come with a budget figure of 
$231,595. Administrative costs 
rank third in the expenditure col- 
umn, although last year’s figure 
of $205,543 has been cut by 
$5,344. 

The fire department anticipates 
spending $195,696, an increase of 
only $623 over last year; the 
street department expects to need 
$163,259, which represents a 
$16,506 increase. 

Listing the same figure as they 
operated on last year, the sanita- 
tion department set their budget 
at $110,257. The park and recrea- 
tion department anticipated a 
slight increase and raised their 
budget by $425 from the $24,575 
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that was used last year. 

The utilities department also 
raised their figure slightly, going 
from $30,250 during the last 
fiscal year to $31,000 for this 
budget year. 

In order to pay the bills, the ci- 
ty expects to take in more in- 
come, with sales tax accounting 
for the largest source of revenue. 
This year’s receipts are expected 
to amount to $475,000. 

Privilege license fees should 
put $275,000 in the city’s coffers; 
sewer income should amount to 
$204,686 and ad valorem taxes 
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are expected to add another 
$156,000 to the city’s income. 

The city also estimates collec- 
ting $125,000 in fines this year, 
which represents a jump of 
$12,500 over what was taken in 
last year; ABC receipts are pro- 
jected at $45,000; vehicle 
licenses, $37,000; water and gas 
board revenue, $24,000. 

A projected revenue of $18,000 
has been set for cigarette stamps; 
$12,000 from interest; $8,000 
from building permits; $2,000 
from wine tax and $900 from ac- 
cident reports and maps.

The City of Calera cleared the 
way Monday night for additional 
housing opportunities. 


In a combination public hear- 
ing/council meeting, the city’s 
governing body approved an or- 
dinance which allows residential 
use of property which is zoned 
agricultural. 


The use is allowed only with 
prior approval of the city’s zon- 
ing board. 

Councilman Doug LeSueur 
stated for public information that 
the ordinance came before the 
council with the approval and 
recommendation of the zoning 
board. 

Agriculturally zoned property 
is scattered throughout the City 
of Calera. However, one area 
which will be particularly af- 
fected by the new ordinance is 
that undeveloped land on the 
southside of Highway 25 between 
the railroad and the interstate. 

The property is the site of 48 
proposed apartment units. 

Board members are Deegee 
Schroeder, John Kiriakos, Harry 
Deal, Carl Prichard, W. B. 
Watts, John Davis, Lamont 
Franklin, W. M. Davis and J. W. 
McLendon. 

In other action: 

Calera Elementary School was 
given permission to make use of 
utility poles and timbers owned 
by the city for the construction of 
a creative playground. 

The materials were to be used 
by the city in its park but as such 
a project could not begin in the 
near future, LeSueur recom- 
mended that the school be allow- 
ed to use them. 

Maintenance Supervisor David 
Jones was granted approval to 
purchase tools needed by the city 
shop from Mrs. E. G. Aldredge 
for $300. He estimated the value 
of the tools at $588 and called the 
price a bargain. 

Jones was also granted ap- 
proval to promote three men to 
positions approved in the city’s 
budget. 
ewErvin Goode of the street 
department will move up‘from a 
class four to a class three posi- 
tion; Bobby Williams of the gas 
department will move from a 
class three to a class two position; 
and and James Burnette of the 
sewer department will move from 
a class two to a class one posi- 
tion. 

While fire chief James Miles 
was granted permission to pur- 
chase fire truck equipment need- 
ed to pass an Insurance Service 
Office inspection, that approval 
was not without controversy. 

Councilmen Roy Hadaway and 
LeSueur objected to the way the 
purchase was handled. 

Hadaway made a motion to 
allow the purchase before he 
realized that the capital outlay 
budget had not been approved. 
That motion was passed. 

Hadaway later pointed out that 
the purchase would be a capital 
outlay expenditure and called for 
the council’s action to be rescind- 
ed.

He said the measure granted 
something which had not been 
discussed. 

LeSueur seconded Hadaway’s 
motion to rescind but that 
measure was defeated. 

Hadaway shook his head after 
the vote and said, ‘‘I made a 
mistake I won’t make again.”’ 

When Mayor Carl Prichard 
said the action would not hurt 
anything, LeSueur responded. 

He said, ‘‘There is a legal way 
of doing things. We caught a 
mistake and tried to correct it.’’ 

In order to clear its books, the 
city council agreed to write off 
three loans from the gas depart- 
ment to other city departments. 

The loans involved $325 to the 
fire department, $7,915.42 to the 
water department and $7,569.91 
to the general fund. 

Also to clear the city’s books, 
unrecorded work done by the city 
shop from December 1981 
through April 1982 will be charg- 
ed to city departments. 

Forty percent of the expense 
will be taken by the general fund, 
30% by the water department 
and 30% by the sewer depart- 
ment. 

The council also agreed to set 
the minimum value of city assets 
at $500. 

A move to separate the sewer 
and gas departments was also ap- 
proved. 

A requested increase in the an- 
nual Calera contribution to the 
Council on Alcoholism from 
$2,000 to $2,500 was denied 
because the public attending the 
meeting opposed it. 

Upon the request of Joe Mid- 
dlebrooks, the city asked Police 
Chief Harry Deal to talk to state 
troopers about their practice of 
stopping cars and trucks in front 
of the school. 

Middlebrooks complained that 
the action by troopers blinds 
motorists to traffic. 

A payment of $62,357.35 to H. 
N. Donahoo Construction and a 
payment of $5,707 to Lucas and 
Carr Engineers was approved for 
work done through September on 
the relocation of 18th Street.

The city of Pelham will operate 
on a $2.2 million budget this 
year. Although the new budget is 
tight, it is the largest in the city’s 
18-year history. 

**This budget is neither conser- 
vative, nor liberal,’’ said city 
finance director and councilman 
R.E. ‘Ray’? Hamilton. “‘It is 
realistic.”’ 

The budget, passed quietly and 
unanimously at Monday night’s 
council meeting, calls for no 
frills. It does, however, provide 
for a 3% across the board pay 
raise for city employees. 

Although one employee was 
laid off from the city street 
department because of tight 
money, Mayor Burk Dunaway 
said no cuts in services to 
residents and businesses are an- 
ticipated. 

Expenses of $2,201,502.67 
were budgeted against $2,205,559 
in expected revenues. The budget 
is padded with an _ expected 


surplus of $4,056.33, or 1/5 of 


1%. 

‘There will be no new 
autos...no new anything, really. 
We will be holding our own,”’ 
Dunaway said. ‘‘I might add, 
there’ll be no new taxes.”’ 

Like most cities, Pelham is 
feeling the crunch of recession. 
But unlike many cities, Pelham 
traditionally has not relied 
strongly on revenue sharing 
money which is being slashed by 
the federal government. 

Because of its self-reliance, 
Dunaway said, ‘‘We’ll suffer less 
than a lot of cities.’’ 

Pelham will receive nearly 
$74,000 in revenue sharing for 
the 1982-83 fiscal year. Last year 
the city received about $140,000 
from the federal government, 
Dunaway said. 

Offsetting the slash in federal 
funds to Pelham are: increases in 
sales tax since the opening of 
Wal-Mart; expected tax revenue 
from K-Mart which opens in 
November; and an increase in ad 
valorem taxes resulting from the 
statewide reappraisals. 

Dunaway said that three or 
four months after the ad valorem 
taxes start coming in, the city 
may revise its $270,000 projec- 
tion for property tax revenues. 
But because of the confusion

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Assessor’s mistakes hit hard 


It is hard to reach any other 
conclusion after the events of 
Monday: 

The tax assessor and her staff 
of reappraisal people are either 
incompetent, or they deliberately 
want to make the County Com- 
missioners look foolish. 


Either way they do not serve 
the county the way they should. 

For years, the property tax 
reappraisals have been going on. 
Finally, this year was to be the 
year it was all finished. Taxes 
would be equalized, and the 
thousands of new housing units 
built in the county over the past 
ten years would all be taxed at the 
proper rate. The results were to 
be dramatic increases in tax 


Jerome Pelmer is the first 
defendant from Shelby County to 
be sentenced to life without 
parole under the new habitual of- 
fender law. 

Convicted in September of 
murdering his brother-in-law, 
Billy Ray Norwood, the 
Harpersville man was sentenced 
October 18 at a hearing before

the sentencing. 

A Vincent man who was found 
guilty of murder was sentenced a 
week earlier to a 25 year prison 
term. 

That sentence was pronounced 
by Judge Telfair Mashburn, who 
presided at the August trial of 
Hulen Wilson. 

Wilson was found guilty of 
murdering James B. Davis, who 
owned the trailer where he and 
the defendant lived. 


Randall Lawley was sentenced 
at the October 18 court to a three 
year prison term for selling mari- 
juana; Luther John Russell 
received two years suspended 
with five years probation and 
costs for possession of 64 grams 
of marijuana. 

Christopher Carden was given 
a two year suspended sentence 
with five years probation plus

The beneficiaries of this act 
will include many kinds of 
wildlife - the ones we do not fish, 
hunt or trap. This includes more 
than 700 species of birds, mam- 
mals, reptiles, amphibians and 
fishes. (A typical example would 
be the cardinal, which is being us- 
ed as the “poster bird’’ on 
publicity for the program.) Most 
everyone agrees that this non- 
game wildlife resource is a vital 
part of our natural heritage and is 
important to the high quality of 
life we enjoy in Alabama. 
However, until now there have 
been no funds available to sustain 
and enhance this non-game 
wildlife heritage. 

In addition there are federal 
dollars available to this program 
through a matching effort of up 
to $3 for each $1 of state revenue 
received through \the ‘check-off 
program. 

This new program along with 
stiffened penalties will go a | 
way to ensure that Alabamians 
will be able to continue enjoying 
the abundant wildlife of this 
state.

Shelby Medical Center has in- 
itiated a full-time, ‘‘heart to 
heart’’ telephone service for heart 
patients. More technically known 
as a transtelephonic telemetry 
monitor, the service is apparently 
the first of its kind to be offered 
on a 24-hour basis. 

Clinical nurse specialist John 
Ebaugh, explained that the ser- 
vice enables SMC heart patients 
to have an EKG run via a simple 
telephone call. The heart’s EKG 
print-out is then checked against 
the patient’s heart record file. 

Ebaugh explained that the 
beauty of the system is that even 
‘if a patient’s in St. Louis wat- 
ching a baseball game and there’s

While recovering from the 
operation last week at the Colum- 
biana home of her daughter, 
Mrs. John (Jackie) Cates, she 
talked about the new service. 


**All I have to do is call the 
hospital, turn on my little 
transmitter and say I’m ready,’s 
she said. ‘‘I hold the transmitter 
to my heart, and the phone to the 
transmitter, and they’ll record 
what my heart’s doing.”’ 

Every week for the next 
month, she’ll dial 1-663-8849 for 
a regular, long-distance checkup

on her new unit. After that, she’ll 
call SMC every three months. 

“If for any reason I feel any 
discomfort, all I have to do is call 
the hospital, day or night,’’ she 
said. ‘‘I have the assurance that I 
can call long distance and find 
out if there’s something wrong.”’ 

The signals from the patients’ 
heart transmitters are compared 
to the cardiograph read-outs on 
file at the hosptial. If anything is 
amiss, ‘‘we can get proper help 
and directions to the patient-- 
fast,’’ said Ebaugh. 

Heart patients interested in 
telephone monitoring services 
should consult their physician 
first, Ebaugh said.

we can receive the transmission 
of the heart signal.’’ 

He said the service handles 
pacemaker implant followup 
monitoring, measurments of 
brief flutters, palpitations and 
other irregularities, and heart at- 
tack detection. 

Other area hospitals have heart 
transmitters and receivers and of- 
fer telephone monitoring service 
during office hours. SMC has 
had telephone monitoring 
capabilities for six weeks, but last 
Friday it expanded the service to 
a 24-hour, 365 day a year standby 
basis. 

“Frankly, I don’t know of any 
other hospital doing quite what 
we’re doing here,’’ Ebaugh told 
the Reporter. ‘‘This should be a 
big benefit to people with heart 
conditions and pacemakers.”’ 

Ebaugh said SMC has 250-300 
pacemaker patients. 

One SMC patient who’ll 
benefit from the telephone 
monitoring service is Ruby 
Thompson of Samson, Alabama.

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Mountains of Dunnavant isolate, ...

Dunnavant is defined by the 
mountains. 

The county road map shows 
how the community’s located 
near the Shelby-Jefferson-St. 
Clair line. It also shows Shoal 
Creek and the Central of Georgia 
(now Southern) Railroad. 

Likewise, the map shows the 
highways: the ribbon of county 


41 (The Dunnavant Road); its in- 
tersection with the snaking 
Alabama highway 25; the loop of 
101 into the far northern reaches 
of the county. 

But the map does not show the 
mountains that form Dunnavant 
Valley. Nor does it give the 
names of the mountains, nor tell 
how they dictated the growth of 
Dunnavant, nor how they helped 
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‘Uptown’ Dunnavant 


Brad Bowdoin who runs the gas station laughs and says this is 
‘Uptown’ Dunnavant. Says Lyle Harris, ‘I don’t guess too many peo- 
ple outside this area could tell you where Dunnavant is at to save their 
necks. They even took us off the state road maps.’

It is the mountains that define 
Dunnavant, and they do it this 
way: 

The hub of Dunnavant, con- 
sists of Bowdoins’s Grocery, the 
service station, and the intersec- 
tions of 41 and 25. 

The community extends 
eastward along 25 to the top of 
Coosa Mountain (elevation 
1,140’)--known locally as ‘‘the 
mountain.” To the west, the 
community rolls to the Shelby- 
Jefferson County line atop Oak 
Mountain (800’), or ‘‘the little 
mountain,’’ depending on whom 
you’re talking to. 

The 800-foot ridges of Sand 
Mountain partially cork the 
valley some five miles northeast 
of the hub near the St. Clair line. 

From the hub, 41 ribbons 
through the Dunnavant Valley to 
U.S. 280, 11 miles to the 
southwest. Two miles out of 
Dunnavant (near Wahapa Lake) 
the Appalachian roller-coaster 
crest of Coosa Mountain gives 
way to a level 1,400-foot ridge, 
and becomes Oak Mountain. 

The far end of the valley, 
known as Howardtown, was 
generally considered part of Dun- 
navant until the Shoal Creek 
Development was built in the 
1970’s. Most folks now consider 
Shoal Creek Golf Course to be 
the southern end of Dunnavant. 

Mountains here, mountains 
there. In Dunnavant, mountains 
are nearly everywhere. 

“*Yep,”’ says 82-year old Earl 
Bowdoin, considered by many as 
the community patriarch, ‘‘until 
they built the dirt road (highway 
25) over the mountain in 1921, 
this was probably the most 
isolated place in Alabama.”’ 

**It’s about that bad even now, 
when the weather’s nasty,’’ adds 
Eugene Bean who moved to Dun- 
navant from Fungo Hollow 
(Pelham) 34 years ago. 

Back in the 1860’s-’70’s Cen- 
tral of Georgia railroad surveyors 
got a good taste of just how 
**bad’’ the mountains are. There 
was no way a train would ever 
chug over the steep, rocky slopes 
of Oak and Coosa Mountains, so

the railroad was forced to tunnel 
through themi. 

A large drill bit, embedded for 
years in the rock floor of Oak 
Tunnel, breeds the local legend 
that this is where the famous 
John Henry met his death while 
racing a spiking machine. True or 
not, Bowdoin swears that as a kid 
he saw the jutting end of the bit 
before it finally disappeared. 

According to Bowdoin, 1872 
was either the year the tunnels 
were finished, or the first train 
puffed through the community. 
Either way, during the building 
of the railroad, two men named 
Dunn and Avant migrated to the 
area and opened a commissary. 

They called it Dunn and 
Avant’s. 

“*After work the men would 
say, ‘Let’s go to Dunn and 
Avants,’ or ‘I’m off to Dunn and 
Avants,’’’ Bowdoin figures. 
**Before long, people started call- 
ing the store Dunnavant.”’ 

The store’s long gone, but the 
name stuck--even if there’s some 
question about the spelling. Its 
origin would indicate a spelling 
with double ‘‘n’s,’’ but the 1979 
county highway department map 
and road signs’ read 
‘*Dunavant.”’ 

The oldest man in Dunnavant 
is L.W. ‘‘Lonnie’? Adams. Age 
96. Lonnie looks up from the 
large print Bible he’s reading 
under a shade oak by his well. 

‘I’m sorta’ one of them ol’ 
coons,”’ he grins in spite of 
himself. ‘‘It’ll take you a long 
time to tree me.” 

A hint of fall wind blows down 
the moutainside, rustling oak 
leaves while Lonnie rambles 
memories: 

**I’ve been in this valley most 
all my life. It’s a good place to 
have neighbors--neighbors that 
mind their own business. But 
there’s still two, three gossipers 
up and down here...”’ 

**I always worked with timber- 
-building or cutting it. "Cut most 
anything out of a tree... "Been 
more timber cut out up and down 
this valley than anywhere in the 
world.”’ 

**My father used to cut timber 
for the steam drills they used on 
those tunnels. I helped open up

her culinary skill, the former 
superintendent remarked that the 
lunches at the school ‘‘are the 
nicest of any school anywhere 
around.”’ 

Assistant Principal Jane Jones 
also stressed the importance of 
McDonald’s job. 


**It would be hard to do all the 
things we have to do at school 
without a good lunch,’’ Jones 
told the students.

‘Seen mountain lions round 
here, big as from that dog to the 
tree. ’Dunno--700, 800 pounds? 
Seen a timberwolf weighed 92 
pounds. I know, ’cause we weigh- 
ed it when we killed it. That was 
1913. I know, ’cause it was the 
day after I married.”’

But that 
certainly doesn’t dampen the 
spirits of the 25 or more senior 
citizens who still meet there every 
every Thursday noon for lunch 
and fun. 

**Even if there hasn’t been any 
wedding yet, we have a good time 
and cut up,’’ says Earline Bailey, 
one of senior crew. “‘It’s fun--the 
community spirit. That’s what 
it’s all about--having a good 
time.” 

It may be the people, even the 
mountians, but according to locat 
legend, it’s the water of Shoal 
Creek that brings people back. 


Supposedly, once you’ve touched | 


the water, you can never leave 
Dunnavant for good, and will 
always have to return. 

**Folk lore or fact, I’d say 95% 
of the people who live here and 
leave, come back,’’ says Harris. 
“‘They may be in a box, but they 
come back...’’ 

Brad Bowdoin, who runs the 
gas station, agrees. ‘‘There’s 
nothng unusual about folks com- 
ing in I’ve never seen before, say- 
ing they’re coming back after 
50-60 years to some family con- 
nection.”’ 

*‘This community is fine,’’ 
says Eugene Bean, but the road 
system...’’

from Leeds, you usually have to 
meet it at the county line.. Leeds 
gas and water, which stops only a 
few hundreds yards from Ray 
Parker’s grocery on little moun- 
tain, has little chance of coming 
into Dunnavant. 

*Sterrett also won’t sell water 
to Dunnavant, although Earl 
Bowdoin says it could be piped 
through the Coosa Tunnel if it 
weren’t for politics. Meanwhile, 
local well water requires filters 
since it contains higher iron con- 
tent than a rail spike. 
(Birmingham water from Shoal 
Creek Development may even- 
tually be the solution.) 

Telephone service? Vandiver, 
two miles away, is a long distance 
call. 

¢Protection? ‘‘Once in a while 
I find a card from a deputy under 
my door,’’ grumbles Parker. 

eGovernment services, county 
and state representation? ‘‘We 
feel neglected, that’s my honest 
opinion,’’ states Harris. ‘‘But I 
guess it’s just human nature to 
give more attention to bigger 
places...’”

Spelling bad news for future 
opponents, Thompson showed 
that its injured super star, Arthur 
Johnson, is now ready to con- 
tribute to its winning efforts. 


Friday night, Johnson, who 
had not played in a single game 
this eason, carried the ball six 
times for 79 yards and had one 
touchdown run of 15 yards called 
back.

Tohill said of the beating his 
team suffered, ‘‘We just got 
manhandled. Thompson has a 
real quality football team with a 
lot of talent and speed. Larry 
Simmons and his staff have done 
a tremendous job of coaching 
their team and they are fun- 
damentally sound.”’ 


The Warriors drew blood early 
in the first period when Threatt 
scored from two yards out. The 
point after was no good but with 
7:56 remaining in the first 
quarter, the Warriors led 6-0.

A potential tennis super star

Bow season opens for deer hunters 


Now is the time to load those 
guns and prepare those bows for 
the sport of game hunting in 
Alabama. 

For those so _ inclined, 
©’ possum season opened last Fri- 
day and will continue until 
February 28. There is no bag 
limit. 


Beaver, ‘nutria, groundhog, 
and coyote are fair game any 
time, no limit. But, they must be 
hunted in daylight hours only. 

If you want to hunt fox, you 
can only use dogs but there is no 
closed season. 


Bobcat can be hunted in 
daylight hours only and there is 
no bag limit. Dogs must be used 
except in areas and dates of 
turkey and or gun deer season. 


Dove can be shot from 30 
minutes before sunrise to sunset 
October 9-November 28 in that 
area running east from the 
Mississipi line to the Covington 
County line and including all of 


Coffee, Covington, Dale, 
Geneva, Henry and Houston 
Counties. 


Deer can be stalk hunted only 
with bows and arrows in Baldwin 
County south of the Intracostal 
Canal until January 17. The 
season began last Friday. 


Deer can also be hunted in this 
manner south of Highway 98 to 
the Intracoastal Canal until 
November 18. 

Hunting licenses this year are 
$10.25. If you want to hunt in 
management areas, an additional 


license must be purchased at a 
cost of $3.25. Driver’s licenses or 
other identification are also re- 
quired this year for hunters. 

Clarence Stone of Montevallo 
told the Reporter to be sure to re- 
mind bow hunters to use care and 
caution and to maintain a con- 
cern for the animal being sought. 

He stated that a deer not hit in 
a vital spot may run for hundreds 
of yards and bleed to death 
without ever being found. 

According to Stone, a bow 
hunter should be sure to practice 
before entering the woods and 
should always aim for vital spots 
to prevent inhumane deaths of 
the animals. 

Stone also urges hunters to 
take advantage of bow season to 
locate good spots for gun hun- 
ting.

health care need Ss planning for the new location and 9 new hospital. 
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Even with the completion of the West 
Wing, the Baptist Medical Center 
Montclair campus continues to take on 
a new look with an ongoing construc- 
tion program designed to add even 
more health care services. 

The third phase of Baptist Medical 
Center Montclair’s building program is 
the construction of a second Profes- 
sional Office Building which is sched- 
uled for completion late in 1983. The 

10-story, 140,000-square-foot structure 
will include office space for 55 to 60 
physicians in private practice, as well as 
commercial functions such as a phar- 
macy, optical shop, surgical supplies, 
automated bank teller, restaurant, 
barber and beauty shop. POB Il will also 
include 48 deluxe guest rooms for the 
convenience of outpatients, patient fam- 
ily members and other related campus 
visitors. 

Anumber of outpatient activities and 
services will be included in Montclair's 
second Professional Office Building to 
enhance the total ambulatory care. 
Other hospital services will be the edu- 
cation department and meeting rooms, 
the security department, a health center 
with exercise equipment, racquetball 
court and running track. 

Space will be arranged in POB Il so 
that outpatient, ambulatory care and 
hospital functions are on the lower 
levels while the private office space is 
located in the five tower floors above. 
POB | and POB Ii will share a new en- 
trance lobby on the commercial plaza 
level. 


Professional Office Building I (top 
photo) will have a companion next 
fall upon completion of the POB 
HI (at right). The building will in- 
clude space for 55-60 doctors, in 
addition to commercial functions 
and outpatient services. Site plan 
(at top) shows relationship of new 
POB and parking deck with the 
hospital complex.

In addition, a covered drive and en- 
trance with no steps or ramps will be 
provided on the plaza level. The POB 
building will be directly connected to 
the hospital by an enclosed, air con- 
ditioned skywalk which enters the hos- 
pital on the second floor adjacent to the 
labor and delivery suite and the new 
ambulatory surgery department. 

POB Il will be directly connected to a 
new 634-space parking structure being 
constructed adjacent to the existing 
395-space public parking deck. The 
new deck is also expected to be com- 
pleted in 1983. 
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The new West Wing Tower is a major 
addition to BMC Montclair . . . and what 
a difference that addition will make to 
patients, visitors and employees. Here, 
briefly, is what's included: 

On the ground floor will be the new 
admitting entrance for patients check- 
ing into the hospital. The west side of 
the building will have two emergency 
entrances, one for emergency patients 
brought in by ambulance and another 
for those able to walk in. The radiology 
department, outpatient clinic, physical 
therapy and business office will also be 
located on the ground floor. 

One floor up, on first floor, will be a 
spacious new Clinical laboratory, public 
chapel, auditorium/meeting center, 
cafeteria and pharmacy. Also located 
on the first floor will be central supply, 
storeroom and other support services. 

The second and third floors are de- 
voted to four new intensive care units, a 
new recovery room, and additions to 
the surgical suite and cardiovascular 
services area. Opening out from the 
second floor will be a beautifully- 
landscaped roof garden for the enjoy- 
ment of patients, visitors and 


employees. 


The top two floors, floors four and 
five, provide 96 new progressive care 
beds. 

As departments and nursing units 
move into the new West Wing, the older 
11-story building will begin taking ona 
new appearance. The first and second 
floors and the vacated intensive care 
units will be renovated to provide much 
needed additional space for a number 
of departments. This renovation phase 
will involve radiation therapy, medical 
records, ambulatory/same day surgery 
center, neuroscience, medical library 
and medical education office, medical 
staff services office and physicians’ 
lounge, volunteers’ office, respiratory 
care, G.I. lab, call rooms, hospital 
kitchen and dietary offices and patient 
representative department.

The opening of the West Wing Tower 
brings together various ambulatory ser- 
vices at Montclair, with many planned 
additions and refinements to the am- 
bulatory program. 

The emergency department will 
move into new and expanded facilities, 
with twice the bed capacity of the cur- 
rent emergency room and more than 
double the physical area and 
capabilities. 

Among the 16 beds located in this 
department, four are major emergency 
rooms, four are minor emergency 
rooms; there are four observation beds, 
two fracture beds, an ear/nose/throat 
treatment room and a gynecology 
treatment room. 

The major emergency rooms are di- 
vided into two major trauma rooms and 
two large cardiac rooms. A specially- 


equipped emergency radiology room is 
located adjacent to the trauma rooms 
for easy access and immediate x-ray 
readings for physicians. Separate entr- 
ances will serve those patients arriving 
by ambulance and those ambulatory 
patients entering through the public en- 
trance. 

Another important service, the refer- 
ral clinic, will be located adjacent to the 
emergency department. This outpatient 
clinic offers medical and surgical care 
to patients referred to the clinic by their 
private physicians. These patients bene- 
fit from the close proximity of such dée- 
partments as emergency, admitting and 
radiology. 

Future plans for Montclair's ambula- 
tory services program call for a com- 
prehensive same-day surgery center 
and other types of outpatient care and 
treatment. 


The new emergency entrances will be located 


on the west side of the hospital. One will be for 
patients able to walk in, while a separate entr- 


ance will be for those arriving by ambulance. 
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The new emergency department 
will have twice the bed capacity 
of the former department, and 
will include two large cardiac 
rooms. 
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The new West Wing will also provide 
much needed space for the sophisti- 
cated equipment for the radiology 
department (left and below). 


While expanded space and facilities 
in the West Wing will be welcome, 
patients such as this one in physical 
therapy will still find the Montclair 
staff providing one-on-one contact.

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In addition to the patient care areas 
moving into the West wing, a number of 
clinical and support services will also 
occupy the new addition. Although 
most patients will never see some of 
these departments, they are neverthe- 
less critical to the operation of the hos- 
pital. 

For example, the laboratory which 
has been spread out in several loca- 
tions, will consolidate almost all lab 
functions into one area on the West 
Wing's first floor. Naturally, the effi- 
ciency of laboratory functions will im- 
prove with the consolidations, but 
another efficiency aspect will be the 
floor plan, which will improve traffic flow 
and processing in the department. 

The new laboratory will also include 
additional facilities for the teaching pro- 
gram, including the lab conference 
room, lecture hall, and an 800-square 
foot teaching lab. 


Other areas moving into the new 
West Wing include materials manage- 
ment and central supply. 

Ordering and receiving of orders will 
be made easier, and general stores will 
be able to do bulk ordering and fill de- 
partmental orders in smaller quantities 
than those now available. 

The implementation of a “Case Cart 
System” in the central supply area will 
facilitate transporting sterile supplies to 
and from surgery. The new system will 
operate with two special elevators which 
will transport large, metal carts between 
the two areas. All the sterile supplies, li- 
nens, and instruments needed for one 
case in surgery will be loaded into one 
of the carts and transported via a 


The West Wing provides additional space for 


“clean” elevator directly into the operat- 
ing room. Following the surgery, the 
used supplies will be reloaded into the 
cart and returned to central supply by a 
separate elevator. 


Also gaining much needed new 
space will be the hospital's pharmacy 
and radiology department. 

Radiology’s space will triple and 
combine all radiological services per- 
formed in the hospital except radiation 
therapy. The department will include a 
central viewing area for mass film view- 
ing, new equipment, a special 
emergency radiology room, a remote 
control unit for fluoroscopic proce- 
dures, better organization and separa- 
tion of patient and staff areas, and in- 
creased space for nuclear medicine and 
ultrasound. 


Anew physical therapy department 
located on the ground floor will be 
about three times the size of the current 
department and have a more efficient 
layout for patient treatment. All offices 
and waiting areas will be located in the 
center of the department with an exer- 
cise room, treatment booths and hydro- 
therapy area surrounding them. This 
type of design provides greater visual 
control from the offices. 

A separate occupational therapy area 
will help patients relearn the day-to-day 
activities that are often taken for granted 
but can be difficult for patients with a 
physical disability or some stroke vic- 
tims. A daily living lab will include a 
kitchen, bathroom, bed, and table and 
chairs so that patients might practice 
routine daily skills before they go home.

you've come to expect 


The new admitting department lo- 
cated in the West Wing will increase the 
admitting space, and offer better or- 
ganization and added convenience for 
patients. 

The main hospital entrance, previ- 
ously used by patients being admitted 
as well as hospital visitors, now be- 
comes a “visitors-only” entrance. 
Patients checking in through the new 
admitting department will find a 
well-organized area. After checking their 
luggage with the patient escort service 
and registering at the desk, patients will 
wait in the lobby area until called into 
one of seven private admitting offices. 
From there, they will circle through the 
U-shaped department to the admitting 
laboratory. Once their lab work is com- 
pleted, they will reclaim their luggage 
and be escorted to their rooms. 

Advantages of the new admitting de- 
partment include the elimination of 
backtracking on the part of patients, a 
separate waiting area for patients to be 
admitted, a pre-admissions orders 
nurse close at hand for patients needing 
medical attention prior to admission, 
and more privacy in the admitting of- 
fices and laboratory. 

The new admitting department also 
serves as the discharge area for patients 
leaving the hospital. The business office 
is conveniently located adjacent to this 
area to facilitate settling of patient ac- 
counts when the patient is discharged. 


Patients checking into BMC Montclair will find 
more privacy during the admitting process. 
Seven new private admitting offices are a part 
of this department. 


After leaving the admitting office, patients will 
circle around the department to the admitting 
lab for necessary work just prior to being es- 
corted to their rooms. 
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Intensive care units 
will move to new west wing 


With the opening of the new medical, 
surgical, coronary and open heart in- 
tensive care units in the West Wing, 
BMC Montclair is stepping into the fu- 
ture of high quality critical care. Each of 
the four units is specially designed to 
best meet its patients’ needs, with the 
very latest in medical equipment, 
supplies and technology. 

The new coronary care and surgical 
intensive care units are located on the 
West Wing's second floor 

The CORONARY CARE UNIT con- 
sists of 12 beds specially equipped for 
coronary patients. It includes monitor- 
ing equipment that detects and alerts 
professional nurses to any change in a 
patient's heart rhythm. The coronary 
care unit is located adjacent to the car- 
diovascular services department, afford- 
ing patients immediate access for any 
needed treatment. 

The SURGICAL INTENSIVE CARE 
UNIT is a 15-bed critical care area de- 
signed for patients needing intensive 
medical care following major surgery. 
Location here, also, is an important fea- 
ture, since this intensive care unit is lo- 
cated immediately adjacent to the hos- 

pital’s surgical suite and recovery area.

in intensive care 
where we're second to none 


The second and third floors of the 
new Baptist Medical Center Montclair 
West Wing Tower includes expanded 
areas for surgery and cardiovascular 
services, as well as four sophisticated 
new intensive care units. 

Six new operating rooms and a larger 
recovery area will be added to the surgi- 
cal suite. Two of the new operating 
rooms are specially designed and 
equipped for open heart surgeries, 
while a third is designated for car- 
diovascular thoracic operations, a 
statement of BMC Montclair's com- 
mitment to the care of patients with 
heart disease. In fact, Montclair was the 
first community hospital in Alabama to 
perform open heart surgery and has 
since remained at the forefront in this 
area.

On the third floor, one floor up from 
the surgical intensive care unit, is the 
OPEN HEART INTENSIVE CARE UNIT. 
This 17-bed area consists of an acute 
care area where patients remain for ap- 
proximately 48 hours immediately fol- 
lowing open heart surgery. A number of 
private rooms in the unit serve asa 
step-down area for patients after this 
critical time. 

In addition, the new MEDICAL IN- 
TENSIVE CARE UNIT is also housed on 
the West Wing's third floor. Non- 
coronary patients needing intensive 
care, such as those with lung problems, 
kidney failure, or stroke victims, are 
admitted to one of the 12 medical in- 
tensive care beds. 

Each of the 56 new intensive care 
beds at BMC Montclair is equipped with 
specialized monitoring devices so that 
each patient's vital signs may be con- 
tinuously observed. Patient beds in the 
coronary care unit, medical intensive 
care unit and surgical intensive care 

unit are separated by glass break-away 
doors from the busy nursing station, af- 
fording patients privacy in addition to 
continuous monitoring. Power col- 


umns, specially designed for Montclair's 


critical care areas, contain connections 
for oxygen, suction and other vital 
equipment at each bed. 


The cardiovascular services depart- 
ment at Montclair has likewise long 
been respected as a leader in the care 
and treatment of patients with heart dis- 
ease. The department has a long string 
of “firsts” to its credit, including such 
recent developments as technology 
used to screen patients with a high risk 
of stroke and a new “balloon” catheteri- 
zation procedure which can delay or 
sometimes prevent the necessity for 
open heart surgery for some patients. 

With the expansion of the cardiovas- 
cular services department into the West 
Wing, existing procedures will receive 
badly needed space, new procedures 
will be added, and the list of ‘‘firsts” will 
continue to grow. A new pacemaker 
room will be added to the department, 
as well as a new heart catheterization 
laboratory. The new heart cath lab will 
be designed and equipped to perform 
pediatric catheterizations, making 
Montclair the first community hospital 
in the state to do this procedure. 


Progressive care units 
provide intermediate care 


While much of the second and third 
floors of the new West Wing is devoted 
to the intensive care units, the fourth 
and fifth floors contain 96 progressive 
care (or step-down) beds. 

Each of these floors has 48 moni- 
tored beds for patients who need more 
care than that provided on a general pa- 
tient floor, but who are not in need of in- 
tensive care. These beds will provide 
better use of hospital nursing personnel 
while making it less expensive for the 
patient. 

In the cardiac and surgical progres- 
sive care units, the heart rhythm of the 
patients can be continuously observed 
by using telemetry monitoring equip- 
ment. Nurses and skilled monitor tech- 


nicians are able to watch the rhythm of 


the patient's heartbeat on a screen in 


the monitor room across from the nurs- 


ing station. 
Telemetry monitoring is done with 
the use of a small, wallet-sized battery 


Primary nursing concept used 


in progressive care units 


The progressive care units are 
among the many nursing areas at BMC 
Montclair making use of primary nurs- 
ing. Under the primary nursing concept, 
a particular registered nurse coordi- 
nates each patient's health care ac- 
tivities on a 24-hour-a-day basis, provid- 
ing a more personal approach to health 
care. Because the primary nurse cannot 
be at the hospital continuously, he or 
she works closely with other members 
of the health care team to ensure that all 
patients receive round-the-clock quality 
care. These other health care team

members include physicians, associate 
nurses, dieticians, physical therapists, 
pharmacists and respiratory therapists. 

With the opening of the West Wing, 
several departments which were previ- 
ously unable to utilize this nursing con- 
cept will become primary nursing units. 
For example, the increased space and 
facilities in the emergency department 
will allow the implementation of primary 
nursing there. An assignment board 
posted at the emergency nursing sta- 
tion will list each patient currently in the 
department as well as his or her room 
number, physician and primary nurse. 
Dividers between patient beds in the re- 
covery area will also facilitate the use of 
primary nursing in that unit, while retain- 
ing continuous visual control of all pa- 
tients.

All that remains of the $300,000 
deal is a signature session with 
the doctors that own it, Price 
said.

The doctors 
will remain as SMC tenants once 
the deal is closed.

The Shelby County School 
system will have a budget of 
$25,713,352 for the fiscal year 
which began October 1. 

But Finance Coordinator Jim 
Davis is quie to point out that 
$5.4 million of this is not a 
budget increase over last year. 
The difference comes because of 
a change in accounting pro- 
cedures. 

The change means several 
items which were not counted in 
the budget before, are now show- 
ing up on the fine lines of the 
budget as follows: 

‘The money the state pays into 
the retirement fund for Shelby 
County’s school employees will 
amount to $1,585,000 for the 
year. 

Social Security paid by the 
state for county employees will be 
about $933,438. Unemployment

textbooks of $124,749 and is 
holding the remaining balance on 
the new Inverness School of 
$400,000. 

By far the biggest item which is 
now a budget item for the county 
system is the child nutrition pro- 
gram. This includes lunches, 
milk, and breakfasts. That figure 
for the year is expected to be 
$2,346,913. 

All six of these major 
categories never showed: up in the 
county budget in former years. 
The accounting change is 
welcomed by school officials, 
who feel it will improve control 
of expenditures and general 
management of the financial 
operation of the schools. Davis 
points out it will have no effect 
on the operation of the schools. 

If the accounting change had 
not been made, the school budget 
for the year would have been just 
over $20 million. 
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hopes to develop into a multi- 
phase medical complex.

Residents of the most recently 
annexed area of Alabaster are 
protesting paying the 10 mills the 
city gets out of ad valorem taxes.

The Shelby Courity Commis- 
sion wants state prisoners out of 
its jail. 

To prove they are serious, a 
resolution proposed by Commis- 
sioner Don Murphy to that effect 
was passed, Monday morning. 

Commission Chairman Tom- 
my Snowden reported that of 117 
prisoners in the county jail, 53 
belong to the State of Alabama. 

The county jail has a capacity

The budget was passed 
unanimously Monday night at a 
special, unannounced council 
meeting. : 
The budget is figured against 
predicted revenues totaling 
$384,045, which leaves a surplus 
buffer of $9,996, according to ci- 
ty clerk Francis Parrish. 

Major expenditures include 
$173,663 for the police depart- 
ment, $35,016 for the fire depart- 
ment, and $165,375 for all other 
city expenses, bills and salaries. 


Major sources of revenue in- 
clude the $19,000 county tax 
assessor Bobbie Reynolds 
predicts Helena will receive in ad 
valorum taxes, and about 
$100,000 from the sale of 
privilege licenses. 

When contacted late Tuesday 
afternoon, Parrish did not yet 
have other predicted revenues 
totaled and listed. However, she 
told the Reporter that the council 
*‘all agrees that these revenues 
are very well predicted’’. 

Last year the total city budget 
amounted to $445,000, which 
also included revenue sharing 
funds and state gasoline tax 
revenues.

A two month old liquor license 
request for the Town and Coun- 
try Lounge has been tabled again 
amidst controversy by the county 
commission. 

The site of the proposed lounge 
is on Highway 25 between Calera 
and Montevallo, the old ‘Lib’s’. 
Lorraine Montgomery is the ap- 
plicant. 

Commissioner Harold Daven- 
port had tabled the matter 
waiting for a letter of recommen- 
dation from Sheriff Buddy 
Glasgow. 

However, Bill Montgomery 
told commissioners Monday that 
the sheriff said he already mailed 
one letter and would not send 
another one. 

The husband of the applicant 
said that the sheriff further stated 
that it was budget time and elec- 
tion time and that approval was 
not his responsibility. 

It was common knowledge 
among commissioners that a let- 
ter from Glasgow concerning the 
matter had been received, but 
that the letter had been 
withdrawn at the sheriff’s re- 
quest. 

Commissioners phoned the 
sheriff Monday morning for 
comment but he was unavailable. 

The statement made by Mon- 
tgomery sparked a strong reac- 
tion from county commissioners. 

Commissioner Harold Daver- 
port stated, ‘‘I turned down other 
license requests at election time 
and I was running...’ 

Commission Chairman Tom- 
my Snowden said, ‘‘If the sheriff 
says he is not going to do it (send 
letters of recommendation), we 
can forget anybody or wipe the 
resolution off the books.”’ 

The resolution was one made 


by commissioners that a letter of 
recommendation must be receiv- 
ed from the sheriff, before any li- 
quor license requests were ap- 
proved. 

Snowden said, ‘The sheriff 
needs to come to us and let us 
know if the is not going to do it 
any more,”’ 

Davenport said, ‘‘I resent his 
remarks, if he said them, that he 
was not going to do it because it 
is budget time and he is having to 
run for election. If he is not going 
to do it, let’s get something in 
writing from him.”’ 

Davenport stated that if he 
received no letter from the sheriff 
he would have to go with his own 
feelings on the matter. 

He commented that the loca- 
tion was bad, there had been cut- 
tings and shootings in the past, 
and he had witnessed whiskey 
bottles sold over the counter in 
previous years. 

The commissioner pointed out 
that an ABC Board represen- 
tative told him he doesn’t feel it 
would be smart to open the place. 

Davenport added, ‘‘Even if I 
approve it, he (the ABC 
man)could stop it. He said he 
would go to the ABC Board to 
have the license denied.” 

Commissioner Jake Morris 
said of the letters from the 
sheriff, ‘‘The sheriff owes it to 
the commission to investigate 
every application and recom- 
mend. It is the sheriff’s duty to 
do this.”’ 

The county attorney advised 
the commission that it could not 
be arbitrary in its decisions on 
these matters. = 

He said that a thorough in- 
vestigation of applicants should 
be part of the commission’s

record. 

Davenport said, “‘We felt the 
sheriff was better able to do this 
and that’s why we have done this 
through the sheriff’s depart- 
ment...” 

He added, *‘I would like to get 
a form down with questions on it. 
If he (the sheriff) is not going to 
go with that, we need to get 
something in writing so we can 
make other arrangements.” 

Davenport said that he would 
be willing to talk to the people of 
the area after Montgomery said 
there had been no complaints. 

He added that he would like to 
know if Calera or Montevallo 
would be willing to answer trou- 
ble calls. 

The commissioner pointed out 
that someone could be hurt by 
the time a deputy could arrive on 
the scene. 

Davenport said he would make 
a decision on the matter at the 
next meeting. 


When contacted for comment 
Tuesday afternoon, Sheriff 
Glassgow stated, “‘I don’t ap- 
prove or disapprove of liquor 
licenses. 

**Harold Davenport said if I 
sent a letter he would approve the 
license. I said in the letter I would 
not approve or disapprove. 

‘*The clerk made a statement 
that the lady was involved in an 
incident, telling me what kind of 
person she was. I told her to send 
back the letter and that I did not 
have the authority to disap- 
prove.” 

he sheriff said about the con- 
ction to the letter and his seek- 
ing election as sheriff, ‘‘I said I 
did not need to be getting into a 
hassle like this, because people 
might use it to stir up a stink.’’

Feds ready for election issue 


The U.S. Attorney’s office for 
the northern district of Alabama 
will be open election day.

U.S. Attorney Frank 
Donaldson said that although 
conduct and supervision of elec- 
tions are the primary responsibili- 
ty of state and local government, 
federal election law prohibits 
ballot stuffing, vote buying, 
voting of ineligible individuals, 
miscounting of votes, intimida- 


tion, force or threat of force, and 
conduct that denies voting rights. 

Donaldson said he is determin- 
ed to see that every reasonable 
step is taken to insure the ab- 
solute integrity of the federal 
electoral process in next Tues- 
day’s election. 


He stated his office stands 
ready to prosecute any violations 
of federal law.

Montevallo’s city council 
adopted a budget for spending 
General Revenue Sharing funds 
Monday night, with public safety 
areas getting the lion’s share.

She also took a great deal of in- 
terest in the bees, her daughter 
related, and looked after the 
hives for 25 years. 

As she raised her family, 
McLaughlin did the usual sewing 
of family clothing and some em- 
broidery. But what she really lov- 
ed, Moore related, was to shoot a 
gun. 

When she was a youngster, her 
mother would go out with her 
brothers’ guns and shoot at 
targets, Moore said. 

Even though her mother was a 
good marksman, Moore related 
that she never hunted. ‘‘But she 
did shoot any hawk that tried to 
get her chickens,’’ Moore laugh- 
ed. 

When she wanted to relax, 
McLaughlin liked to play the 
piano or the pump organ she had 
for so long, her daughter 
remembered. And she noted that 
her mother could play the man- 
dolin too. 

Although she didn’t hold any 
Offices in the church, Moore 
reported that her mother was a 
charter member and was regular 
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in her attendance at Bowles Spr- 
ings Presbyterian Church.

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Salaries rise amid school cuts 


An actual increase of 17.6% is 
what the new county school 
budget shows. This is after allow- 
ing for the accounting change. 
(See other story) 

Superintendent Charles 
Knowles reports that the major 
part of this increase will be paid 
in salaries. $12,447,800 is 
budgeted for instruction. He 
noted Tuesday that a 15% raise 
was ordered by the Legislature. 

In addition, the county added 
22 teachers this year. The effect 
was to reduce class size, broaden 
the curriculum, extend the work 
of guidance counselors from 9 to 


10 months, and extend the work 
year of elementary and middle 
school principals from 10 to 11 
months. 

On the other side of the coin, 
the proration of 10% which was 
ordered by Governor Fob James, 
means that the county system will 
get only 90% of what it has 
budgeted from state sources. If 
taxes come in at better rates than 
expected, the situation may im- 
prove. 

Knowles sent out a memoran- 
dum Tuesday to all principals, 
curtailing all expenditures except 
those for instruction.

Students in the Shelby County 
school system got a holiday last 
Monday so their teachers could 
go to class. 

A countywide professional 
development day was held in Col- 
umbiana with speakers discussing 
the state’s new high school 
graduation requirements, the new 
countywide attendance policy 
and other items of general in- 
terest. 

Approximately 650 certified 
personnel attended the session 
which lasted until 2:30 p.m.

Retired grocer remembers when 
...Setting trends in Columbiana 


“It was yellow with black 
fenders and it sure did look 
sharp,’’ John Green recalled, as 
he told about buying the first 
grocery delivery truck in Colum- 
biana. 


Green, who can claim a 
number of firsts during his years 
in the grocery business in Colum- 
biana, retired last month. 


He and his father, John B. 
Green Sr., opened Green’s 
Grocery and Meats in 1945. 


Green can still see the lettering 
on the bright yellow delivery 
truck along with the store’s 
phone number. 


*‘Our store was on Main Street 
across from Davis Drugs,’’ he 
told the Reporter. 


Figuring they might do better if 
they competed against each 
other, Green said they bought 
another store’ on the same block 
in 1948. 


And the plan worked out pret- 
ty well, Green reported. ‘‘What I 
couldn’t sell, he could,’’ the 
grocer remarked. 


A few years later they con- 
solidated again, remodeling the 
building and adding fluorescent 
lights. 

Theirs was the first grocery 
store in Columbiana to have that 
type of lighting Green reported. 
He remembered that the light 
shining out the windows lit up the 
whole block. 

Another first for the father and 
son grocery team was the installa-

The Thompson Warriors have 
remained undefeated to claim the 
Area 8, 3A high school football 
championship.

Statistically, the Warriors ran 
all over the Aggies.

Sylacauga scored its only 
points of the night on a 62 yard 
pass play. The Aggies were held 
to three first downs, 19 yards 
rushing and 86 yards passing for 
a total offense of only 105 yards. 

Coach Larry Simmons credited 
the low scoring effort by his 
squad to self destruction. He 
commented that his team stalled 
one drive on a penalty and 
another on lack of execution. 

The Warriors were knocking at 


the Aggies’ door from the two 
yard line when time expired. 

However, Simmons was proud 
of his team’s seven point victory. 
He said, ‘‘A lot of times, the 
longer you stay in a contest like 
this one was, the worse things go 
for you.”’

Culpepper told the Reporter 
that she has seen stringers with 
anywhere from 15 to 20 fish on 
them and has heard fishermen 
say that they were throwing the 
smaller ones back.

WHEREAS, The Constitution of 
Alabama, 1901, requires that 
Notice of such election, together 
with the proposed amendment, be 
given by a Proclamation of the 
Governor; and 

WHEREAS, such Proclamation 
is to be published in each county 
in the State of Alabama for atleast 
four successive weeks next pre- 
ceding the day appointed for such 
election: 

NOW, THEREFORE, |, Fob 
James, as Governor of the State 
of Alabarna, do hereby give notice 
that on Tuesday, the 2nd day of 
November, 1982, an election will 
be held at the several polling 
places within the State of Alabama 
inthe manner and form prescribed 
by law upon the following pro- 
posed amendment to the Consti- 
tution of Alabama, 1901: 

“Any proposed consiitutional 
amendment which affects or 
applies to only one county shall 
be adopted as 2 valid part of the 
constitution by a majority vote 
of the people of the county and

The five minor candidate 
tallies were not tabulated here 
election night.

The Democrats, along with 10

Sewer cost clamor erupts

Calera residents are upset over 
possible sewer rates as the result 
of a new $4 million sewer system. 

They are also upset that the ci- 
ty will have to seek funds to pay 
the difference between the an- 
ticipated cost of $4,059,896 and 
the $3,440,922 the federal 
government will pay. 

Although nothing official has 
been said, it is anticipated that 
new sewer rates will be equal to 
the amount now charged for 
water. 

Currently, Calera residents pay 
50 percent of their water rate for 
sewer. 

Both R. E. Bowdon and Bill 
Bradshaw were upset that the city 
has spent $40,000 for land to be 
used for a new city hall. 

Bowdon told council members, 
‘‘What is the use in looking for 
money if you are going to find 
places to throw it away?”’ 

Bradshaw asked, ‘‘How can we 
spend $40,000 for a piece of pro- 
perty? Why did we not put that 
money toward the sewer?’’ 

Bowdon also wanted to know 
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Columbiana helpers 


why a sewer tax was collected 
before a grant was received and 
Bradshaw wanted to know why 
money collected could not be us- 
ed toward the sewer project. 

Hadaway explained that the ci- 
ty had to begin collecting money 
to take care of what it had before 
the federal goverriment would 
even consider a grant. 

He said that over the years cost 
of operation increased and some 
of the money had to be used. 

The council member told 
residents that even if sewer rates 
go to 100% of the amount charg- 
ed for water, it is not a matter of 
choice on the city’s part. 

He said the law requires that 
users of a sewer system must pay 
for its Operation and 
maintenance and that money 
charged for service cannot be us- 
ed toward construction. 

When asked if the new sug- 
gested rate will pay for the 
system, Hadaway said, ‘‘We 
don’t know. Money in the bank is 


going toward building, not 
maintenance.

fields. 

He also mentioned that the city 
and county need to make in- 
dustry aware of the potential 
here. 

‘Strickland told the Reporter 
that the Columbiana Chamber 
has been working on a brochure 
along the lines Shelby mentioned. 

‘Certificates of appreciation 
were presenied to the individuals 
who served as interim officers 
when the group first organized. 
They were: Geron Daniels, 
Shelby Bank; Howard Rogers, 
Elastic Corporation; Katie 
Robertson, Golden Grasshopper;

Helena will probably start 
charging for garbage pickup, 
may fence sunbathers out of the 
cemetery, and will use revenue 
sharing funds for the fire depart- 
ment, 

But it appears that it will still 
be two to three months before the 
still simmering Helena chicken 
issue is finally laid to legal rest. 

According to councilman 
James Kwater and Ron Erwin, 
the bottom line on the issue isn’t 
eight residential chickens belong- 
ing to Curtis Mims, but a testing 
of the city’s zoning law to see if it 
has any teeth. 

The council contends that the 
chickens -- traditionally thought 
of as farm animals -- violate 
residential zoning laws. Jim Dug- 
ger and some other:‘Sunnybrook 
Subdivision residents agree, and 
are concerned that the situation 
could set a precedent for other 
animals that will lower property 
values. 

Mims says the chickens are pets 
of a family member, caged, out 
of sight and harm’s way, and as 
such he has a right to keep them. 
Other town residents appear to 
agree. 

Mims and his lawyer also point 
out that the zoning laws don’t 
specify that chickens can’t be 
kept in a residentially zoned area. 

Some residents, such as Frank 
Griffin who spoke at Monday’s 
council meeting, say the aging 
issue should be settled by 
residents in the subdivision and 
Mims, without city intervention. 
The city, Griffin clucked, has 
better things to do and besides, 
“The chickens have become the 
laughing stock of the county, and 
Jefferson County, too.”’ 

But after receiving a nebulous 
zoning law interpretation from

the attorney general’s office, the 
council voted to take the issue to 
court. The judge’s word is to be 
final. 

Kwater said Monday that city 
attorney Frank Ellis, Jr., was 
pursuing the lawsuit. 


However, Ellis told the 
Reporter Tuesday that even 
though the legal -wheels are in 
motion, the issue is apparently 
far from a conclusion. 

“*If the defendent (Mims) con- 
tests the suit, he’ll have 30 days to 
file a response,’’ Ellis explained.

The city is currently offering 
the service free. Penhale explain- 
ed that the increased cost of 
transporting waste to the Colum- 
biana dump, added to already 
tight. finances, necessitated the 
proposed charge. 


At councilman Bill Harris’ sug- 
gestion, the city will investigate 
the cost of stringing a fence bet- 
ween Joe Tucker Park and the ci- 
ty cemetery. 

Resident Elsie Kirkpatrick re- 
quested the fence because sun- 
bathers, picnickers and others use 
cemetery lots for recreation. 
Besides disrespect, damage to 
flowers and grave lots has occur- 
red, 

She said she would donate the 
$157 replacement cost of the 
azaleas she lost there to the fence 
project. 

The council also voted to use 
$24,000 received from revenue 
sharing to buy fire and rescue 
equipment and to pay the fire 
chief’s salary, 


Alabaster adopts ward system 


Most of the people who crowd- 
ed into the Alabaster Council 
chamber Monday night were not 
too happy about changing the ci- 
ty’s method of voting. 


But the Justice Department has 
told the city a ward system must 
be adopted in order for annexa- 
tions that have taken place to be 
approved. 

Saying they had no other 
choice, if some voters were not to 
be disenfranchised, the council 
voted to adopt the plan presented 
by one of the city’s attorneys, Bill 
Justice. 

It-calls for the city to be divid- 
ed into five wards with the 
stipulation that a candidate must 
live in the ward in which he runs. 

Another requirement, which 
drew some flak, was the fact that 


voters can only elect the can- 
didate from their ward. ~ 

‘*People aren’t going to go for 
that,’ emphasized Bobby Mixon, 
a resident of the black communi- 
ty. 
He felt this might keep the best 
qualified people from being 
elected and he also indicated that 
it prevented more than one black 
from serving on the council. 

It was pointed out that the 
reason for the Justice Depart- 
ment’s insistence on the ward 
system is to ensure black 
representation on the council. 

Former council member Roger 
Wheeler wondered why Alabaster 


-had been singled out for the ward 


system of voting when other cities 
wa he Couuly have annexed ter- 
ritory too. 

Justice said that the federal 


department had felt the annexa- 
tions had diluted the voting 
power of black residents. 

In drawing up the plan, the city 
attorney explained that one ward 
had a’ large concentration of 
black voters, that each ward had 
approximately the same number 
of residents, and that the lines 
followed natural boundaries such 
as streets, railroad or creeks. 

Under the provisions of the or- 
dinance, the mayor is still elected 
at large. The procedure will not 
go into effect until the 1984 elec- 
tion. 

However, the city must await 
word from the Justice Depart- 
ment on whether the plan is ac- 
ceptable. If it isn’t, they will 

‘make recommended changes, and 
the city will have to submit 
another plan.

Water system turmoil boils in Sterrett, Vandiver 


by David F. Moore 

A whirlpool of water troubles 
continues to swirl in Sterrett and 
Vandiver. 

For the past three weeks, 
nothing but muddy water has 
come from the faucets of many 
of the 600 customers on the 
ll-year old Sterrett -Vandiver 
water line. Some customers, 
especially on higher ground, have 
had no water at all, on and off all 
summer. 

Last week, an engineer from 
the state water supply program 
shut off a new well being 
developed in Sterrett, and cut the 
pumping rate of the old well by 
half in an effort to clear the 
murky water. 

Water board members’ 
telephones have reportedly been 
ringing heavily with complaints, 
and board chairman Hoyt 
Henderson resigned that non- 
paying position Saturday. 

Monday, board member 
Johnny Howard and volunteers 
from the Vandiver Fire Depart- 
ment made three runs to Vincent 
in the community’s 2,000 gallon 
pumper to refurbish the dwindl- 
ing water supply in Sterrett’s 
nearly empty 200,000 gallon 
tank. 

VVFD Chief Marion Watson 
said Tuesday that more water 
runs would be made that evening. 

Also Tuesday evening, state 
water engineer Russell Kelley was 
planning to run valve pressure 
tests to locate what is expected to 
be several sizeable leaks in the 
lines. 

Board member Evelyn 
Johnson said a large crowd is ex- 
pected tonight (Thursday) at the 
water board meeting behind the 
Sterrett post office. She said she 
doesn’t blame customers for be- 
ing mad, either. 

‘*And another thing,’’ she told 
the Reporter Tuesday evening, 
‘tas long as this water business 
has been in circulation, to my 
knowledge this water board has 
never been audited or has never 
given an annual report, as it’s re-

quired in the by-laws to do. It’s 
high time someone knew what 


‘was going on.”’ 


Until the water system is back 
to normal, customers like Johnny 
and Pam Doss will have to find 
H20 elsewhere. 

‘“We’ve been toting water from 
the spring at Calcis. We have to 
go nearly every day,’”’ said Mrs. 
Doss. ‘‘We use five-gallon 
buckets, the ice cooler, jars-- 
anything that’s empty.”’ 

She said their residence, which 
is at the same level as the system’s 
storage tank, has not had water 
for a week. 

“If it rains Wednesday, I’m 
putting all our buckets outside,”’ 
she added. 

Joe Downey, director of the 
water supply program for the 
department of environmental 
management, told the Reporter 
Monday from Montgomery that 
a good rain would be one of a 
number of relief valves to the 
Sterrett-Vandiver water turmoil. 
He said the area had not received 
rain in at least 30 days. 

The dry spell has dropped the 
underground water table, causing 


the pump to stir up mud at full 


power. To kéep more mud out of 
the tank, Downey said Kelley cut 


back the pumping capacity. 

This, however, makes the near- 
ly empty storage tank all the 
slower to refill. 

Another problem, pointed out 
by Downey and former water 
board chairman Henderson is 
that the system has too many 
customers for the size of its water 
supply. 

But Henderson said the well 
has been held up by the recent 
power company strike. Also, 
before the 1,000 feet of line can 
be laid from the new well to the 
present lines, the well has to run 
long enough to settle the mud and 
allow health department test. 

Henderson said he resigned his 
position because it was taking 
considerable time from his real 
estate business. 

‘*My situation didn’t just occur 
last week,’’ he said. ‘‘And there 

was no argument between me 
and any board member.”’ 

Evelyn Johnson said she was 
miffed that she had not been of- 
fically notified when Henderson 
resigned, and felt like board 
members were going behind her 
back on several matters. 

The Reporter tried to contact 
Johnny Howard before news 
deadline, but Howard was haul-

No changes in knifing 


No charges are expected 
against a Harpersville man in- 
volved in the stabbing death of 
his brother. The case was 
presented to the grand jury last 
week, but no grounds for an in- 
dictment were found, according 
to district attorney Billy Hill. 

Douglas Kelley, 20, of 
Harpersville, died of knife 
wounds Thursday, October 21. 
His brother, 22-year old Lee An- 
drew Kelley was held for ques- 
tioning in connection with stabb- 
ing, according to reports from 
chief deputy investigator Reed 
Smith and Harpersville police 
chief Aubrey Perrigan. 

Smith said that the brothers 
apparently got into a ‘‘tussle’’ 
and Douglas was cut. He was 
taken to Sylacauga Hospital and 
died a short time later. According 
to witnesses, it ‘‘appears that the 
one that’ got stabbed is the one 
that drew the knife,’’ Smith said. 

Thirteen thefts, four burglaries 
and two prowler reports are 
among other investigations listed 
on the sheriff’s daily blotter for 
the two weeks ending October 28. 

Burglaries: A gun was reported 
stolen during an October 21 
burglary of a Route 1, Sterrett 
residence. Nothing was found 
missing following an October 17 
burglary of Inverness County 
Club.

budget tabled for missing items

The City of Calera still does 
not have a new council member 
to replace Bob’ Loftin. 


Monday night, an effort to fill 
the vacancy failed when a vote on 
three nominees did not produce a 
clear winner. 


Loftin resigned his post last 
month to take a position with 
Liberty National Insurance Com- 
pany. 


Nominees for a new council 
member were: 

Calera fire chief James Miles, 
Calera businessman Larry Farris 
and former Calera Mayor Arthur 
Davis. 

Miles was nominated by coun- 
cilman W. B. Watts; Farris was 
nominated by Roy Hadaway; and 
Davis was nominated by Jeff 
Pilgreen. 

Miles received a vote from 
Watts; Farris received votes from 
Hadaway and Doug LeSueuwr; 
and Davis received votes from 
Mayor Carl Prichard and Jeff 
Pilgreen. 


Capital Outlay 

Another action wich failed to 
receive approval was a capital 
outlay budget for the city, sub- 
mitted by Hadaway. 

The budget submitted was for 
$85,900. However, it did not in- 
clude items Hadaway said were 
never ‘finalized’, the matter was 
tabled. 

Watts, Prichard and Pilgreen 
voted in favor of tabling the mat- 
ter while Hadaway and LeSueur 
were opposed. 

When asked what items were 
left out, Prichard said, ‘‘There 
were many items too complex to 
comment on.”’ 

He said that he did not believe 
the budget by Hadaway was an 
attempt to kill those items. 


Hay 
A purchase order was approv- 
ed, over objection, for 


maintenance supervisor David 
Jones so that hay could be used 
to prevent erosion on Pilgreen 
drive. . 

Hadaway and LeSueur. were 
opposed to the measure because 
they claimed money had not been 
appropriated. Also, Hadaway 
argued that the item had not 
come before council. 

Prichard argued that what the 
city did was prudent and right. 
He indicated that Hadaway and 
LeSueur were tying the city’s 
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hands so that it could not handle 
its business. 

In other action: 

The council agreed to cover a 
ditch off Highway 25 near the in- 
tersection of 16th Street if pro- 
perty owner Buster Killingsworth 
will purchase the necessary pipe. 

The ditch is a major drainage 
location for the city but it is off 
the highway right of way. 

It was agreed that the city will 
take care of problems caused for 
the Northside Baptist Church 
parking lot by city work on water 
and gas lines adjacent to the pro- 
perty. 

With the condition of approval 
by the city attorney, the council 
agreed to pay Midland Insurance 
Company $1,000 in fees for its 
legal liability coverage. 

John Richard Brasher sued the 
city for assault in a court case 
which the city won. However, the 
insurance coverage held by the ci- 
ty for such cases was $1,000 
deductible. 

The council agreed to remove 
concrete and a utility pole in 
front of a house owned by 
Hubert Beasley at the location of 
the 18th Street relocation project 
on Pilgreen Drive. 

Hugh Morrison and Ronnie 
Walton received confirmation as 
members of the Calera Rescue 
Unit. The two men are now 
qualified as EMT I’s. 

Maintenance supervisor Jones 
was granted approval to advertise 
for a Class II employee for the ci- 
ty’s street department. 

City Clerk Lemoyne Payton 
was granted approval to attend a 
municipal management institute. 

Prichard reported that the city 
will receive only $61,273 in ad 
valorem taxes. He said, ‘‘That 
will not run one of our depart- 
ments.” 


The council agreed to meet 
with the Calera Industrial Board 
to discuss allocating funds for the 
purchase of property from the in- 


‘terest Calera will receive on a 
$220,751 expansion loan to Abex | 


Corporation over the next five 
years. 

James Carden, secretary of the 
industrial board asked for the 
money so that the city could buy 
land to qualify for the state’s 
prepared cities program. 

A second request for a $500 in- 
crease in allocation to the Coun- 
cil on Alcoholism for its drunk 
driver’s program by Eason Mit- 
chell was denied. The reason 
given was that the city’s budget 
had already been made. 

Prichard was granted approval 
to discuss widening of the 17th 
Avenue railroad crossing with 
railroad officials. 

He was also granted permis- 
sion to begin efforts to find a 
fiscal agent as a consultant for 
the city’s sewer project. 

Hadaway reported that bids 
will be open for that project on 
December 6.

Fob reflects on four years

As you read this, the people of 
Alabama will have decided the 
direction state government will 
take in the next four years. The 
great people of this state have 
elected a new governor. 

Before I continue I would like 
to express my deep and sincere 
appreciation to the people of 
Alabama for allowing me to serve 
as governor for almost four years 
now. It has been a truly gratify- 
ing experience and one that I 
would not trade for anything. 

I hope that as you look back 
over my administration you will 
see fundamental change that has 
set the stage for a new and better 
Alabama in the years ahead. But 
as I have stated many times 
before, you elected me to serve as 
your governor until the term ex- 
pires in January. Until that time I 


- will be working diligently to wrap 


up the affairs of this administra- 
tion and to achieve the goals we 
set several years ago. 

Though I feel it important to 
continue working to meet the 
problems that face Alabama in 
my last days of state service, I 
also feel it important to insure an 
efficient transition from my ad- 
ministration to the new ad- 
ministration. During the coming 
weeks we will be working with the 
governor-elect and members of 
his administration to insure an 
orderly transition of informa- 
tion, programs and services. 


The Alabama Scene 


By early December we expect 
to have several members of the 
new administration’s staff work- 
ing with us daily at the Capitol. 
This is necessary so the new 
governor can assume office in 
January and never falter as we 
leave office. 

When I took office in 1979, I 
had three major goals set for this 
administration. One was my 
‘“‘War on Illiteracy.”’ Under this 
program the students in each 
grade all over the state have been 
tested annually to allow us to in- 
vestigate the deficiencies in 
primary grades of education. 
Through the work of dedicated 
superintendents, principals and 
teachers, I believe we have 
achieved much through this pro- 
gram. In my opinion, if a child 
does not have the basic skills in 
reading, writing and arithmetic, 
he or she will always have dif- 
ficulty in obtaining and holding a 
good job, making decisions that 
adults must make, and conse- 
quently would never be a free 
citizen. 


Secondly, I felt it was time to 
eliminate any lasting influences 
of discrimination to help us to 
move Alabama ahead in the 
future. In order to achieve that 
goal we have appointed 
minorities in positions at the 
county level on boards of 
registrars through the court 
system and up through the 


Supreme Court, with the first 
black appointment to that high 
court in this century. 

I also wanted to insure that the 
women of this state had the op- 
portunity to serve in this ad- 
ministration and to serve the peo- 
ple of Alabama through appoint- 
ments to various cabinet posi- 
tions. I am proud to say that dur- 
ing my administration I have had 
no less than eight women in ma- 


jor cabinet positions and 
numerous women in the 
judiciary. 


And lastly, I have insisted that 
state government be candid, 
honest, open, and willing to 
make the hard decisions, no mat- 
ter how unpopular those deci- 
sions may be. 

Through the legislative process 
I have sought and obtained many 
major reforms in state govern- 
ment. But there are changes yet 
to come. I-Sincerely hope that 
you, the citizens of this state, will 
expect as much from your new 
governor and administration as 
you have from me. 

The State of Alabama has a 
great future, and each and every 
one of you have a vital role to 
play in that future. In my In- 
augural Address of January 15, 
1979, I said: 

“Our children cannot seek 
their own destinies without 
literacy. Our children cannot be 
free without literacy. We must 
have literacy and by the grace of 


God, we shall have literacy. 

‘‘Any government that places 
the yoke of debt upon its young 
adulthood borders on tyranny. 
Any government that tolerates 
erosion of the hard-earned, well- 
deserved retirement income of its 
elderly is immoral. Any govern- 
ment that does not hold sacred 
tax dollars taken from the labor 
of its citizenship is dishonest. 

**] shall launch a frontal attack 
upon these injustices within the 
borders of Alabama, and I shall 
battle those forces beyond our 
borders that insist upon the 
economic strangulation of our 
people. 

“On this day, the birthday of 
Martin Luther King, Jr., I claim 
for all Alabamians a ‘‘New 
Beginning”’ free from racism and 
discrimination. Let us bury 
forever the negative prejudices of 
the past. The same standards of 
justice, responsibility and reward 
are for one and all. I stand on this 
commitment without equivoca- 
tion. So be it. 

“It is then we have a New 
Beginning. It is time.’’ 

I pledged to you the best to this 
end in 1979, and I have never 
waivered. Thank you again for 
this great honor to serve you as 
your governor for four years. I 
shall forever be humbled by it. 

To the people of Alabama, 
thank you. To the new governor, 
my congratulations and very best 
wishes for your administration.

Vet Day symbolizes lives lost for freedom 


By changing one word in a 
28-year old resolution, the United 
States Congress renamed the day 
this Nation had traditionally set 
aside for honoring its war 
veterans. 

On June 1, 1954 Congress 
changed Armistice Day to 
‘‘Veterans Day’’. Additional 
significance was added to 
Veterans Day in 1958, when two 
more unidentified American War 
dead were brought to Arlington 
Cemetery from overseas and in- 
terred beside the World War I 
Soldier. One was killed in World 
War II, the other in Korea. 

To honor the three, symbolic 
of all Americans who gave their 
lives, a U.S. Army honor guard 


keeps day and night vigil. The 
tribute honors the more than 1 
million who have died in all U.S. 
wars. This includes the 4,000 who 
died during the American 
Revolution and the more then 
50,000 who died in the Vietnam 
war. 

Fighting in World War I ended 
-at 11 a.m. on November 11, 
1918. Two years later, France 
and England chose November 11, 
then known universally as Ar- 
mistice Day, as the time for plac- 
ing an unknown soldier of that 
war in each nation’s highest place 
of honor. France chose the Arc 
de Triumph. England selected 
Westminster Abbey. 

The following year, an 


American soldier whose named 
was ‘‘known only to God’”’ was 
buried at Arlington National 
Cemetery. In 1926, Armistice 
Day was made the official name 
for November 11. Twelve years 
later, in 1938, another Congres- 
sional resolution made the date a 
national holiday. 

If the idealistic hope had been 
realized that World War I was 
“the war to end all wars,”’ 
November 11 might still be called 
Armistice Day. But only two 
years after the holiday was pro- 
claimed, World War II broke out 
in Europe and shattered that 
dream. Sixteen and a half million 
Americans took part. Four hun- 
dred six thousand died. The 


families and friends of these dead 
longed for a way to honor their 
memory. The resolution in- 
troduced in 1954 provided the 
answer. 

When President Eisenhower 
signed the bill proclaiming 
November 11 Veterans Day, he 
called for Americans everywhere 
to rededicate themselves to the 
cause of peace. The Nation’s 
tribute to its war dead is sym- 
bolized by the laying of a 
Presidential wreath at the Tomb 
of the Unknown Soldier in Arl- 
ington National Cemetery.

But the two young men have 
never met since Pruett’s parents, 
who were missionaries at the 
time, moved back to the United 
States in 1964. That was the year 
Garvik was born. 

However, fate, in the form of

Although he had already 
finished school in Norway, Gar- 
vik is taking classes at Chelsea to 
comply with the academic aspect 
of his exchange program. 

‘*We only go to school nine 
years in Norway,”’Garvik explain- 
ed. So after completing his 
studies, Garvik said that he had 
joined an agricultural program. 

Even though he had taken 
English in his Norwegian school, 
Garvik admitted he had difficulty 
communicating when he first ar- 
rived. 

However, the language barrier 
was easily surmounted in his 
case, since the Pruetts speak 
Norwegian. 

And his daily classes and 
association with Chelsea students 
hastened his ability to speak and 
understand.

the Norwegian youth in their 
home had brought back fond 
memories of the four years they 
had spent in his native land. 

Pruett is now minister of the 
Church of Christ in Columbiana. 

Talking about the differences 
in the customs here and in his 
country, Garvik said that in Nor- 
way, young people usually go out 
in groups rather than pairing off. 

He also mentioned his surprise 
that the majority of families here 
have two cars. With the well 
developed transportation system 
in Norway, every location is easi- 
ly accesible by bus, rail or plane, 
he reported. 

The youngest of seven 
children, Garvik and his family 
live in the village of Syfteland, 
near Bergen. 

Since it’s close to the coast and 
the Gulf stream, it doesn’t get as 
cold there as it does in some parts 
of Norway. 

**They don’t have such varia- 
tions in temperature as we have 
here,’’ Pruett explained. ‘‘When 
it gets cold, it stays cold,’’ he 
said. 


Even though the change to 


Daylight Savings time will 
shorten the daylight in the after- 
noon here, Pruett said that in 
Norway, darkness descends at 
3:30 p.m. by the end of the year. 

However, in the summer mon- 
ths, he noted, the daylight stret- 
ches into the evening. And on the 
longest day of the year, the sun is 
still shining at midnight in the 
northernmost part of the coun- 
try, he added.

But weapon Demetrius 
‘*Meat’’ Threatt proved to be just 
as awesome as he has all year 
long. In 21 carries The Meat 
hacked away 133 Vincent hash 
marks and scored four 
touchdowns.

Thompson’s Lady Warriors 
claimed their second straight 
state 3-A volleyball champion- 
ship Saturday in Montgomery.

Adding to the honor was the 
naming of senior hitter Ashley 
Sargent and junior setter-hitter 
Janiece Scoggins to the All-state 
3-A Volleyball Team. 

For six-year veteran Lynn 
Rushing, the 1982 Lady Warriors 
make the third team she has 
coached to a state title in four 
years. And in 1977, her girls 
finished state runners-up. 

Rushing said that finishing #1 
in 1981 with a team full of juniors 
created pressure for an encore 
performance at the tourney this 
year. Although the ’82 team isn’t 
the best bunch of athletes. she’s 


ever coached, Rushing insists that 
they are the most dedicated. 

“Some of these girls aren’t 
really that naturally gifted in 
athletics,’’ Rushing told the 
Reporter, ‘‘but because they’re 
so dedicated, they made 
themselves good.”’ 

Make that ‘‘great.’’ 

Rushing said their 54-5 record 
is the most wins a THS volleyball 
crew has ever collected, which 
says a lot for the traditionally 
strong school. 

In round-robin pool play Fri- 
day, Thompson handily bumped 
off Haleyville, Eufaula and Hill 
Crest. 

Saturday in quarter- final play, 
the Lady Warriors iced Jackson- 
ville, then downed Hazel Green 
in the semi-finals. The champion-

but in three games Thompson 
beat Hazel Green again in the 
finals.

Trees priced as low as 1-% 
cents each in lots of 500 or more 
are still available from the 
Alabama Forestry Commission 
nurseries. 

State nurseries annually pro- 
duce over 70 million tree seedl- 
ings and usually cannot fill the 
demand. This year seems to be 
different. Orders have been slow- 
ly coming in. Approximately 20 
million trees will go to waste if 
not ordered soon, says Forester 
Lee Laechelt of Helena. 

Shade Trees. - 
Some of the seedlings would be 


suitable to plant for future shade 
and beauty around homes and in 
vacant lots in town.

Sticking with it pays 


Working with an ornery steer 
can be exasperating. But the 17 
Shelby County young people who 
show their steers know that per- 
sistence pays off. 

According to Montevallo High 
School ag teacher Tony Berry, 28 
steers are being shown this year 
by 4-H and FFA members. 

Besides working with their 
animals each day, teaching them 
to lead, the young people must 
also get the required weight on 
the steer at each stage of growth. 

The ideal finished weight of a 
steer, Berry noted, is around 
1,250 pounds. 

In teaching a particularly stub- 
born steer to lead, the animal is 
usually coupled with a donkey to 
make it more tractable. 

Another method, which was 
used by the owner of an un- 
cooperative animal last year, was 
to tie the steer to a tractor driven 
by her father while she walked 
alongside holding the leadrope. 

One of the steers being shown 
this year belongs to Jessica Ann 
Eisenberg. While she works with 
the animal in leading each day, 
she uses the long cement 
driveway of her home which 
helps to trim the steer’s feet. 

She also works on hilly ground 
to firm the steer’s muscles. 

Another reason for the daily 
exercise is to increase 


the 
animal’s appetite. The average 


feed ration is 20 pounds per day 
with a daily weight gain of ap- 
proximately 44% pounds. 
Grooming is another integral 
part of getting ready to show. 
And that involves getting the 
steers accustomed to being wash- 


ed, brushed, sprayed and dried

with a hair dryer. 

The young people have shown 
their animals at the Shelby Coun- 
ty Fair, the Alabama State Fair in 
Birmingham and the Central 
Alabama Fair in Selma. 

Their next event will be an 
Auburn show in December.

Robbers hit Pelham shoe store

A Pelham shoe store was robb- 
ed at gun point Sunday after- 
noon. The manager was left 
bound and gagged --but unharm- 
ed -- in the stockroom. 

Police are searching for two 

_ black men who made off with an 
undisclosed amount of money 
and two pair of children’s basket- 
ball shoes. At least one of the 
suspects is also being sought for 
questioning in connection with 
two similar shoe shop holdups. 

Pic n’ Pay manager Ron 
Cherry said four customers were 
in the Pelham Mart store Sunday 
about 4:15 when the two men 
entered and started asking ques- 
tions about some shoes. 

In the right rear corner of the 
store, Cherry said the tall man 
pulled a small, blue steel pistol 
from a handbag. The man told 
him to go to the front, bag up the 
money from the register and two 
pair of basketball shoes, leave the 


bag, and return to the rear of the 
store. 

“This has got to be joke!’’ 
Cherry remembered thinking. ‘But 
then I looked at the pistol and 
decided it had to be real. I wasn’t 
in the mood to get shot over it, so 
I went up front and did like he 
said,”’ : 

Other customers in the store 
apparently were unaware the rob- 
bery was occuring. Cherry told 
the Reporter he kept quiet 
‘*because I didn’t want anybody 
to get shot.’’ 

Cherry and Pelham in- 
vestigators would not disclose the 
amount of money stolen, but a 
former employee said it was pro- 
bably less than $100. Cherry did: 
say the basketball shoes were 
high-top leather Cuga, sizes ‘4’ 
and ‘44%,’ valued at $28.97 per 
pair. 

According to Cherry, the 
shorter suspect had remained in 
the front of the store, near the

Cherry worked with Pelham 
investigator Donnie Guyer on a 
composite drawing of the 
suspects. 

Guyer said the holdup pattern 
and one of the suspects fits the 
description of other Pic n’ Pay 
robberies in the last week and a 
half in Anniston and Jackson- 
ville, Alabama. 

**Until we have them in jail, we 
can’t tell for sure if all three 
holdups are connected,’’ Guyer 
said, ‘‘but it’s certainly looking 
that way.”

Shelby County sheriff’s 
deputies do not want to take a 
voluntary cut in their. working 
hours. 

The request was made on 
behalf of the county commission 
by its attorney because the county 
cannot afford an 11 percent pay 
raise passed by state law for state 
troopers 


The deputies’ answer was 
reported by, the county attorney, 
Monday morning, and it angered 
county commissioners. 

The attorney said that Sheriff 
Buddy Glasgow, Commission 
Chairman Tommy Snowden and 
he met with the deputies recently. 

He stated, deputies were asked 
if they would take the same 
voluntary cutbacks in work time 
that state troopers took when the 
state could not afford an 11 per-

deputies) said they wanted to wait

as far as making any voluntary 
reduction in hours until after the 
first of the year.’’ 

He stated the deputies assured 
him ‘‘If the shortage in revenues 
proves true, the problem would 
be resolved.’’

The attorney pointed out that 
the deputies were firm in the deci- 
sion even though they were told 
that reductions may be more 
severe at the first of the year than 
now, 

He said, ‘‘We had a copy of 
the voluntary statement troopers 
were asked to sign, cutting one 
day from each pay period.” 

The attorney advised commis- 
sioners to bring the personnel 
board up to date on their situa- 
tion so that a spirit of coopera- 
tion could be established in the 
event the county had to take ac- 
tions regarding personnel. 

Murphy stated, ‘‘I got the 
distinct feeling the deputies based 
their decision on the fact the state 
is on proration. They expect the 
county to go on proration, which 
would effect all departments.”’ 

Snowden suggested that the 


personnel board be given a 
breakdown of the county’s 
budget. 


Murphy responded, ‘‘I don’t 
believe voters want the personnel 
board or the sheriff’s department 
to control this county’s budget. 
That’s our job.”’ 

He added about the law which 


links deputies pay to that of state 


‘*Hey buddy -- can you spare 
$84,352?” 

It’s a tall order, but that’s the 
amount the Shelby United Way 
Drive is trying to drum up this 
week. 

Last Friday was the deadline 
for the annual drive, the day 
chairman Carl Grimes had to an- 
nounce that the goal of $274,588 
had been reached. 

However, only $190,236, or 
69.3% of that goal had been 
realized by then, so the deadline 
has, of necessity, been extended 
another week. : 

In the overall Shelby- 
Jefferson-Walker area, 94.4% 
of a $9 million goal was reached. 

Grimes said there was little 
question that Shelby County was 
behind in its share. ‘‘We’re not 
where we wanted to be at this 
point, by a long shot,”’ he said.

He said that the county 
could not reduce the salaries of 
deputies, and minimum numbers 
are seit by law. But he said the 
county did have control of other 
areas.

The increase had been promis- 
ed but a misunderstanding of 
details caused it to be left out in 
the county’s official approval.

Denton Bill passes 


The Amerasian Children’s Bill, 
introduced in the Senate by 
Senator Jeremiah Den- 
ton(R-Alabama), was signed into 
law by President Reagan at a 
white house ceremony on Oc- 
tober 22. 

The new law gives improved 
immigration status to children 
abandoned by their U.S. fathers 
in five Asian countries. 

Said Denton, ‘This law gives 
these children of Americans the 
benefit of their birthright.”’ 

“Our nation has a moral 
responsibility to these children. 
Unfortunately, the U.S. has in 
the past made no provision to 
take responsibility for the in- 
evitable offspring of U.S. citizens 
stationed or fighting overseas. 
Most European nations give the 
illegitimate children of a citizen 
and native the right to choose 
citizenship in the land of the 
father.”’ 

In Asia, the half-American 
children and young adults are 
subject to unremitting social 
discrimination because Asian 
cultures resist assimilating 
children ‘of mixed parentage.

The courthouse hours change 
was actually a compromise on the

His original motion was to in- 
stall a time clock in the cour- 
thouse for employees; to extend 
the working hours until 4:30 P. m.

ches a time card for any other 
ee. * > 

Morris told fellow commis- 
sioners, ‘‘I’ve seen them 
(courthouse personnel) shopp- 
ing... taking an hour and a half 
for lunch... 

**] know people are not work- 
ing like they should.”’ 

Commissioner Don Murphy 
asked if Morris was speaking of 
few incidents or gross abuse of 
lunch time. 

Morris responded, ‘‘I’m talk- 
ing about the whole operation 
here.” 

Commissioner Harold Daven- 
port suggested that the cour- 
thouse hours be changed to in- 
clude 30 minutes for lunch and to 
send a letter warning that a time 
clock may be installed. 

Morris asked that his motion 
be voted upon. That motion 
received positive votes from Morris 


and Commissioner Alpha Lowe

and negative votes from Murphy 
and Davenport. Commission 
Chairman Tommy Snowden 
broke the tie with a no vote. 


Morris then moved to adopt a 
motion based upon Davenport’s 
suggestion which passed without 
objection. 

Ken Roberson of the cour- 
thouse data processing center 
asked what he would do if 
employees asked to be paid for 
the extra 30 minutes. 

Morris responded, ‘‘That’s the 
problem. They are working 7 and 
a half hours and getting paid for 
eight.’” 

In previous discussion, Bill 
Tucker of the county civil defense 
objected to the time clock idea 
and Snowden commented that 
things were working well as they 
were. 

Murphy was in favor of a time 
clock if it applied to all county 
personnel, not just those in the 
courthouse.

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Helena students sling mud 
as they learn about pottery 


Helena Elementary School 
children made a mess of 
themselves Friday, but learned in 
the process. 

Sheila Horn’s third grade class 
learned about Indians and the 
process of pottery making by do- 
ing from Dr. Creighton Alex- 
ander of UAB’s department of 
industrial arts. 

Alexander began as any 
teacher would, by- going to the 
blackboard. But instead of 
writing 15 x 2. or 40 divided by 
10, he drew a cut-away picture of 
a clay pot. 

The professor explained how 
the children would take a slice of 
clay and mold it into a ball. He 
then told them that they would 
stick their thumb into the gooey 
substance and pinch the edges un- 
til a vessel or pot was made. 

-When the process began, the 
children squealed with laughter at 
the mess the clay made of their 
desk tops, their hands and their 


_ faces. 


Alexander explained that In- 
dians used regular clay unlike the 
pottery clay used today and that 
they learned that food and water 
could be kept much longer in clay 
pots than they could in the open. 

He further explained that the 
Indians discovered something by 
accidently dropping one of their 
pots into a fire. That was that 
pots baked in a fire were much 
harder and more durable than 
those dried in the sun. 

Alexander stated that the In- 
dians learned to put their pottery 
into a circle and build a fire 
around it, which was the basis for 
ceramic kilns or furnaces used to- 
day. 

The children were delighted 
when they learned that Alexander 
would fire their pottery in his lab. 

They also showed excitement 
when he told them they would be 
able to paint their pots with a 
solution of ground glass to make 
them slick when he baked them 
again. 

He told them that the process 


was known as urezine.

But the children became the 
most excited when the professor 
told them they would be able to 
take their ceramic works home. 

The children also learned 
something about art. That is that 
they could be creative and that 
their pots did not have to look 
alike. 

Alexander told the youngsters, 
**‘Do what you like. You are not 
all the same. Don’t make your 
pot look like your neighbor’s.”’ 

The professor told the 
Reporter that he periodically goes 
to elementary schools to teach for 
his former students, such as 
Horn. 

When asked why he did it, Dr. 
Alexander said, ‘‘It helps the 
children learn a little bit about 
the crafts process, gives them a 
medium to work with and do 
BRC?

He said, ‘‘Many students don’t 
have an opportunity to do these 
things because budget crunches 
cut out school art first.”’

Once upon a yesteryear there 
was a place called Boothton. 
It was actually a company 


owned mining camp, and sprung - 


up in 1915, spawned by the cor- 
porate search for coal beneath 
the rolling hills of western Shelby 
County. Boothton thrived for 35 
on the business of mining coal. 

But in 1950, the four mines 
there were closed. 


No mines, no jobs. No reason 
for hundreds of coaling families 
to stay. So they packed up and 
moved to other places, other 
jobs, other lives. 

The houses, offices, stores, 
ball field -- all were abruptly 
deserted. Lighted windows went 
dark. Homes that once rang with 
evening talk and laughter went 
silent. In short order Boothton 
became a ghost town, as dark and 
quiet as its abandoned mine 
shafts in the bowles of the earth. 


To get to Boothton today, 
drive west on county highway 10 
from Montevallo, through 
Aldrich and Pea Ridge, and when 
you reach the old Anita train 
crossing near the Bibb County 
line, you’re there. 

But Boothton’s not. 

Even the physical ghosts are 
gone. The houses were sold and 
moved away. What remained was 
later razed by strip mining. On 
the barren hills, in the remaining 
woods, you can’t find enough left 
of the old place to kindle a camp- 
fire. 

Boothton exists today only in 
the memories of its former 
residents. There’s coal in their 
blood, and a strong, invisible 
bond that keeps those memories 
alive by drawing them and their 
descendents together for annual 
Boothton Day reunions. 


This year marked the 25th such 
reunion. Nearly 100 folks 
gathered for the occasion under 
the “‘hanging tree’ at highways 
251 and 10. There may not have 
been much to see, but there was 
plenty to hear: Hamilton, Her- 
man, and Mildred Stone, 
Maurine Birchfield, Alfred Gen- 
try, Steve and Glennice Smither- 
man, Royal Scott, Luther Jor- 
dan, and many others. 

They told the Boothton story... 


Haul sixteen tons, 
what do you get? 

A lot of memories 
of a place like this: 


Before Boothton, there was 
Boothtown. It wasn’t ever as big 
as Boothton, but it did boast a 
privately owned store and a 
number of privately owned 
homes. And it did outlast 
Boothton. But today 
Boothtown’s only a few houses 
scattered along highway 251 bet- 
ween “‘the hanging tree’’ and the 
crumpled slab crossing at the 
Cahaba River. 

One story has it that 
Boothtown was founded by a 
Doc Booth who stowed away on 
a ship from Europe and 
eventually--via Tuscaloosa-- 
ended up in western Shelby 
County. But the actual origin of 
Boothtown may be lost to time. 

One thing’s for certain: the 
Booths and many of the early set- 
tlers in the area came for coal. 


George Peter, a Pennsylvania 
entrepreneur, came to Maylene in 
the early 1900’s for the same 
reason. The owner of Southern 
Coal and Coke Company, he 
leased a large tract of land near 
Boothtown from the Tennessee 
Coal & Iron Company, and in 
1915 set about building a new 
mining camp and mines there. 

His timber crews cleared the 
land with rapid efficiency. Soon 
there was nothing left of the 
woods but burning tree stumps. 


Peter visited the project and the ~ 


men told him they’d dubbed the 

place ‘‘Blazing Stumps.’’ 
No way. 

- An iron-willed businessman, 
Peter not only said ‘‘no’’ to Blaz- 
ing Stumps, but decreed that it 
never again be called by that 
name. Glancing figuratively over 
his shoulder at the community 
across the road, Peter said his 
camp would be called Boothton, 
and that was that.

strong sense of closeness in the 
community. 

The company operated a com- 
missary where one stop did it all: 
dry goods, groceries, meats, even 
coffins were available. Usually, 
shoppers saw a neighbor or two 
at the commissary. 

Boothites also saw neighbors at 
the ice house drink stand on hot 
Saturdays. Neighbors also got to 
know each other from toiling 
together over coal soiled clothes 
at the boilers and scrub boards in 
the wash sheds. 


The Cahaba River was only a 
couple of miles down the road. 
However, except as a place to 
swim, fish, or maybe go courting, 
it played only a small part in daily 
Boothton life. 

The five teachers at the two- 
story schoolhouse * prepped 
students for Montevallo High. 
There was only one church, so 
the Baptists and Methodists 
shared. 

The camp consisted of 200-300 
houses (the count varies, depen- 
ding on who’s remembering). 
Four separate housing areas were 
set up for blacks. Most houses 
didn’t have over four bedrooms, 
and you could rent a three- 
bedroom house for $7.50 a 
month. Neighbors shared com- 
munity wells which had buckets 
that poured into wooden troughs. 

A company doctor kept an of- 
fice in the ‘‘business district,”’’ 
and miners were cut $3 per month 
for family medical coverage. 


Boss Peter lived nearby in a 
stately, two-story house, and cut 
a stately figure as he walked to 
the general offices in the morn- 
ings. . ; 
At the post office, barber 
shop, and train station, there was 
no mention of Blazing Stumps. 
This was Boothton, Alabama, 
and everybody was in it together. 


The community‘center, hub of 
town activities, also served to br-. 
ing neighbors together. Movies 
and community plays were 
always big drawing cards. 

_ “Apple Night”’ was another at- 

traction. These were monthly 
‘company meetings with enter- 
tainment programs. The com- 
pany gave an apple to those who 
came, or sometimes a Dixie cup 
of ice cream. 

The programs included : girls 
from the ‘‘Angel Farm’’ 
(Alabama College, now the 
University of Montevallo) who 
played violins and such. The at- 
tempt at culture was fine, but 
violins often met mixed reviews 
from men who sweated all month 
in stuffy mines 1,200 feet under 
ground. 


The mining work itself also 
brought Boothtonites together. 
During peak operations, some 
$00 employees from Boothton, 
Boothtown, Marvel, Gurnee 
Junction, Middletown, and other 
nearby. communities worked the 
three, and later four mines at 
Boothton

Southern Coal and Coke paid 
(in 1928) $1.25 per day. Pay cuts 
were made for insurance, com- 
missary tabs, and rent. Miners 
also paid 50 cents a month for 
bath house privileges so they 
could scrub the coal dust from 
their pores, and 10 cents a day for 
the mining lamps they used to 
help pick their way through the 
dark shafts. 


At one time, Boothton had the 
largest payroll in Shelby County. 


The bi-weekly $90,000 came into. 


camp under the eyes of shotgun 
toting guards. : ‘ 

Unions helped draw people 
together in the early ’30’s, as did 
tough times during the Great 
Depression. People had to stick 
together. 


Then, in the mid-1940’s, Peter 
sold the mines and camp to D.A. 
Thomas. The name changed to 
Boothton Coal Mining Com- 
pany, but that didn’t last long. 


A long, nationwide strike 
resulted in miners’ pay eventually 
going to $16 a day. The strike 
may have helped pull miners even 
closer together, but many 
marginally profitable mines in 
Alabama subsequently shut 
down. Thomas followed suit and 
closed the Boothton operation in 
1950. 

TCI, who owned the land, 
wanted all buildings removed. 

That was that. , 


Miners packed their families, 
packed their belongings. They 
left Boothton behind, and with it, 
a big part of their lives. 

But apparently, what was left 
behind was so big, and the people 
who had shared that time and 
place had been drawn so close 
together, that even closing the 
mines could not erase Boothton 
completely. 

In 1957 the late Myrtle Terrell 
and others organized the first 
Boothton Day reunion. A tradi- 
tion was sparked. 


Four-hundred and seven peo- 
ple showed up at the old town site 
for the first Boothton Day. As 
the years passed, time whittled 
the crowd sizes, but even after 25 
years, nearly 100 people attended 
the reunion on October 3. 

They met beneath the old 
‘**hanging tree’’ and talked about 
how it got its name, about the 


1943 prank pulled by Clyde - 


Allen, Junior Brasher and others. 
(On Halloween night, they slide a 
sling on a stray mule known as 
Ol’ 99,” hoisted him up the 
. tree, and left.) 

They also relived tales of the 
mines, the school, Apple Nights, 
the Angel Farm, baseball teams, 
George Peter -- a thousand 
memories came to light. 

They saw friends and 
neighbors from Boothton’s boom 
days. They-ate tables of good 
food, shared yellowing 
photographs, learned who died 
and who had new grandchildren: 


They even put up with the guy 
from the newspaper who asked 
questions with food in his mouth. 


Next year, those left will come 
again to Boothton and revisit 
yesteryear in their minds. 

And so what if there’s nothing 
physical left of the old town? 

Boothton lives today -- as sure- 
ly as the people who once shared 
their lives there.

The 158-pound guard probably 
could claim the title of 
**Montevallo’s most athletic 


family’ for her clan if she 
wanted to. While Lessie 
demonstrates her superb 


quickness and strength under 
Glass’s critical eye, baby brother 
Howard Jr. has just finished 
dazzling MHS Bulldog fans with 
his uncanny ability to find open 
receivers while a ton or so of 
bruising linemen bear down on 
him. 

A little brother started high 
school this year and is expected to 
play basketball, she said. ‘‘My 
mother and father met when they 
were going to Prentice High 
School (now Montevallo Middle 
School),’’ Gaddis explained. 
‘‘They both played basketball 
and ran track’’...of course. 

Glass said that she is looking at 
Perkins first as a forward and 
secondly as a center. 

“IT really am looking more to 
her for next year than this year. 
That isn’t to say I don’t think 
she’ll help us this year.’’ 

*‘She’ll help us just by being on 
the team. She has good moves 
and handles her body well, but 
she just needs real game ex- 
perience. I’m trying to work her 
into the post position, but she 
doesn’t have the strength right 
now for the bumping and 
pushing under the basket. This is 
supposed to be a non-contact 
sport, but...”’ 

Perkins said that she has been 
working to add some more mus- 
cle to her 134-pound frame. ‘‘I’ve 
been doing a lot of running, a lot 
of conditioning. I’m in a lot bet- 
ter physical shape than when the 
high school season started last 
year. I have a lot more con- 
fidence in myself.’’ 

Next year, Glass said, she ex- 
pects Perkins to be ‘‘a strong in- 
side player.’’ 

Gaddis came, of course, with 
all those athletic genes.. 
going to help us as a guard and 
small forward,’’ Glass said. ‘‘Her 
speed and her jumping ability are 
strong assets. With refining, 
she’ll be a strong ball player. 

“*Lessie has been used to being 
a strong shooter in high school. 
I’m looking at her not so much 
for shooting, but defense and ball 
handling. Also, we changed her 
shot.”’ 

Glass said that Gaddis, 
bacause she was quicker and a

better jumper than most high 
school players, kept scoring with 
a two-handed set shot. ‘‘We 
changed that to a one-handed 
jump shot. The other shot was 
flat, straight like a bullet. This 
shot has more arc.’’ 

Learning it, the coach and 
Gaddis explained, helps the 
relatively short player get up and 
over the taller opponents she’ll 
face in college play. 

**I can jump, and I think that 
makes up for my height,’’ Gaddis 
said. ‘‘I don’t know what I’d do 
if I couldn’t jump.”’ 

Both freshmen brought 
armloads of high school honors 
with them to the university. 
Perkins was All-County, All 
Tournament, at Montevallo High 
School. She was elected 
‘*friendliest’’ of the 1982 seniors, 
played in the Marching 
Troubadors Band, was vice presi- 
dent of the Drama Club, 
treasurer of the Honor Society 
and a member of the Student 
Council. 

Gaddis was also a two-year 
Honor Society member (only 
juniors and seniors are eligible), 
and was a three-year All-Area 
selection in basketball. She also 
was All-County twice and All- 
Area MVP last year. She earned 
letters in basketball, track and 
volleyball. After finishing fifth in 
the state discus throw, she was 
named 1982 track MVP. Gaddis 
also is listed in Who’s Who 
Among American High School 
Students. 

The transition from 
**Big-duck-little-puddle’’ doesn’t 
bother her, Gaddis said. ‘‘They 
don’t depend on me here as much 
as they did in high school. They 
expected me to bring the ball 
down and then shoot it. Here, I 
concentrate on bringing the ball 
down. 

**I like it now that I am getting 
the idea. The thing about college 
I like is that everybody is good. I 
like measuring myself against 
tougher players. Like that scrim- 
mage (against Stillman)...I 
wasn’t happy with the way I 
played, not happy at all.’’ 

Gaddis grins, then admits that, 
“no, not very often’’ is she happy 
with the way she plays and ‘‘yes’’ 
(emphatically) she is very critical 
of herself and her game.

The 1982 season finally ended 
last Friday for the Wildcats of 
Shelby County.

The loss wasn’t as disappoin- 
ting as it might seem though.

The note on the Wilsonville 
bank door Friday read: ‘‘Closed 
today due to robbery.”’ By Satur- 
day afternoon the note was gone 
and a Shelby County man was in 
jail, facing federal charges for the 
sawed-off shotgun holdup. 

Monday, a second arrest was 
made in the case. 

Billy Joe Montgomery, 54, was 
arrested by sheriff’s investigators 
around noon Saturday. Accor- 
ding to Sheriff Buddy Glasgow, a 
sawed-off .20 gauge shotgun and 
most the stalen money was found 
in the woods behind Mon- 
togmery’s house on highway 333 
south of Chelsea. 

Montgomery was tracked 
down by sheriff’s investigators, 
FBI special agent Cecil Moses, 
and Wilsonville PD Chief Sher- 
man Humphries, Glasgow said. 
Eyewitnesses and watchful area 
residents, as well as pictures from 
a bank camera, were instrumen- 
tal in the quick arrest. 

Wylene Peal, 28, of Colum- 
biana, was arrested Monday in 
connection with the robbery. 

The holdup occurred about 
9:55 Friday morning at the 
Wilsonville branch of the First 
National Bank of Columbiana. 
Sheriff reports and eyewitness ac- 
counts reconstruct the story this 
way: 

A mustachioed man wearing a 
cowboy hat, tan leather sport 
coat, tan pants, and cowboy 
boots, walked into the office car- 
rying a long, white box that ap- 
peared to have cut flowers in it. 

‘*He was walking kind of fast, 
strutting,’’ recalled teller Renee’ 
Lansford, one of four bank 
employees working that morning. 
‘*He asked if Mr. Brasher was in, 
I said ‘‘yes,’’ and he walked on 
back. I thought he knew Mr. 
Brasher.’’ 

Branch manager Edwin 
Brasher was inside his small of- 
fice at the rear of the main room, 
talking with one of three 
customers in the bank at the time. 

‘Rather than stopping and do- 
ing his robbing as he came in, he 
walked into my office and whip- 
ped out his gun (from the flower 
box),’’ Brasher said. ‘‘That’s 
why I thought he was just going 
to shoot me.”’ 

“It was a very harrowing ex- 
perience,’’ Brasher told the 
Reporter. ‘‘I don’t remember 
what I said, but I let him know I 

‘didn’t want to be killed today. 
This would not have been a good 
day to get shot.”’ 

“I was scared,’’ said Greg 
Sims, who was with Brasher in 
the office. ‘‘I’d be crazy not to 
be, It (the shotgun) looked like a 
cannon.”’ 

One teller stayed hidden inside 
the bank vault during the few 
minutes it took the other 


employees to empty their cash 
drawers. Bank officials would 
not disclose the amount stolen, 
except to say that it was ‘‘small.”’

Gregory Thomas and Terry 
Carter apparently saw the 
getaway as they drove up to 
McEwen-Thomas General Store 
next to the bank. 

**He tore out from around the 
side of the bank and missed an 
elderly couple in front of us by 
two or three feet,’’ Thomas told 
the Reporter. ‘‘We started to 
chase him but we saw Edwin 
(Brasher) running from the bank. 
He said the man had a shotgun 
and asked us not to chase him. 
Terry probably could have 
caught him.”’ 

Carter said the man was driv- 
ing a 1977, silver, short-hooded 
Grand Prix. 

**T notice any kind of car,”’ 
Carter said after talking with FBI 
agents. “‘I passed the same guy 
about 9:30 on (highway) 25 -- I 
guess he was coming from Col- 
umbiana.”’ 

Carter said the man left 
Wilsonville, driving north on 
highway 61. 

A few hours later, acting on a 
tip from a resident who had been 
monitoring police radio transmis- 
sions, deputies found the car near 
highway 56, 2.3 miles from the 
bank. The car was stolen 
November 3 from Midfield Auto 
Auction, Glasgow said. 

Another area resident reported 
spotting a mid-’70’s' model, 
white-over-blue Cadillac parked 
earlier where the Grand Prix was 
found. Glasgow said the Cadillac 
description, suspect descriptions, 
and images on the bank film led 
investigators to Montgomery. 

Glasgow said the man has been 
previously convicted on felony 
charges. A search warrant .was 
issued Saturday and Montgomery 
was arrested after the money and 
gun were found. 

Peal, who has been previously 
charged with menancing, was ar- 
rested Monday for allegedly driv- 
ing the Cadillac. She is in federal 
custody in Birmingham in lieu of 
$25,000 bond. 

Montgomery was transferred 
from the county jail Tuesday for 
bond hearing before a federal 
magistrate in Birmingham. His 
bond was unknown at press time. 

Maximum federal imprison- 
ment for bank robbery is 25 
years.

Shelby County authorities have 
ruled the death of a baby found 
at the county landfill near Col- 
umbiana a homicide. 

The tragic discovery was made 
by landfill bulldozer operator 
Johnnie Givhan Lemley. 

Lemley, who has worked for 
the county for over 20 years, said 
his feelings upon making the find 
couldn’t be expressed. He said 
simply, ‘‘unbelieveable.’’ 

Lemley wanted to make it clear 
that the baby had not been 
dumped at the landfill originally. 
He said that the area in which it 
was found had been clean until a 
Columbiana and state garbage 
trucks came in and dumped their 
loads. 

The state truck dumped old

With the loaded leverage, the 
inmates also took Boyd’s .38, 
then forced the three officers out 
of the van at Gene’s Marina on 
highway 145 near I-65 in Chilton 
County. That was about 1:25 
p.m. 

The inmates continued in the 
sheriff’s van toward Shelby 
County before stopping two 
women in an Oldsmobile. With 
guns pulled, three of the inmates 
took the car belonging to Irene 
Bittinger of Jemison and doubled 
back towards I-65. 

Inmates Buckner and Jeffcoat 
apparently decided not to run, 
but remained in the van, still 
wearing handcuffs. 

By now Boyd had notified law 
officers of the escape, and Bit- 
tinger had called from a residence 
nearby about her _ hijacking. 
Police from Calera and Jemison, 
deputies from Shelby and Chilton 
Counties, and state troopers 
rapidly converged on the area. 

The fleeing inmates turned 
north on I-65, and were quickly 
spotted by Jemison Police Chief 
Jeff Townsend who gave chase at 
high speed. At 1:42 Townsend 
radioed that several shots had 
been fired unsuccessfully in an at- 
tempt to force the inmates to 
stop. 

Two Calera squad cars and a 
state trooper car had set up a 
road block in the northbound 
lane near highway 25. The fleeing 
inmates apparently spotted the 
blockade, did a 180° turn in the 
median and sped south. 

The lawmen followed. 

Chief Deal and officer Billy 
O’Bryan, riding in the fastest of 
the three squad cars, chased the 
Olds’ at speeds in excess of 120 
mph for about 10 miles. They 
finally forced the inmates to stop 
1.5 miles north of the Jemison ex- 
it, where apparently another road 
block had been set by state 
troopers and deputies from 
Shelby and Chilton County. 

The car’s motor was still runn- 
ing as Deal approached the stop- 
ped car, so Deal fired two shots: 
one into the left rear tire to stop a 
possible escape, the other into a 
brakelight. 

‘‘These guys were armed felon 
prisoners and they weren’t 
following orders,’’ Deal told the 
Reporter. ‘‘I didn’t want them 
making a Jackrabbit escape.”’ 

Other lawmen were quickly on 
the scene and the three inmates 
were taken to the Shelby County 


jail

- The operator said,‘‘I asked 
him if I had killed the baby, but 
Thompson told me the baby had 
been dead between four and six 
hours. 

Lemley said, ‘‘I don’t know 
the words that would be proper 
to express my feelings. It was a 
great shock...unexpected.”’ 


The operator offered that the 
baby was fully developed, ‘‘a 
girl...blond headed. I’ve raised 
seven. It was a beautiful baby.”’ 

Lemley said that all of his 
children were born at home and 
that is why he knew it was fully 
developed. 

He said that he had worked for 
the county at its first landfill near 
Calera and drove the first gar- 
bage truck purchased by the 
county. He said that he had never 
seen anything like this before. 


The gate keeper agreed that the 
infant came from a Columbiana 
dumpster. 

Leemon said, ‘‘He (Lemley) 
made one swipe and boogered it 
up a little. One of its little legs 
was missing. It was a full nine 
month baby. He hollered for me 
to get the sheriff.’’

The library was the quietest 
place and even it was loud at

there was a fight going on there 
all the time. 

He said, ‘‘I was never so happy 
as when the guards told me I was 
going to Shelby County. Con- 
sidering some of the places I have 
been it is: pretty nice.’’ 

He said, ‘‘Anyone who sells 
drugs is crazy. Drug traffickers 
‘are treated like rapists; no work 
release and no pre-discretionary 
release.”’ 

He warned the young people 
that it was easy to be caught. He 
said, “If you make a lot of 
money, people will become en- 
vious of you and rat on you.

He concluded, ‘‘If only I had 
waited and eaten a few more 
peanut butter and jelly sand- 
wiches.”’ 


Sterrett system plugs 
major water leak |

Water board phones have stop- 
ped ringing in the Sterrett- 
Vandiver area. That means one 
thing: 

‘*We’ve got our water problem 
solved,’’ water board chairman 
Jake Waller told the Reporter. 

The problem proved to be a 
major break in a three-inch main 
that has apparently been pump- 
ing water into a creek ever since 
April -- at an estimated rate of 
two million gallons per month. 

Waller said the leak was 
discovered Sunday about 1:30, 
and was repaired in two and half 
hours. 

The leak, Waller said, was at a 
residence near the end of water 
line on highway 45. Because the 
former residents had moved, and 
the water was washing into a 
creek, the leak went undetected. 

By checking consumption 
records for the Sterrett-Vandiver 
Water System, Waller said it ap- 
peared that the leak had been 
there since April. 

Many people on the system 
have had only muddy water, or 
even no water at all, on and off 
all summer. The problem became 
widespread during the dry month 
of October. 

“There was a hole in that line

big enough to drop a shovel 
straight down into it,’’ Waller 
said. 

He said service had been 
restored to all 516 customers. 
Tuesday morning the system’s 
' 200,000 gallon water tank was up 
to half full. 

With the system back in full 
swing, ‘Waller said he expects 
work to resume soon on a new 
well and pump that were shut 
down because of the depleted 
water table. 

**We will continue to develop 
the new well now so we’ll have 
plenty of water to serve new 
customers,’’ Waller said. 

However, the water boiling ad- 
visory for customers on the 
system remains in effect until fur- 
ther notice, a health department 
official said late Tuesday.

Calera’s industrial .develop- 
ment board will receive $50,000 
from the city for industrial 
development, to be paid over the 
next five years.

The money will come from ten 


«percent interest paid to the city by 
Abex on a $220,750 expansion ° 


loan. 

However, the funds will not 
come without strings attached. 
The board must purchase land 
within one year of the time the 
money becomes available, and 


the money must be used within 


three years. 

A failure on the part of the 
board to purchase land and to 
utilize the funds will result in 
their reverting back to control of 
the city. 

The motion to grant the money 
to the industrial development 
board was made by Councilman 
Doug LeSueur and seconded by 
Councilman W, B. Watts. 

LeSueur made the move after 
Watts insisted that the city get 
some assurance that the money 
will be used and not be held idle. 

Capital Outlay 
Over the objection of Watts, 


the city approved a 1982-83 © 


capital outlay budget of 
$102,771. 

Watts wanted to know why the 
fire department and the rescue 
department were left out of the 
budget. 

He later told the Reporter that 
by left out he meant funds for a 
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small pumper and for a rescue 
truck were not included. 

Mayor Carl Prichard respond- 
ed, ‘‘The finance committee said 
we could not afford it.’’ 

Watts stated that the decision 
of the finance committee was no 
good unless it was:aired before 
the council. He said, ‘‘Our rescue 
unit is immobile and our fire 
department units are real old.’’ 

The mayor reminded Watts 
that $8,000 was included in the 
budget for rescue equipment. 

After the council meeting, 
Watts told this newspaper that 
fire and resuce units would be 
something the city could use for 
20 years. 

He pointed out that one of the 
city’s fire trucks is a 1947 model 
and the other is a 1960 model and 
that neither one is rated. 

He said one of the city’s rescue 
units is a 1942 or ’43 model and 
the other is a 1969 model. 

According to Watts, ‘‘There is 
no point in spending $8,000 for 
equipment if you can’t get it fo 
the place where it is needed. It 
doesn’t do you any good.”’

Amendment No. 3 authorizes 
the Legislature to designate a 
place for meeting and transacting 
business during the renovation of 
the Capitol building. It passed by 
a vote of 5,939 to 1,931. 

Amendment No. 4 applies only 
to producers, Owners or growers 
of poultry, It passed by a 4,424 to 
2,563 margin. 

Amendment No. 5 authorizes 
the governing bodies of 17 coun- 
ties, including Shelby, to acquire 
land or utilize land previously ac- 
quired for development as in- 
dustrial sites and industrial park 
projects. and to lease, sell or 
otherwise convey such property 
to any public or private firm. It 
passed by a 4,844 to 2,548 
margin. 

The remaining six amendments 
pertaining to specific counties 
other than Shelby all passed.

Drug trials delayed

EDITORIAL COMMENT .- 


Generals marched in Washington D.C. in honor of the veterans, liv- 
ing and dead, who served their country. Bands played. Flags flew 
everywhere. 

In Birmingham, one of the nation’s oldest and largest Veterans Day 
parades marched through the streets. Flags flew everywhere. 

Marella “‘Dean’’ Weldon didn’t expect generals to show up in Col- 
umbiana. She didn’t expect bands to parade past the cemetery in Col- 
umbiana where her son’s ashes are buried with other veterans of 
various wars, The woman from Four Mile, didn’t expect much in the 
way of Veteran Day honors. 

But she did expect to see an American flag flying from the pole on 
top of the hill in Pinelawn Gardens. 

But there was no flag. Not this year. 

The pole was bare on Veterans Day. It was bare the day after. It was 
bare over the weekend while generals marched in Washington and 
salutes were fired with dignity over the unknown soldiers’ graves at 
Arlington. . 

Robert Paul Weldon was born October 10, 1955. Every mother’s 
son, a handsome, joking, personable fellow. In Vietnam he was crew 
chief aboard a helicopter that was shot down May 13, 1975, near the 
close of the war. His ashes -- or someone’s ashes -- were sent home and 
buried in Columbiana on May 27, 1975, in a ceremony with full 
military honors. 

But seven and half years later the honor is all gone, as far as Mrs. 
Weldon is concerned. 

‘*Now it’s just another day,”’ she said. ‘tand without the flag it all 
looks so empty...’’ 

Mrs. Weldon called the Reporter last Thursday night, hurt because 
this nation’s flag had not been raised in honor of the veterans buried 
on the edge of Columiana. She asked what could be done. She told me 
she had the flag that had been draped over her son’s coffin, but 
because of a recent operation, she was unable to raise it herself. I told 
her to come to Columbiana Friday and we’d raise the flag together. 

Friday it rained. And it’s a dishonor to raise the flag in the rain. ‘‘I 
could cry,’’ she said over the phone. I don’t know if she cried or not, 
but later that day (too late to raise a flag), I visited her son’s grave 
with her anyway. 

‘I feel there should have been a flag,’’ she said, sounding as 
depressed as the overcast sky. ‘‘Parents or anyone shouldn’t have to 
go down to the cemetery and say, ‘Gee, nobody flew a flag today.’”’ 

‘*All over the nation we’re celebrating and honoring veterans -- but 
there’s nothing here. Nothing. Where’s the honor?”’ 

I didn’t know the answer. I said very little. She continued, saying 
how the flag used to fly there on Veterans Day, how she called 
Elmwood Cemetery which she was told now owns Pinelawn, how a 

-caretaker in Calera told her a flag was supposedly on order. She had 
also called several agencies like the VFW and Veterans Administra- 
tion. Still, there was no flag on a day there should have been one. 

‘I’m not a warmonger,’’ she said. ‘‘But I am patriotic and we 
shouldn’t forget our boys -- any of them. Especially today. I feel like 
that flag should have been on that flag pole.’’ 

**Yes, Ma’m,”’ I agreed. ‘‘There should be a flag. There should be 
honor. I’ll see what I can do.’’

The contract for the ad- 
ministration of the $700,000 
community development block 
grant for Alabaster has been put 
aside for further study. 

When the matter was brought 
up at Monday’s council meeting, 
Councilman Jack Reagin said he 
wanted to find out what other 
cities had paid for overseeing a 
grant the size of Alabaster’s. 

“I'd like to have it nailed down 
in a little more detail so I’ll know 
what I’m doing before I vote,” 
Reagin declared. 

City Clerk Dot Henry reported 
that Jim Crouse from Public 
Systems was going to charge 
$24,000 for the two years he anti- 
cipates it will take to complete 
housing rehabilitation and other 
grant work. 

In addition to that amount, 
Henry said that a secretary would 
be employed at a salary of 
$8,000-$10,000 per year with 
another $10,000 being expended 
for the salary of an assistant. 

It was noted that all of the 
money for administration costs 
would come from the grant. 

The office where the work will 
be handled is to be set up around 
December 1 in the city hall annex. 

Reporting on a project that has 
recently been completed, Coun- 
cilman Willie Arrington said that 
10 Ave.

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Barber recalls 50 years of shear effort

It is just what you’d expect a 
barbershop to be... 

A two seater, folks sittin’ 
around summing up the events of 
the day, and the barber, who 
knows almost everyone in Col- 
umbiana, and then some. 

..-The only thing missing is the 
candystriped swirling pole out- 
side. 

According to owner, Leon F, 
Dorough, ‘‘This has always been 
the number one barbershop in 
Columbiana.’’ He should know. 
He’s owned the shop since Nov. 
17, 1931. 

Leon Dorough began his 
barbering career by taking a 
course in Jacksonville, Fla. After 
living two years in Michigan, he 
bought half interest in the shop 
on Main Street in Columbiana. 
And there he stayed for almost 51 
years, less only 10 months in the 
Army and 6 months working for 
DuPont in Childersburg. 

But the 75 year old barber 
decided to hang up his shears for 
good on Nov. 2 when he sold the 
shop and retired. 

Reminiscing through all the 
years, Mr. Dorough said that he 
wouldn’t have had it any other 
way. ‘‘My ambition has always 


commented. ‘‘I’d do the same 
thing over. It agrees with me.”’ 

Mr. Dorough had a good rela- 
tionship with all his customers, 
even the children. ‘“‘I’ve always 
got along with them fine,’’ he 
said, ‘‘I’ve broke in as many as 
three generations of a family. 
Most children come to me for 
their first haircut.” 

He recalled a time when a girl 
about ten years old brought her 
younger brother in for a haircut. 
**She brought him into the shop 
and, after waiting a long time, he 
refused to get in the chair,”’ 
Dorough chuckled. ‘‘I told her to 
take the little boy home and let 
his big brother bring him back 
later that afternoon.”’ 

The girl went outside but 
returned after only a few minutes 
with a large stick in her hand. 
Dorough said, ‘‘I asked her what 
she was going to do with it and 
she said, ‘I’m gonna make him 
get a haircut, that’s what I’m 
gonna do’ and she did!”’ 

Mr. Dorough’s good relation- 
ship with his customers is largely 
due to his ability to make them 
feel’ relaxed. He remembered, 
**One lady got so relaxed that she 
signed my name to her personal 
check for a haircut.”’

He will continue to support the 
SCHS Wildcats as he has done 
for many years. ‘‘] saw more 
Shelby County High School 
games than any man living,” he 
said.

Students in some Alabama 
elementary schools will soon be 
having fun playing games and not 
realize they’re in a physical 
education class. 

“The program is designed to 
eliminate failure,’’ said Martha 
Owens of Ocilla, Ga., originator 
of the nationally recognized 
“Every Child a Winner’? method 
of teaching physical education to 
kindergarten and elenientary 


school children. 

Teachers, student teachers and 
college physical education pro- 
fessors from around the state 
studied the new teaching methods 
during a three-day seminar at the 
University of Montevallo, ~ 

They learned teaching methods 
that help children develop fitness, 
confidence, coordination and 
academic performance through 
creative games, creative dance 


and gymnastics. 

Mrs. Owens started the pro- 
gram in the Ocilla schools when 
she saw students excluded from 
games and physical activities 
because they felt uncoordinated, 
lacked strength, had low self 
esteem or because of other fac- 
tors. 

‘*I wanted to improve 
academics through movement,”’ 
she said. ‘‘And we don’t do 


anything to make a child feel em- 
barrassed or to humiliate them. 

“It works,’’ she added. 

“Every Child a Winner,”’ 
when first implemented, is for 
use in kindergarten through the 
third grade, expandable to the 
sixth grade.

Calera is region champ

Danny Alverson is a_ real 
gambler. 

Before the game the coach 
figured *his Calera Eagles were 
6%-point favorites over the 
Eagles of Montgomery Academy. 
Six and half points? 

Now, Danny... 

All year long Calera players 
have been earning skull and 
crossbones -helmet stickers for 
tough play. 

Friday night in the Capitol Ci- 
ty, the Calera Eagles lowered 
those helmets and left the sign of 
the skull and crossbones im- 
printed in the gear and bodies of 
out-matched MA players as they 
convincingly clobbered their 
hosts 41-6 in the Class ‘A’ 
Regional Championship State 
Playoffs. 

Six and half points? 

Calera scored six touchdowns 
and five extra points. That breaks 
the school record for points 
scored in a post season playoff 
game, set in 1978 with 32 points 
Trinity. 

Mark up the effectiveness of 
the offensive artillery to serious 
minded blocking by linemen 
Louis Giddens, All-State Steve 
Bearden, Ken LeSueur, Barry 
Pickett, Curtis Glass, John 
Campbell and others. 

Behind them (and sometimes 
quickly out in front of them), was 
awesome, senior artillery shell 
Edward Wilson, who gunned 130 
yards in 11 carries, twisting, knif- 
ing (figuratively), and blasting his 
way to two touchdowns. 

QB James Blanchard fired the 
artillery show and scored two 
‘touchdowns, while Dan ‘‘Dork’’ 
Campbell added the other two 
TD’s. Designated workhorse 
Daryl Griffith ran 34 times for 
105 yards. 

Significantly, Calera has not 
been forced to punt in its last two 
games. 

Defensively, the Eagles didn’t 
even THINK about giving up a 
first down for the entire first 
quarter. MA’s only second 
quarter first down followed a 
Calera fumble on the 42 and 
turned into MA’s last TD for the 
year. 

That touchdown was only the 
second ohe Calera has allowed 
this year to a 1-A opponent. It 
was only the fifth TD scored 
against a defense that has notch- 
ed four shutouts in the ’82 record 
book

The Warriors opened the con- 
test with a penalty for illegal pro- 
cedure on their first play of the 
night. : 


After driving from their own

But the Warrior defense shut 
Stanhope-Elmore down quickly 
and the Warriors drove 86 yards 
for a touehdown on their next 
possession.

The Warriors proved that fact, 
Friday night in Millbrook, by 
defeating the Stanhope-Elmore 
Mustangs 35-6. 

In winning their 11th straight 
game of the season, the Warriors 
are now the undisputed cham- 
pions of Area 8 Region 4, 3A 
high school football. 

Over the course of the regular 
season, some people believed that 
the Warriors had never really 
been tested. 

There was really no power in 
Shelby County teams on their 
schedule, yet the Warriors 
defeated the Montevallo Bulldogs 
by just a last minute TD.

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Football Part I

Last week, the Reporter began 
a survey of county principals to 
learn if football had a valid place 
in school. 

The response has been a 
positive one from Vincent, 
Montevallo, Pelham, Shelby 
County and Chelsea. 

This week, interviews with the 
principals of Coosa Valley 
Academy, Shelby Acadenty, 
Thompson, Briarwood, and 
Calera High School continue to 
show the support of school prin- 
cipals for their football pro- 
grams. 

Allen Fulton of Thompson 
High School had these comments 
to make: 

**One thing the program 
does...especially being suc- 
cessful... is that it goes over into 
other areas...the entire student 
body, and has a positive affect on 
the whole school atmosphere. 

*‘The kids who are par- 
ticipating learn sacrifice, while 
others are out for the summer 
water skiing or going to concerts. 
Football players sacrifice and 
work all of August, at least one 
month in the spring and work ina 
weight program year-round. 

**The program is worthwhile 
and is a real character builder.”’ 

Fulton added that not only 
football but football related ac- 
tivities such as cheerleading, 
band, and sports in-general help 
students by teaching them to 
work for a positive goal. 

When asked directly if he 
believed football had a place in 
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certainly do. It also has an impact 
on the community.” 

But Fulton did not limit his 
comments to a successful football 
program. 

He said, ‘‘Even if a school goes 
0-10 instead of 10-0, there is a 
positive influence. The kids play- 
ing and those in the band and 
other related activies are working 
just as hard,”’ 

He added, ‘‘The influence may 
not be as over reaching because 
you don’t rally behind a loss but 
we encourage our kids to get in- 
volved.”’ 

Fulton said that the football 
program at Thompson does pay 
for itself. 

He pointed out that with the 
money earned from making the 
playoffs this year, the school will 
build new bathrooms at the foot- 
ball stadium which were not 
otherwise budgeted. 

Fulton stressed that the school 
has also received commitments 
on the bathroom project from 
both athletic and band booster 
groups and Roy Martin, a 1962 
graduate of the school who will 
build them at no profit to 
himself. 

Jimmy Carroll, principal of 
Briarwood Christian School had 
this to say about football: 

‘I think it does play a part in 
the total school structure and 
does have a valid role. 

“It shouldn’t be ranked above 
academics but sports in general 
are a source of pride, and com- 
petition is good in that we accept 
a challenge placed before us and 
we compete within a set of rules. 
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smanship, dedication to an objec- 
tive, commitment to a common 
goal, respect for others and...the 
list goes On and on.”’ 

Carroll said of football’s 
benefits, ‘It is something in- 
tangible. You can’t grab it but 
you feel it;’” 

He said that students know 
when they have gone out, laid it 
on the line, and did the best they 


. could, They know they can look 


themselves in the eye. 

Carroll echoes the comments 
of school principals last week 
when he said that football is a 
rallying point for the entire 
school. 

About finances, Carroll said, 
**We try to make it pay for itself 
but we have to supplement it 
some. At Briarwood, students 
pay an activity and supply fee 
which gets them into all football 
games. Only the general public 
buys tickets.”’ 

The principal said, ‘‘I just ran 
a survey on the entire curriculum 
and different programs and 
learned that 60 percent of our 
students are in some form of 
athletic endeavor.’’ 

He said of the survey result, ‘‘I 
think it is excellent. We are really 
proud. Involvement in school, 
skills, character are learned that 
cannot be learned in the 
classroom.”’ 

Davis Wooley, principal of 
Coosa Valley Academy said: 

*‘The main thing football does 
is to promote school support. It 
gets the kids involved in extracur- 
ricular activities and gets them to 
work together. I think they 
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Wooley said that football at 
_CVA does carry itself financially 
with six home games and good 
crowds. . 

He stated that football should 
not come first but academics and 
athletics should supplement each 
other. 

He said that students learn to 
work with each other but are not 
pressured to join teams. 

“In a small town, it gives the 
kids something to go to,’’ 
Wooley added. 

DeWayne Kervin of Shelby 
Academy is both football coach 
and principal. 

He said of the program, ‘“‘It 
gives them (the students) 
something to participate in. 

“*I stress character and deter- 
mination in both the classroom 
and in coaching. To be successful 
in football and basketball means 
facing pressure. There are 
pressures in life.’’ 

At Shelby Academy the foot- 


ball program earns about $7,000 ° 


per year profit. But unlike other 
schools, the money does not 
merely support athletics. It goes 
into the school’s general fund to 
be spent anywhere the school sees 
fit. 

Kervin said, ‘‘The school 
comes first. Our booster club 
totally supports athletics.”’ 

Danny E. Goggins of Calera 
High School had this to say about 
football: 

“First of all it is good for the 
school, sort of a focal point so 
that the student body and com- 
munity can pull together for one 
cause. 
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Principals rally behind sports programs 


gives us community support.”’ 

“‘A good program... and I feel 
we do have a good program... 
teaches students that to ac- 
complish something you must put 
out effort and show self pride.”’ 

Goggins said that the football 
program at Calera more or less 
pays for itself. But he said that 
Class A football (as opposed to 
3A) does not lend itself to big 
money.

oucioy County’s commission 
chairman and county commission 
members will receive an increase 
in pay this January. 

The increases will result fromea 
resolution the commissioners 
passed Monday morning. 

That resolution confirms the 
commission’s concurrence with 
two state laws passed in the 1982 
regular session of the state 
legislature, 

Act 82-627 provides that no 
probate judge who is on a salary 
and who serves as commission 
chairman shall receive total com- 
pensation of less than $30,000 per 
year. 

Act 82-552 provides that no 
county commissioner shall 
receive compensation that is less 
than $9,600 per year. 

Commission Chairman Tom- 
my Snowden currently earns a 
salary of $26,000 per year. In ad- 
dition he receives an expense 
allowance of $5,000 for serving 
as probate judge and a separate 
allowance of $5,000 for serving 
as commission chairman, 

The new law does not affect 
Snowden’s two expense 
allowances. 

This means that the commis- 
sion chairman will see his total in- 
come rise from $36,000 to 
$40,000 per year. That is an in- 
crease Of $4,000. 

County commissioners cur- 
rently receive $200 per month in 
salary and $400 per month in ex- 
pense allowances. This amounts 
to a total of $7,200 per year.

County wants sheriff's input

The Shelby County Commis- 
sion does not want the Humane 
Society to run a sewerage line 
across its property. 

The society asked permission 
to run a line to its new addition 
across county property to reduce 
the length of pipe needed. 

Not crossing the county land 
means that 1,800 feet of line must 
be laid down Industrial Road to 
Highway 70 instead of only 800 
feet if the Humane Society could 
cut across the county land. 

But commission members were 
concerned that the county might 
want to use its property in the 
future. ; 

While no vote was taken on the 
matter, the longer route was sug- 
gested unless arrangements could 
be made to run the sewerage line 
along property lines. ; 

County engineer Gary Ray 
presented the request for the 
Humane Society. 

The commission had no objec- 
tion to helping the society with 
the engineering of the sewerage 
line. 

Ponds Approved 

Subject to concurrence with 
state and federal regulations, 
TimCoaLand was given approval 


to construct two sediment ponds 
within 100 feet of an old public 
road near Brantleyville in west 
Shelby County. 

The approval was granted’ by 
the commission after no response 
was received at a public hearing 
held Monday morning at 9 a.m. 

The request will now be for- 
warded to the surface mining 
committee in Jasper. 

Lines Straightened 

Carlton Franks has been ap- 
proved as a consultant to the 
county engineer for the clarifica- 
tion of garbage pick up franchise 
boundaries in Shelby County. 

Tabled 

A request for a Class 2 off 
premises liquor license for 
Romaco . Petroleum near the 
Parade Gas Station on Highway 
280 was tabled. 

The license requested by Ron 
Burroughs was for a package 
store at the site. 

The action was postponed until 
Governor Fob James could ap- 
point a commissioner to fill the 
vacant post left by Commissioner 
Don Murphy. The location of the 
store would be in Murphy’s old 
district. 

Recreation Supported 
The Shelby County Commis- 


sion has voted to pass’a resolu- 
tion supporting the construction 
of a county water based recrea- 
tion park on Beeswax Creek.

After Mayor Buck Falkner 
gave a report from, County 
Engineer Gary Ray on the cost of 
a sidewalk project at Elvin Hill 
Elementary School, Jones spoke 
up for the school trustees. 

Recommending only one walk 
on the east side of the street, Ray 
listed the cost between $30,000 
and $35,000. ‘ 

The trustees, Jones said, felt 
there wasn’t room on the stadium 
side of the street. Although they 
would like a sidewalk on both 
sides of the street, their 


preference would be'to have it on 
the west side if there were just 
one walk.

Mayor Car! Prichard of Calera 
said Monday that he will not 
resign his office. 

At a news conference he spoke 
of the petition that was presetned 
to him last week asking him to 
resign and issued the following 
statement: 

‘“‘After due consideration of 
the petition presented to me, at 
the last council meeting by Mr. 
Howard Hughes, I have decided 
to continue to serve the people of 
Calera for the next two years, as I 
have served them for the last two 
years. During this last two years I 
have strived to serve the people of 
our city with honesty, hard work, 
and integrity aimed at achieving 
an efficient and progressive 
government that will benefit all 
the people. 

‘This city government has been 
administered without favoritism 
with a supreme effort to bring 
about the most for every tax 
dollar we receive and to enforce 
the laws of our city with dedica- 
tion and effort to end the illegal 
drug traffic and other illegal ac- 
tivities that had been occuring in 
our city. 

‘There is absolutely no merit in 
the charges against our police 
chief and his department. The 
implementation of sound fiscal 
policy within our city in the im- 
pending grant from the federal 
government to rebuild our sewer 
system are indeed milestones of 
progress for Calera’s future. 

‘The urban development grant 
we have just received, the expan- 
sion of our city park, the 
rebuilding of our library, and the 
general cleanup of our city, 
coupled with the removal of old 
buildings, has been carried out 
with only one thing in mind.

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Pelham seeks lower fire rate 


by David F. Moore 

The Pelham Fire Department 
has saved lives and has saved pro- 
perty. By next year it may be sav- 
ing businesses and residents addi- 
tional money on fire insurance. 

Because of improvements in 
the fire department over the last 
three years -- many accomplished 
by the firefighters’ in their free 
time -- the city has asked the state 
Insurance Service Office (ISO) to 
upgrade Pelham’s fire rating 
from Class 6 to Class 4. 

**Shoot,”” said PFD Chief 
William Bryers, ‘‘we really want 
a Class 1. But we’ll settle for a 
” ad 

A Class 4 rating would mean a 
savings of $50-$80 per year on 
residential fire insurance, accor- 
ding to city councilman Bob 
Cleveland. ‘ 

‘Cleveland said the savings on 
commercial fire rates would be a 
plus for Pelham in the eyes of in- 
dustries who are looking for new 
locations, especially in the 
“‘world of marginal profits.”’ 

Amidst words of praise from 
other councilmen, Cleveland for- 
mally proposed _ seeking 
reclassification at the November 
15 council meeting. Mayor Burk 
Dunaway readily agreed and a re- 
quest for a new reclassification 
inspection has been mailed to 
ISO in Montgomery. 

But don’t rush out and spend 
the anticipated savings yet. 
Although city officials appear 
confident lower rates will be 
granted, the change may take 
nine months or so. 

The ISO sets Alabama fire in- 
surance schedules according to 
the level of protection offered by 
local fire departments. Class 10 is 
no protection; Class 1, as good it 
gets. 

Pelham last requested a new 
rating in 1979 when it built a se- 
cond fire station at the entrance 
to Green Park South on U.S. 31. 
In October of that year, ISO 
lowered Pelham fire rates from 
an ‘8’ to a ‘6,’ 


Rape program needs awareness 


*‘We want to get the blame 
placed on the assailant, not the 
victim,’’ rape counselor Claudia 
McNeely stressed following a 
meeting with police chiefs last 
week. 

McNeely is one of the 
volunteer counselors working in 
the rape response program now 
in effect at Shelby Medical 
Center. 

In an effort to be helpful to 
police as well as the rape victim, 
McNeely and the director of the 
Crisis Center’s Rape Response 
Program, Donna Rickert, confer- 
red with representatives of law 
enforcement agencies at their 
monthly meeting. 

Head Emergency Room nurse 
at SMC, Charlie Ivey, and Kay 
Ward from the hospital’s social 
services department were also at 
the meeting to offer input. 

Ward reported that the 
hospital has only had five rape 
victims this year but noted there 
were probably many unreported 
cases. 4 

Through «community educa- 
tion, the rape response 
counselors hope that more vic- 
tims will report the crime. 

The number to call for 24 hour 
a day counseling help is 323-7273 
(RAPE). - 

Explaining that an effort is 
made to relieve victims of the 
guilt they sometimes feel about 
being raped, McNeely said that 


the intent of the act was violence, 
not sex. 

‘*‘Women are prone to think 
that the act may have been pro- 
voked by what they were wearing 
or something they said or did,’’ 
she related. 

In support of the program, 
Ivey told the law enforcement 
agents that doctors who examine 
rape victims like to have a 
counselor present. 

Chief Investigator Reed Smith 
from the Shelby County Sheriff’s 
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department agreed that a 
counselor’s presence was helpful. 
In cases where victims were 
especially distraught, Smith said 
he was unable to talk with them 
until a counselor arrived. 


Mentioning that there is a 
charge at SMC for the examina- 
tion, Ivey said that nd one would 
be turned away for financial 
reasons. ‘‘We can handle these 
cases like we do indigent pa- 
tients,’’ she said. 
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Since then, fire department 
personnel have built a training 
facility in Pelham Industrial 
Park, further upgrading their 
training program. In addition, a 
new dispatcher booth, a 24-hour 
call recorder, separate emergency 
phone lines and other ISO re- 
quired improvements have been 
added. 

Bryers pointed out that ISO 
has also revised its rating 
method. ‘‘Now they give you 
credit for what you do have, not 
penalize you for what you don’t 
have,”’ he explained. 

Pelham already has one of the 
lower fire ratings for a city its 
size. ‘But there’s nothing wrong

Pave anew Yellow Brick Road for them

The quest for a brain prompted 
the mindless Scarecrow to join 
Dorothy on the Yellow Brick 
Road to Oz. 

Most humans need not make 
such a trip, but come pre- 
equipped with functioning, 
average-type brains. Grammar 
and high school, trade school or 
college will generally challenge 
and satisfy the average mind’s 
yen for learning. 


But how do you challenge the 
young mind that functions 
beyond average levels? The I.Q. 
that’s measured at 130, 150 or 
beyond? 

To cultivate this kind of fertile 
grey matter, the Yellow Brick 
Road of education has to lead 
beyond basic math and history 
classes at the end of the hall. 

Oz? No, not exactly. But 
Enrichment Resource Centers 
(ERC’s) now provide intellectual 
challenges at school for excep- 
tionally bright students -- 
sometimes called ‘‘gifted.”” 


ERC’s go beyond the bounds 
of basic textbooks and class work 
generally found in school. Accor- 
ding to ERC literature, the idea is 
to provide an environment to 
nurture creative talents, indepen- 
dent and conceptual thinking, 
love of knowledge, positive self- 
concepts and respect for humani- 
ty. 

The programs aren’t for 
everyone. 

Within the Shelby County 
school system, however, 350 
students have been identified to 


date as ERC material. According 
to Dr. Lusia MacPherson, super- 
visor of the the county’s gifted 
students program, that number is 
still growing as more students are 
tested and identified. 
MacPherson said Riverchase, 
Valley, Thompson Middle and 
Thompson High first offered 
students access to resource 
teachers in the late ’70’s. Three 
years ago the state initiated re- 
quired ERC’s and the programs 
are now available to students 


from all 21 county schools, 
grades K-12. 
Initially, 180 ERC students 


were identified in the Shelby 
County school system, but that 
number has now nearly doubled. 

State requirements for student 
ERC eligibility are: 

1)Teacher referral 

2)Scores at or above the 90th 
percentile in three of the four 
categories on the California 
Achievement Test 

3)An acceptable score on the 
Slosson screening test 

4)A score of at least 130 on the 
Stanford-Binet intelligence test 

Students identified as ERC 
material are offered the program 
as an elective. Class availability 
and student participation vary ac- 
cording to schools and individual 
students, but MacPherson said 
all involved students receive 1-5 
hours of ERC class time per 
week. 

ERC options open to students 
include mentorships with local 
professionals, summer scholar- 
ships and library privileges at 
UM, chess tournaments, and par- 
ticipation in the scholar bowls,

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Here’s how to write to the editor 


Like many of you who 
push pencils from 9 to 5, I have 
a desktop telephone that is 
convinced it’s on piecework. It 
rings all day long. 

As often as not, the callers 
are angered or pleased, sad- 

. dened or gladdened, chagrined 
or heartened by something they 
saw in the paper. They pound 
my eardrum for a while, and 
then I suggest they write a let- 
ter to the editor. They usually 
say they will, but they rarely 
follow through. 

Why? You tell me. Maybe 
it is the curse of timidity. 
Maybe it’s laziness or illiteracy 
or writer’s block. Or maybe, 
just maybe, people have no 
idea how to write to the editor 
and fear they'll look foolish 
trying. 

Here, for them, is every- 
thing they ever wanted to know 
about writing a,letter to the 
editor (*but were afraid to 


ask). 

First, the basics., 

In order for a letter to ap- 
pear in print, typists and 


editors must be able to read it. 
That means the handwriting 
must be legible. If yours isn’t, 
you should print or use a type- 
writer, You can’t expect us to 
publish a letter we cannot read. 
If it’s only a word or phrase we 
can’t quite make out, and the 
letter is otherwise worthwhile, 
we may have to guess what it 
means — and perhaps distort 
your meaning. 

We don’t like to guess, 
and when in doubt we try to 
contact you. We need to know 
how to. .Print or type your 
name, address and daytime 
phone number where we will 
easily see it. And yes, we insist 
on printing your name and. 

community. (We don’t print 

your street address or phone 
number.) Sign your letter as 
evidence of good faith. 

Depending on the backlog 
at the time, a letter may appear 
a day or a month after we get 


it. Most letters do go into 
, print. 

Which ones don’t? Open 
letters, written to one person 
but sent to everyone and his 
brother, don’t, see print. Nor 
does poetry. We don’t publish 
personal correspondence such 
as expressions of gratitude to 
neighbors and friends. Com- 
plaints about business, better 
handled by an action line, 
don’t run. Neither do pro- 
fanity-laden letters. Letters of 
religious interpretdtion or 
religious assertion don’t see 
print. Correspondence . from 
candidates for public office, 
unless in response to criticism 
printed in the paper is treated 
as news, and editors determine 
whether it deserves to be 
reported in the regular news 
columns. 

What we do like to print is 
a variety of opinion about 
public affairs — local, re- 
gional, national, foreign. And 
we love to print letters that dis- * 
agree with our own editorials. 
There’s nothing like a good 
controversy to Stir up reader- 
ship. 

So much for the basics. 
Let’s move on to the advanced 
course. 

Remember you're “trying 
to ,communicate. Do your 
readers a favor and make your 
letter-easy to read. Don’t force 
people to decipher it. Spell 
things out. For example, if you 
refer to a particular article, 
mention its headline and the 
date it was published; a sen- 
tence summarizing the article is 
also helpful. 
: Be clear. Keep your 
sentences short and to the 
point. If you want to impress. 
people, impress them with the 
depth of your knowledge and 
the elegance of your reasoning, 
not the length of your sen- 
tences and obscurity of your 
vocabulary. 

Expect us.to edit for spell- 
ing, punctuation, syntax and 


Organizing your letter. 


so forth. Rarely do we receive 
a grammatically perfect letter. 
But it’s up to you to get the 
facts straight. Never assume 
anything, always check it.” 

Now for the refinements. 

Well-written letters ‘share 
a few qualities. Among them 
are coherence, documentation 
and conciseness. 

Even before you pick upa 
pen, sit back and think about 


what you want to say. Ask 


yourself the questions someone 


else might ask. What exactly is 


your point? Does it make 


sense? What makes you think 


that way? Where did you get 
your facts? Why should 


anyone else think the way you 


think? 

Having thought it 
through, turn your attention to 
Be 
prepared to confine a single let- 
ter to a single topic, and devote 
yourself to it. Don’t ramble. 


Give your letter a beginning, a 
middle, an end. State your pur- 


pose at the start, then proceed 
to explain yourself, and finally 
wrap it up. 

A few extra bits of advice. 
Instead of using exclamation 
marks, find powerful verbs. 
Write in the active voice. Get 
rid of unnecessary words. Be as 
specific as you can. Avoid 
cliches. Go ahead and revise 
what you have; even Hem- 
ingway spent half his time re- 
vising and rewriting. Set aside. 
your finished letter for a day or 
two and then read it with a 
fresh eye, or ask someone else 
to read it and tell you vey he 
truly thinks. 

Finally, have the courage 
to speak out. Democracy isn’t 
for the meek and quiet. It 
thrives on debate and disagree- 
ment. Go ahead and pipe up.

Mayor Buck Falkner informed 
the council Thursday evening 
that the water board had rescind- 
ed their agreement to merge with 
the gas board and sewer depart- 
ment, 

Having attended the water 
board meeting when the action 
was taken, Falkner said that 
Truitt Ray and Ty Sockwell had 
voted to rescind the agreement 
while chairman Lewis Walker 
was opposed. 

The two water board members 
who were against the merger saw 
no advantage to it, the mayor ex- 
plained. 

,. Because of a loan from the 
Farmeér’s Home Administration, 
board members understood that 
the FHA would have to set their 
budget should they become part.

Cooley becomes dream player 


Just a little more than two 
years ago,- Elizabeth ‘‘Toots’’ 
Cooley of Pelham was ‘“‘sitting 
home watching the soaps and 
thinking about going to voca- 
tional school.’’ And she was fat, 
too. 


The Thompson High School 
graduate’s story might make a 
good ‘‘soap’’ in itself, so full is it 
of improbably occurrences and 
heart-warming evidence of the in- 
dividual’s ability to triumph over 
circumstances. 

Lady Falcons volleyball coach 
Beverly Warren remembers the 
*‘old’’ Cooley. ‘‘She walked on 
as a freshman. In fact, school 
had already started. She almost 
didn’t go to college. When_I call- 
ed her, she had to come here and 
go through all the hassles of late 
registration, starting classes late, 
plus all of us had already had two 
weeks of pre-season work.”’ 

For Cooley, that phone call 
made all the difference in the 
world. ‘‘I was just sitting home 
watching the soaps and thinking 
about going to vocational’school. 
I probably would have just got 
fatter. I really wanted to go to 
college, and I want to be a coach, 
probably volleyball, and a 
physical education teacher.”’ 

‘She weighed 148 pounds and 
sat on the bench virutally her 


whole freshman year,’’ Warren, - 


said. ‘‘Then she really dropped 
the weight in the off-season. I 
had talked to her and told her 
there was no point in playing if 
she wasn’t going to lose that 
weight.”’ 

Warren is known to be a 
stickler about playing weights. 
No matter how good she is, a 
player even a couple of pounds 
Overweight can expect to be 
riding the bench for the sake of a 
few thousand calories. 

‘She came back her 
sophomore year at 118, and I 
don’t think her weight has fluc- 
tuated more than a pound ever 
since. She says she’s going to stay 
118 pounds forever, and I believe 


her,’’ Warren said. 

Besides finding her new form, 
Cooley had to develop a new 
style. A setter in high school 
volleyball and a setter on a cham- 
pionship caliber college volleyball 
team are worlds apart. ‘‘Toots 
was a setter for Thompson, but 
they didn’t use short sets. She 
had to learn to vary the height of 
the sets.”” 


Warren explained that 
Cooley’s role with the Lady 
Falcons is a critical one. In the 
sometimes rough and always 
tough competition of college 
volleyball, ‘‘the setter is like a 
quarterback .in football. She 
takes the ball when it’s bumped 
to her, calls the plays and she has 
a lot of options, A good setter 
can make any hitter look good.”’
